‘ve always loved the outdoors: the 

snow-dusted mountains of Vermont, 

the beautiful Connecticut woods 

around my house, the wild winter 
beaches of eastern Long Island. While I 
have become increasingly concerned with 
the great environmental danger we are in, | 
had been skiing, hiking, swimming and fish- 
ing in an Eden that seemed to be holding up. 
All that changed suddenly last summer when 
my husband and I were hiking a favorite trail 
in Vermont. We got to the mountaintop and 
were disheartened to find that the once-lush 
evergreens had become bare and lifeless. 
Acid rain was the explanation the ranger 
gave. It was a turning point for me; what 
was abstract had become real and urgent, 
and I knew I had to do something. 

Of course, I am not the only one who 
finds herself worrying about what is happen- 
ing to our lovely landscapes, pure air and 
sparkling waters. The subject of our threat- 
ened environment is now on everyone’s lips. 
As a nation we have begun to understand 
that pollution is caused not only by giant oil 
companies and paper mills, but also by the 
products we individuals buy, the means our 


communities find to dispose of waste and 
our habits of living, eating, moving about 
and clothing ourselves. Our lifestyles have 
an effect not only in our personal orbits but 
in our towns and on our planet. The earth 
once seemed so boundless, its supply of 
riches endless. How sad to realize that it 
isn’t that way any longer. 

There is a wise folk saying that “we have 
not inherited the earth from our parents; we 
are borrowing it from our children.” We are 
all global custodians, and it is up to all of us 
to learn how to care for it better than we 
have been. When I was in London recently, 
I made a trip to Bath to see Deirdre 
McSharry, former editor of the British mag- 
azine Country Living. She helped turn that 
publication into a voice of the Green envi- 
ronmentalist. movement—Britons are way 
ahead of us in this area—and I wanted to ask 
her to suggest how we could start fighting 
the battle against pollution. “It all begins at 
home,” she said. 

Those were encouraging words for the 
editor of a home magazine to hear: I could 
share my concerns and the solutions | found 
with millions of readers. House Beautiful is 
dedicated, literally, to making your house 
beautiful and to the emotional rewards that 
come from that endeavor. 

But beauty is built from within, in houses 
as well as people. Recycling waste and re- 
moving harmful chemicals from your home 
are therefore as much a part of making your 
house fulfilling as is the most beautiful dec- 
orating scheme. We usually think of our 
home as a sanctuary—our refuge from the 
outside world. We wrap ourselves in its 
warm familiarity and feel secure. But it is 
from home that we do most of our polluting. 

And so it has become clear to me that the 
time has come for House Beautiful to enter 
the world of environmental advocacy, with a 
regular column containing information that 
each of us can apply to keep our households 
safe and harmless. 

I have invited Wendy Benchley and Jane 





Geniesse, two environmental advocates, to 
work with our staff. You will find our first 
installment on page 23 of this issue. I hope 
that you will find it enlightening and inspir- 
ing, because we can all modify our way of 
life to reverse the course we humans have 
found ourselves embarked upon. 

Personally | am an optimist. I believe that 
every one of us can make a difference and 
that we can successfully reverse the tides of 
pollution that imperil our rivers and oceans, 
the acid rain that is destroying our forests, 
the global warming that would alter our 
weather, and the thinning of the ozone layer 
that protects us from dangerous solar rays. 
While it is impossible for you or me to stop 
acid rain or oil spills single-handedly, it is 
individuals who help cause pollution. And 
individuals can help take the responsibility 
for stopping It. 

I've started making little changes in my 
own life. | have become a more diligent 
recycler and a far more careful shopper. | 
examine detergent labels for phosphates. 
I've learned to get along without aerosol 
sprays. And I’ve come to realize that doing 
the environmentally right thing can also be a 
real pleasure. I love to walk, for example, 
and now every time I tie on my running 
shoes rather than grab for the car keys, | 
know [I am not only helping my body, I am 
also helping my environment. 

I hope you will become converts, too. If 
we don’t change our ways,’ the world we 
hand down to our children will be nothing 
but a burden. 

Our task will take time, of course; the 
earth did not become polluted overnight. But 
if each of us takes a few small steps toward 
rescuing our land, air and water, then we'll 
soon be making giant leaps together. @

CARPET 


An Oriental rug can be the 
soul of the room, but buying one 
takes patience and know-how

Ithough he has lovely southern man- 
ners, Sam Blount wasn’t just being 
polite when he told a rug dealer, 
“Thank you, that was a treat.” The 
Mississippi-born partner in the New 
York decorating firm Irvine & Flem- 
ing explained, “I'd rather do this than 
go to the Met—it’s one of the most 
enjoyable parts of decorating.” 

Would that the average home furnisher could say the same. 
But the truth is that buying an old Oriental rug is deeply 
daunting to an amateur. There is the how-will-it-look question 
that can be answered only by trying it out or by years of 
experience. And there is the value question: “How do I know 
what this worn one-of-a-kind object is really worth?” Eliza- 
beth Nelle, director of the Doris Leslie Blau carpet gallery in 
New York, says, “It’s like buying a fur coat or a diamond. 
You have to put your trust in the vendor.” 

Another question that arises when dealing with this art form 
is “What am I looking at?” The Oriental rugs being sold today 
came from Persia, Turkey, the Caucasus, Central Asia and 
China. They are usually semi-antiques made between 1890 and 
1920. They may have a flat-weave or a knotted pile. They may 
be geometric or floral in pattern. Although they didn’t become 
part of Western (read “European”) decorating until the Cru- 
sades, such textiles are mentioned in manuscripts of the an- 
cient world. Motifs seen in semi-antique carpets—arabesques, 
stylized plant forms, cartouches—have origins lost in time. 

Truly knowing Oriental rugs is a form of advanced connois- 
seurship, but that should not keep anyone with some money 
saved up from investigating. Just remember, it’s not like 
buying a dress. You must take the time to educate yourself. 
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When Sam Blount 
decorated a library a 
few years ago, he 
placed an ocelot- 
patterned carpet 
from Stark Carpet 
(top) under a small 
antique English 
needlepoint rug, but 
a big Oriental was 
the ultimate goal. 
Recently three were 
tried out. Second 
from top: Of an 
Oushak from Coury 
Rugs, Blount says, 
“It has a rich 
quietness that flows 
with the room.”

A museum is a good place to start. All major museums have antique 
rugs on display, and although their size, rarity and perfection make 
them unattainable, you will begin to see which kinds of coloration 
and pattern make your pulse race. Is it allover flowers? A soft-hued 
medallion design? Barbaric geometrics? You will see that you do 
have preferences. Then, off to the library to consult a book (perhaps 
one listed at the end of this article) and, if the scheduling is right, to a 
decorator’s showhouse, where Orientals can often be seen in context. 
Finally, head for a dealer who has the patience to educate a novice—a 
quality not that hard to find. 

Sam Blount doesn’t claim to be a connoisseur, but like any other 
good decorator, he knows how a rug will look, and he visits the 
showrooms alone before he invites clients to review the preliminary 
choices. “Making the first cut gives most clients a headache,” he 
says. “I spare them.” Limiting his sources to the most reputable 
dealers is another form of preselection that Blount practices. That 
way, he can concentrate on beauty and know the value is guaranteed. 

Blount was shopping for several of his clients during the week 
when we accompanied him through the upscale segment of Manhat- 
tan’s rug market, but one project interested us most. It was the red- 
lacquered Park Avenue library (preceding page, top) in its original 
state and with three very fine and vastly different Orientals the 
decorator was auditioning on the premises for his clients. There 
couldn't be a better demonstration of the mood-making properties of 
the element Edgar Allan Poe called “the soul of the apartment,” in a 
little-known volume entitled The Philosophy of Furniture. 

he owners of the red library had always intended to find 

a room-size Oriental for the finishing touch. Sam 

Blount feels, “An Oriental does something for a room 

that nothing else does. It’s not only the color and 

pattern, it’s the timelessness of the design and knowing 

that this work of art has more of a lifetime than any one 
owner. It’s an object that becomes more beautiful with age. 

Blount walks into a carpet showroom carrying with him the room 
dimensions and samples of the major fabrics. He never pores over the 
fabric and rug colors, because he has a horror of compulsive match- 
ing, but he flings the material down on the carpets briefly to detect 
any serious dishermony. Matching, no. Harmony, yes. 

He is careful, though not rigid, about size. For living rooms, 
dining rooms and libraries, he likes about two feet of bare floor 
around the edges, plus an extra foot for the hearth. The minimum size 


for a dining-room rug is determined by the size of the table: One must 
add at least three feet beyond the tabletop dimensions, so that when 
chairs are pushed back they will remain on the rug. Blount tends to 
bring his rugs close to the walls in a bedroom, partly to assure that 
someone stepping out of bed will put a foot on a nice soft rug, and 
partly because a warm, cozy look is more desirable in bedrooms. He 
says doorways and traffic patterns also dictate size and placement of - 
rugs. “You never want anyone to come through a doorway and step 
onto a corner of a carpet—that can be very hazardous.” 
ike any art market, the rug trade lends itself to fakery, 
tampering and exaggerated claims. People who do not 
have a decorator to help them shop need a reliable 
dealer, who will undoubtedly be located in or near a 
large city. Donald Coury of Coury Rugs in New York, 
source for two of the rugs shown in the red library, 
offers this advice: “Above all, take your time. Don’t let a salesperson 
push you into a decision. Look elsewhere, think it over, come back 
again. Ship a rug or two home to try them if you can.” 

Some people are willing to take a chance on auctions. Elizabeth 
Nelle’s company doesn’t buy at auction, but she does have some 
suggestions for potential bidders. “Examine a carpet closely at the 
presale viewing and be sure to consult the auction-house rug special- 
ist. You have to ask the right questions—no one will volunteer 
information about flaws, but in a good auction house, you should get 
good answers.” The right questions are: 
®@ How old is the rug? Disregarding condition or beauty, the earlier a 
rug is, the more valuable it is. However, this value may be of greater 
concern to a collector than to someone furnishing a room. 

@ Has it been cut down from another size? This would lessen its 

market value and alter the original artistic composition. Yet, as a 

decorative object, the re-sized rug may be perfectly suitable, as long 

as you haven’t paid more than it is worth. 

@ Is there worn-down wool or moth damage? This can be repaired, 

but consider it part of the price. Nelle says her gallery does repair 

work on every rug they sell, so the need is not a danger sign. 

@ Has paint been applied to disguise wear? This not-uncommon 

practice irreversibly lowers a rug’s value but may make a handsome 

and useful rug affordable for use in a room. 

@ls it dry? Rug dryness makes foundation fibers susceptible to 

cracking. Restoration to correct such a condition is very expensive,

s the plane lets down over San 
Juan, there they stand, New York 
tall and Miami white—the famous 
resort hotels that draw most Amer- 
ican vacationers to the United States” own 
Caribbean island, now completely recovered 
from the fury of Hurricane Hugo last Sep- 
tember. Great places for a poolside pina 
colada and perhaps a little after-dinner gam- 
bling, these are big hotels. But as the plane 
banks, one catches glimpses of far-off for- 
est-clad mountains rising to brush the thun- 
derheads. Surely, one thinks, there’s more 
to Puerto Rico—and to Puerto Rican hospi- 
tality—than those grand modern resorts 10 
minutes from the runway. 

Indeed, “out on the island,” as San Jua- 
neros call all that is not San Juan, lies a far 
more openhearted and authentic Puerto 
Rico. Past fields of pineapples, up twisty 
roads overhung with palms and blossoms, 
are stops where a traveler can soothe sun- 
struck eyes by closing the heavy louvered 
shutters of a small country inn, pad barefoot 
across tile floors and climb into a ponderous 
four-poster bed. In the mountains, nights are 
symphonic, dominated by the flutelike call 
of the coqui, the island’s beloved tree frog. 
Just bring along a spirit of adventure and an 
ear for history: Exploring the more intimate 


hostelries of this 3,435-square-mile (smaller 
than Connecticut) island can deliver you 
from sanitized tourista land into a country of 
quiet bays and mountaintop villages. Al- 


though most of the island §5 dotted today 
with neat concrete residences, one stil! finds 
lushly gardened courtyards, cool arches in-

viting the trade winds, and romantic balco- 
nies over the sea. 

A colony of Spain only I5 years after 
Columbus set foot here in 1493, until 1898 
(when the United States won it in the Span- 
ish-American War), Puerto Rico still cher- 
ishes the architectural and design heritage of 
Spain. What most purely remains of 16th- to 
19th-century Spanish influence is to be 
found, of course, in restored, pastel-hued 
Old San Juan, the oldest city in the territorial 
United States. Awesome for New Worlders 
to think: Things were humming along nicely 
here before the defeat of the Spanish Arma- 
da. Before you venture out on the island, the 
place to beg board and enchantment is New 
York-born Jan D’Esopo’s Galeria San Juan, 
which is no ordinary inn. As inviting and 
many-faceted as artist-hostess-restorer D’E- 
sopo herself, the Galeria is just that—an art 
gallery, a working painting-and-sculpture

atelier, as well as elegant San Juan’s favored 
venue for private dinner parties. And, oh 
yes, there are also six art-and-antiques-filled 
guest rooms, no two alike—up a spiral stair- 
case, opening off a garden balcony, or giv- 
ing onto a roof garden overlooking the sea. 
Two or three artists are permanently in resi- 
dence and they may even join you for cock- 
tails in the cozy “captain’s nook” off the 
main interior garden. 

Only a prowl from the two oldest 
churches, the strongest fort and the longest- 
inhabited governor’s mansion in the Ameri- 
cas, the Galeria dates from the 1750s and 
once served as an artillery captain’s home. 
D’Esopo and her Puerto Rican husband, 
Manuco Gandia, worked with historic delib- 
eration and great dash when they restored 
three buildings and made them into one. 

In this wandering wonder of a house, with 
some 50 different spaces all on seemingly 


different levels, every wall is hung with 
art—mostly architectural paintings, sculp- 
ture reliefs and portraits—and every turn is a 
discovery. Throughout the house, there are 
hefty beams and doors (some rescued from 
other houses) made of prized hard-as-rock 
ausubo wood, also called ironwood, now 
rare on the island. 

“Very few genuine Puerto Rican antiques 
remain from colonial days,” notes D’Esopo. 
“Termites and moisture did them in. We’ve 
gathered furniture from Spain, America— 
wherever we find it—that will work well 
with the house, and every piece has to be 
absolutely soused in preservatives.” 


Mountaintop Paradors 

Puerto Rico’s mountainous backbone, the 
densely forested Cordillera Central, domi- 
nates the island southwest of San Juan. 
Raincoat-clad tourists usually venture to the 
east to wander under the huge, dripping 
trees of El Yunque, the rainforest park less 
than an hour from San Juan, and then speed 
back to a city hotel to dry off poolside. But 
increasingly, nature lovers, families with 
children, and honeymooners are scheduling 
a stay at one of Puerto Rico’s away-from-it- 
all country paradores that dot the island’s 
mountains, small towns and seashore. Do 
not be misled by the name. The 17 small 
inns within the parador system are not as 
luxurious as Spain’s government-controlled 
paradors, and not one is a castle. Really, 
they should be called posadas—wayside 
inns. Loosely supervised by the quasi-gov- 
ernmental Puerto Rico Tourism Company, 
they are great favorites of city-dwelling 
Puerto Rican families, who savor the moun- 
tain air, home-cooked meals, and low rates, 
which are usually $35 to $60 a night, exclu- 
sive of meals. 

Two inns of great historic charm are Haci- 
enda Gripinas in Jayuya—near the island’s 
midpoint and highpoint—and Hacienda Jua- 
nita, in coffee-growing Maricao, near the 


island’s western end. Getting there is half 


the fun. From the minute you leave the main 
highways of the coastal plain, you are loop- 
ing upward through a jungle paradise 
gouged with deep roadside ravines and mud- 
red rivers that plunge at their base. As you 
careen through switchbacks and honk at cor- 
ners, sudden glimpses of far peaks swing 
into view while clouds prowl their purple 
slopes like cats. The orange blaze of a flam- 
boyant tree flashes by. It rains. It ceases to 
rain. And there is a most welcome sign: 
Parador Hacienda Gripinas. You are two and 
a half circuitous hours’ drive from San Juan, 
and 4,000 feet high, still wondering why 
you didn’t hire a driver. (Do so, if you can.) 

A pina colada ts definitely in order. 
Red-roofed and sprawling Gripifas was 
once the main house of a coffee plantation

and is over a century old. One of the rare old 
wood buildings that have endured, it has the 
familiar plainness of a New England farm- 
house. The only real antique here is the 
house itself; simple rustic furniture serves 
throughout. 
Angel Morales’s food is the best among all 
the paradors—a delicate pumpkin flan is a 
dessert specialty. At dinner, families who 
have been hiking the grassy hill above the 
parador, or splashing in the pool, gather in a 
large central dining room with green-and- 
white-checked tablecloths. The chatter is 
mostly in Spanish, but here come two bird 
watchers from Philadelphia, binoculars on 
necks. Tomorrow they plan to visit the Indi- 
an Ceremonial Ballpark near Utuado, and a 
local carver of birds, Elpidio Collazo Gon- 
zalez, whose reputation is island-wide.

The low main house of apricot 
stucco fronts a shady courtyard, bordered 
campus-style by charming guest rooms that 
were previously storage buildings.

A superb restoration has left intact stone 
walkways, an old courtyard cistern and— 
most important—the feeling of living in a 
self-contained world. The bedrooms are a 
homey delight. Heavy wood shutters, the 
dreamed-of four-poster and rush-seated 
rockers provide sturdy elegance. There’s no 
air conditioning (only ceiling fans), no TV, 
no phones in the rooms. 

As the moon rises and the coqui start to 
sing, evening unfolds with a leisurely pre- 
dinner drink on the long balcony of the main 
house. It may give you courage to dive into 
a plateful of serenata—a hearty Puerto Ri- 
can dish of boiled spuds and root vegetables 
set off with marinated salt cod, a surprising- 
ly satisfying combination. The next morn- 
ing, a walk along the plantation’s well- 
hacked Fruit Trail is a must: It is the only 
way to get safely inside the dense tropical 
forest—to stare up into the feathery heights 
of a bamboo thicket, to find avocados and 
little oranges strewn in one’s path, and to 
marvel at leaves the size of throw rugs. 
Hacienda Juanita is guaranteed to lift the 
urban weariness from your bones.

The Spanish Side of Romance 

For contrast, imagine a world-class small 
hotel by the sea. Make it dazzling—Aegean 
white with red tile roofs. Perhaps with a 
library full of modern first editions, a Ro- 
man pool overlooked by royal palms and the 
sun descending into an opalescent ocean off 
your private balcony.

D. Wratten, both former university profes- 
sors (thus the first editions) and former 
sheep farmers (thus the old-breed name, 
Horned Dorset), searched far and wide be- 
fore opting for this balmy location at the far 
western corner of Puerto Rico, on the Mona 
Passage.

and the life of the rug will never be as long 
as that of one that has never dried. 

One of the stops Sam Blount made during 
our shopping week was at The Rug Loft in 
New York, where he found an old Bessara- 
bian floral flatweave for a remodeled barn in 
Connecticut. Blount looks for knotted-pile 
rugs when he wants to fill a room, but 
sometimes chooses a flatweave—they are 
rarely room-size—as an area or accent rug. 
His traditional rooms won’t work with a 
kilim—a vivid, geometric type of 
flatweave—but he admires them greatly in 
contemporary spaces.

A great photographer

By the late 1950s, the photographer Horst had already had an enviable 
career. Handsome and urbane, he had covered the haute couture in 
Paris and in New York. He'd photographed everyone from Gertrude 
Stein to President Truman. He knew the most talented artists, writers 
and musicians of his day, including Coco Chanel, Jean Cocteau and 
Cole Porter. Still, after three heady decades, Horst found himself in a 
career lull. Then, in 1962, American Vogue editor Diana Vreeland sent 
him on a different kind of assignment.

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VINTAGE GARDEN BOOKS ARE FILLED WITH 
ADVICE JUST RIGHT FOR TODAY

On bleak winter days 
when there’s almost 
nothing to do outdoors, I 
enjoy gardening vicari- 
ously—by leafing 
through the latest books 
on my favorite topic. 
Lately I find myself 
turning back to the 
past—to garden books 
that were once popular 
decades or even genera- 
tions ago. 

Timothy Mawson of 
New Preston, Conn., 
has been a bookseller for 
15 years. In the past, he says, garden books 
were bought as much for their decorative 
beauty as for the facts they contained. Brit- 
ish-born, Mawson has been sensitive to the 
longtime popularity of antique English titles, 
but lately he finds more and more customers 
requesting old American books—not just for 
ornamental purposes but “for good, hard 
information,” he says. 

Keith Crotz of The American Botanist 
Booksellers in Chillicothe, Il., has made the 
same observation and is delighted: “The 
books that sell today are American. They 
contain tried-and-true methods for our gar- 
dens.” Even antique books have much to 
offer. Crotz recently reprinted the 664-page 
Field and Garden Vegetables of America by 
Fearing Burr. He was amused to note that 
nearly half of the “new and unique” vari- 
eties introduced at the International New 
Crop Symposium not long ago could be 
found in Burr's 1865 manual. The new edi- 
tion is printed on acid-free paper to preserve 
the Isaac Sprague illustrations. “Since books 
from the eighteen hundreds predate artificial 
products and pesticide use,” says Crotz, 
“they present a view compatible with to- 
day’s ideas of organic gardening.” Vintage 
books are also of interest to contemporary 
gardeners who collect and save “heritage 
varieties” —flowers and vegetables grown 
before the era of intensive hybridizing. 

I like old garden books, but am particular- 





, ly fond of those published in America in the

1930s, 1940s and 1950s. Garden writers 
were a popular fraternity then, and each had 
many followers. Maybe that’s why their 





books had so much per- 
sonality. Today, de- 
mands to satisfy large 
segments of the market- 
place make it impossible 
to publish an entire book 
on, for example, aspara- 
gus, climbing roses, or 
vines as ground covers, 
but books like these 
were once published. 
Next time you go to a 
yard sale, tag sale or flea 
market, check out the 
garden books on your 
way to the linens, laces 
and old furniture. Keith 
Crotz advises looking for books published 
by the Orange Judd Company and A.T.D. 
De Lamare—plus those credited to editors 
Mrs. Frances King or Helen Van Pelt Wil- 
son. These books cover—thoroughly—very 
specific garden topics. 

You can also obtain old garden books 
from mail-order sellers. Elisabeth Wood- 
burn of Booknoll Farm in Hopewell, N.J., is 
the grande dame of the old garden-book 
world. She offers whole catalogs of books 
on such special topics as herbs, landscape 
design, trees and shrubs. One of her particu- 
larly apt catalogs is called “U.S. Gardens 
and Their Flowers.” 

January may be a slow time in the garden, 
but it’s a good time to begin collecting. On 
my shelves I have books containing timeless 
tips for the January gardener, a few of which 
I am happy to share: 
® Collect and store fireplace ashes to use 
outdoors as fertilizer—and also to foil slugs. 
@ Feed camellias and azaleas, if in bloom, 
with an acidic, high-phosphorus fertilizer 
such as Miracid. 
® Christmas-gift plants and cut flowers will 
last longer if they are moved to a cool 
place—in the back hall or near a window— 
for a few hours each day. 

@ Don’t go overboard when the catalogs ar- 
rive. Before ordering, plan for the available 
space and plant requirements. 

@ As the days begin to lengthen, you’ll find 
surprises In your window garden. Watch for 
buds on abutilons (flowering maples), hibis- 
cus, shrimp plant, chenille plant, even the 
cattleya and phalaenopsis orchids.

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n 1844, when prosperous Rhinebeck, 
N.Y., banker Henry Delamater decided 
to build a house, he enlisted architect 
Alexander Jackson Davis. It was a natu- 


ral choice. Davis, after all, was one of 


the most-sought-after architects of the 
day, a master of charming—and widely cop- 
ied—country houses in the Gothic Revival, Ital- 
ianate and bracketed styles. 

Today, the Delamater house, which is listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places, 
boasts the handsome millwork, high ceilings 
and airy rooms we want in our own homes. 
Since 1981, the house has been part of the 
Beekman Arms inn, which rescued it from dis- 
repair and has lovingly restored it according to 





strict landmark regulations. So for a night or 
two, you can experience the rooms that set the 
standard for a great many American homes. 

Recently, a few of the guest rooms were 
freshened by New York designer Carolyn Gut- 
tilla. Rather than re-create period-perfect set- 
tings, Guttilla pulled together a cozy, comfort- 
able yet worldly look that is nonetheless at 
home in a landmark. In the living room, for 
example, she assembled Swedish country 
chairs, a 1600s Portuguese secretary with peel- 
ing paint, English sisal, and a chintz based on 
an Irish document print. “Americans like the 
mood of the past but are rarely purists,” ex- 
plains Guttilla. “So we digested the history of 
this house—then made it our own.”

# Bedroom and sitting room—layers 
of pretty pattern and 
the luxury of a reading alcove 





Ithough the living room’s coziness 

comes from color,” observes design- 

er Carolyn Guttilla, “the bedroom’s 

comes from lots of pattern.” In the 

bay-window alcove alone, for exam- 

ple, there’s a trellis wallpaper border 
for a valance, another trellis pattern on the wall, and a 
delicate ivy print for curtains and settee. A soft green, 
rose and cream palette ties the pattern together. 

Most of the fabric and wallpaper are from Brunsch- 
wig & Fils’s Cottage Orné Collection, pulled together 
by Dublin fashion designer Sybil Connolly. The collec- 
tion, which debuted last fall, was specially designed for 
an 1817 thatched cottage in County Tipperary, credited 
to John Nash and now being restored. In fact, Guttilla’s 
choice of fabrics for this American home couldn’t have 
been more apt. The architect Alexander Jackson Davis 
himself had been inspired by the same rural cottages

ARCHITECTS OF | 
ROMANCE 


In the mid-1800s, A.J. Davis and A.J. Downing designed 
houses of unabashed sentiment and gardens of 
woodland charm—preserved for us in their 

popular pattern books 


t was the mid-1800s, and American 

Romanticism reigned. While Hud- 

son River painters worshiped the 
wilderness, Henry David Thoreau 
preached a return to nature and Walt 
Whitman exalted the common man, two 
architects, Andrew Jackson Downing 
and Alexander Jackson Davis, had a vi- 
sion for the American home. Borrowing 
from European architecture—Gothic, 
Italianate and Swiss—they forged a pure- 
ly American style, incorporating bay 
windows, ornamental trim, wide veran- 
das, and rooms open to the outdoors. 
Popularized through pattern books full of 
drawings, floor plans and friendly ad- 
vice, the pair’s appealing designs gave 
the American middle class a model for 
home, not just a house. 

Downing, who actually built very few 
houses, came to architecture by way of 
landscape design. A Newburgh, N.Y., 
nurseryman, he landscaped local estates 
in the naturalistic English style. In 1838, 
Downing built himself a much-admired 
Gothic villa tucked into a woodsy set- 
ting—and soon was designing houses as 
well as grounds. By 1842, he began to 
hone his ideas in his first book on archi- 
tecture, Cottage Residences. 

A visionary but hardly a draftsman, 
Downing relied on other architects to 
supply drawings and designs, particular-

ly Alexander Davis, who shared 
Downing’s passion for Gothic Re- 
vival. The gables, board-and-batten 
siding and carved trim of the Gothic 
Revival best expressed Downing’s 
and Davis’s ideas of the “pictur- 
esque.” Such a well-proportioned 
house, they believed, assured a 
good, moral life: “When smiling 
lawns and tasteful cottages begin to 
embellish a country, we know that 
order and culture are established.” 
The pair’s philosophy was in full 
flower in Downing’s best-selling 
and highly readable The Architec- 
ture of Country House, published in 
1850. From the first chapter, “On ‘ 
the Real Meaning of Architecture,” yc 
to the last, “Warming and Ventilat- i

ing,” the handbook delivers philos- 
ophy and practical advice, along 
with patterns for 13 cottages, 14 
villas and 7 farmhouses. 

Just two years after the publica- 
tion of that book, Downing died in a 1 Yy 
tragic drowning accident at age 36. 4 
But Davis, who went on to build 
such landmark houses as the castle- 
like Lyndhurst, in Tarrytown, 
N.Y., lived to be 89. Davis’s and 
Downing’s innovative ideas—the 
need for a house to relate to its 
site, the virtue of natural land- 
scaping, and the emotional 
side of architecture—have / 
now been built into the

inda and Lewis Lloyd had 

just consulted designer 

William Hodgins about 

decorating their town 
house on Boston’s Beacon Hill, 
when they were smitten by this 
Gothic “cottage” outside the city 
and decided to move. Built in 
1826, the house is often credited 
to renowned architect and land- 
scape designer A.J. Downing— 
and many people before the 
Lloyds have lost their hearts to it. 
In 1911, the editor of Country Life 
in America wrote that the house 
“is the best place of its size I know 
of in America.” In 1927, The 
House Beautiful (which published 
the black-and-white photo, oppo- 
site) set the record straight: “Tra- 
dition ascribes the architecture of 
the house to Andrew Jackson 
Downing. There is little to prove 
this, except the fact of his being 
known as an admirer of the Goth- 































ic.” (For more about A.J. Down- 
ing, see Architects of Romance, 
this issue.) The 1920s HB writer 
was enamored of the windows, 
which “give to the old part of the 
house its arch, quaint charm.” 

Today, the Boston-based Wil- 
liam Hodgins agrees: “Long be- 
fore the Lloyds bought the house, 
I used to drive by and think ‘What 
wonderful windows!’ ” And even 
before the Lloyds learned how 
much Hodgins admired the house, 
they knew he was the right design- 
er. “We didn’t want a museumlike 
restoration,” says Linda Lloyd, 
“but we do feel like stewards of a 
piece of history. We knew Bill’s 
interior would be timeless and 
classic—like the house.” As stew- 
ards of the landscape, also as- 
cribed to Downing, the Lloyds re- 
moved 20th-century foundation 
planting and restored the park 
style of the setting. >

alled a “cottage” 
for years, this 
house looks like 
one on the outside, 
with its steep roof and dor- 
mer windows, but there’s 
nothing cottagelike about 
the living and dining 
rooms. William Hodgins 
calls them “grandly ele- 
gant.”’ He decorated to 
match, with special empha- 
sis for the windows. “These 
windows are lacy,” he ex- 
plains, “a special treasure.” 
Hodgins created silk taffeta 
curtains as romantic as 
19th-century ball gowns, 
but the poufs, billows and 
ruffles never obscure the 
pointed arches or Gothic 
tracery. “The color is reces- 
sive,” says the designer, 
“so they never compete 
with the windows.” 
However grand the archi- 
tecture, the “peculiar” floor 
plan (as Hodgins describes 
it) makes the rooms seem 
intimate. Originally two 
rooms, the living room is 
now long and narrow—15 
by 30 feet—with a fireplace 


that is “way off-center.” 
Hodgins turned this disad- 
vantage into an asset by cre- 
ating a cozy seating area 
around the fireplace. “It 
seemed to make the fire- 
place end warmer and 
friendlier to put the sofa 
across the corner,” says 
Hodgins, who filled the 
space behind with an 18th- 
century French screen. 

Hodgins chose delicately 
scaled furniture for the nar- 
row room—all curvy, ro- 
mantic shapes to fit the 
mood. ‘‘Having moved 
from a smaller house, we 
were at a time in our lives 
when we wanted to start 
from scratch in the living 
room, and it gave Bill more 
freedom,” says Lloyd. 

All colors in the living 
room came from the ribbon 
chintz, the only chintz in 
the room. “I usually use 
pattern sparingly,” says 
Hodgins, whose use of tex- 
tures, however, is 
silky fringe on the sofa, 
slubbed silk on the ottoman, 
antique paint finishes. D>

n this house, you have a feeling of 


history and of wanting to preserve it,” 
says designer William Hodgins. “We 


made changes only for the sense of 


light.” Minimal structural changes in living 
and dining rooms enlarged the doorways, so 
that now, not only do the new French doors 
let light into the rooms beyond, but their 
scale matches the elegance of the rooms. 
“The original doors were quite ordinary,” 
says owner Linda Lloyd, “and not worthy of 
the rooms they led into.” 

Hodgins’s admirable sense of restraint is 
most visible in the hall. Not for this classic 
designer the flamboyant trompe l'oeil so 
prevalent today. He marbleized the walls 
with such subtlety that it’s barely notice- 
able—“just a whisper,” he says, and, of 
course, a mood. The floor has the elegance 
of marble but, because it’s paint on wood, 1 
light and airy. “Real marble would have 
been too hard,” asserts the designer. Sparely 
furnished, the hall creates a dramatic con- 
trast to the sumptuous coziness of the living 
room on one side and the rich textures and 
romantic colors in the dining rcom. Here, 
lacy window valances echo the William 
Morris wallpaper, and painted wood pieces 
create creamy patterns. The only surprise of 
color is the red braid on the dining chairs.

TERRACE BELOW 
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here is a Friends meetinghouse, 

built in 1787 in Vermont, that could 

be the great-grandaddy of this new 
residence by Hugh Newell Jacobsen on 
Long Island’s north shore. Looking from 
one to the other is like gazing at a family 
portrait and enjoying how familiar traits are 
passed from one generation to the next. 

An ardent student of 18th-century vernac- 
ular architecture, Jacobsen may not have 
consciously invoked the imagery of that 
meetinghouse, but Colonial elements are 
built into the vocabulary of this house. The 
residence stands on its site like a string of 
miniature rowhouses set along a_ village 
green. Architect Jacobsen took inspiration 
from the gentle clustering of a typical New 
England townscape. The nearly three-acre 
site with its lovely old trees and view of 
Long Island Sound offered the perfect depar-

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ture for a dramatic and original design. 

A well-traveled couple with grown sons, 
the clients had followed trends in contempo- 
rary architecture for years. While they found 
much of it interesting, Jacobsen’s houses 
were the only ones they consistently wanted 
to live in. Walking in off the street to the 
architect’s Washington, D.C., office, the 
client approached Jacobsen to design the 
house. Jacobsen, who spends a great deal of 
time in airplanes traveling to and from his 
projects abroad, does much of his thinking 
aloft. The completed house differs only 
slightly from an early sketch rendered on a 
TWA napkin. 

The clients both enjoy entertaining and 
hosting recitals at home. Community in- 
volvement is also important to them, and 
they wanted an environment to share in 
holding benefits for worthwhile causes. B

They came to Hugh Jacobsen with a clear 
idea of what the house should provide. 


he biggest design challenge became 

one of size. Can a house with a 

complex program still be kept from 
overwhelming the landscape? “Every drive- 
way should hold a promise,” Jacobsen ex- 
plains. “It is the visual equivalent of a drum 
roll.” From the approach side, down a road 
lined with old trees creating a tunnel of 
dappled light, the site opens onto a sloping 
meadow. The 500-foot driveway cuts aus- 
terely through the meadow, left naturally 
low and full of wildflowers, to a paved 
forecourt where five linked pavilions line up 
in regimental formation, the sixth standing 
at attention in front of the entry pavilion. 
The symmetry is both playful and disci- 
plined. The mood of the house shifts from 
front to back as the austere and mannered 
face to the road gives way to an openly 
modern profile on the waterside. 

The uniformity of the design presents a 
mystery of what each “little house” holds. 
The surprise occurs when you enter the 
door. Inside, one discovers that the impos- 
ing central pavilion holds only the entry hall 
and a staircase. A glass-walled bridge sepa- 
rates this sixth slightly detached pavilion 
from the main portion of the house. 

Each of the little houses is devoted to one 
primary function. Thus, the largest pavilion,

which is behind the center hall, is the living 
room and a music area. The two rooms can 
be combined for large parties or used sepa- 
rately for more intimate activities. In the 
living room the orientation changes dramati- 
cally, with a large corner window of butted 
glass that directs the view out to the water. 
“It’s a conscious effort to keep the vista 
uninterrupted,” said Charles P. Parker, the 
project architect. 

From this central core, the house expands 
out on either side into public and private 
wings. The kitchen and dining room are 
housed in the separate pavilions on one side, 
and the master-bedroom suite occupies the 
balanced pavilion in the opposite wing. Two 
guest bedrooms and a study are on the upper 
level. The study is cleverly tucked into a 
corner of the upper portion of the double- 
height living room. A partial wall stops 
short of the roof peak, allowing the gable 
window to light the study. 

Airy light from the tall mullioned win- 
dows in the front, and the wide expanses of 
glass facing the water in the back lend lumi- 
nescent grace to the house’s inhabitants and 
to the activities that take place in it. “There 
is a palpable pleasure in living here,” says 
its owner. His wife agrees. “In the old kitch- 
en, which was on a different level from the 
living room, I felt lonely and isolated. But 
here it’s as cozy eating steamers in the kitch- 
en as it is grandly formal for seated dinners 
while guests gaze out at the water from the 
dining room. Everything seems easier 
here.”

ountry charm doesn’t 
need antiques, as this 
one-bedroom house in 
Connecticut amply 
proves. Home to House 
Beautiful contributor 
Sally Clark, the cottage 
gains its charm from 
new (yes, new) unfinished furniture, a cre- 
ative paintbrush and playful collectibles. 

When Clark moved into the former ga- 
rage, It was “raw space”—insulated and 
sheetrocked. She didn’t want to invest a lot 
of money, so the furniture had to install 
storage and style in the tiny house. 

The solution? Unfinished Mastercraft 
pieces, chosen for affordability, appealing 
lines and decorative freedom. Here, soft 
colors and decorative paint techniques per- 
sonalize the store-bought pieces with coun- 
try flair. “The thing I love about painted 
finishes is that they make the plain pine 
furniture appear handcrafted,” says Clark. 

Built as a garage 40 years ago, the space 
lacked character—no moldings, no fire- 
place, no mantel. The playful stencil 
around the ceiling and wooden valances 
above the windows changed all that. The 
whimsical valances give height and style to 
the low “garagelike” windows. But there’s 
no cookie cutter at work here. Carved in 
different shapes and painted a “salmon- 
with-cream-cheese color,” the valances, 
along with the stenciling, give the sense of 
living with folk art. Two trellises, fresh 
from the garden, act as sculpture. >

he power of paint is most evident 
in the kitchen and bedroom. Clark 
asked designer Beverly Ellsley to 
create a movable dresser. The top 
was tiled, then artist Francis 
Greenwood Dearden sponge- 
painted it and the cabinet blue and cream. 

In the bedroom, Dearden created “a magic 
garden” of painted ribbons, dragonflies and trail- 
ing vines. Teamed with a mail-order metal bed, 
the painted finishes transform the bedroom. 

While professionals did much of the work 
here, decorative artistry isn’t for experts only. 
Many paint techniques are easy to do yourself, 
or, enlist a local art student or amateur painter.

he living room on pages 68 

and 69 posed a special prob- 

lem for designer Beverly 

Ellsley—how to decorate two 

windows of different heights 

and widths without compro- 
mising the unique style of the house. Her 
solution was simple. She created two differ- 
ent wooden valances. To compensate for the 
shortness of one window, a semicircle va- 
lance was made extra tall to add height. For 
the wide window, Ellsley installed a pedi- 
ment valance of her own design. Both va- 
lances are easy enough for anyone to make. 
Materials and tools: 3/4-inch birch ply- 
wood; 2 side brackets, made of 6-by-7-by- 
3/4-inch blocks of wood, for each valance; 2 
corner blocks (small cubes of scrap wood) 
per valance; nails (1/2 inch longer than the 
depth of corner blocks) and kraft paper. 
You'll also need a hammer and a jigsaw. 
Semicircle valance (right): To make the 
pattern, measure your window, including 
trim. Add 1-1/2 inches to your width mea- 
surement to accommodate side brackets. 
This measurement will be the diameter. On 
kraft paper, sketch the diameter and mark 
the center point. Using a yardstick, mark 
points exactly half the diameter from the 
center mark. Connect these marks with a 
curved line. Cut out pattern, then place it on 
a piece of plywood whose width equals the 
diameter of the semicircle. Cut out valance 
with a jigsaw according to this pattern. 

To attach valance to side bracket, place a 
corner block at one corner of a side bracket 
with the edges flush. Nail through corner 
block to attach side bracket. Do the same 
with remaining corner block and bracket. 
Place a side bracket with the edges flush 


against the corner of the valance. Nail

through corner block to attach valance. Do 
the same at the other corner of the valance 
with the remaining side bracket. The entire 
piece is now ready to finish and attach to the 
window trim. 
Pediment valance (far right): To create this 
pattern or design your own, measure the 
width of the window, including the trim. 
Add 1-1/2 inches to this measurement; it 
will be the width of your pattern. Mark it on 
kraft paper. To draw the pediment or your 
own design, fold the paper exactly in half. 
Draw half the design. Cut out both halves 





and open your pattern up. It’s now ready to 
be cut out of plywood that is at least as wide 
as your pattern. Assemble, following the 
directions for the semicircle valance. 

Finishing: Ellsley suggests painting the as- 
sembled valance with gesso paint, which is 
available at craft stores, then ending with a 
finish color or a paint wash. Either valance 
can also be upholstered or covered in fabric. 
Mounting: Attach the entire finished va- 
lance by nailing diagonally, (toenailing) from 
the outside of the side brackets into the 
window trim. —KELLY O'CONNOR

or Dominique Yvernault, entertaining has to be easy. Her husband, 
Gérard—executive vice-president of a New York-based wine- 
importing company—brings food-savvy guests home for dinner twice 
a month. “I always plan the menu around whatever wines Gerard 
wants to show off,” says Yvernault. Since she works, too (her 16-year- 
old interior decorating business keeps her extremely busy), fussy, time-consuming 
food is out of the question. “I do all the cooking myself, so I begin to organize 
several days in advance. I plan the menu, then think about the table setting,” she 
says. The menu here is one of the Yvernaults’ favorites. The scallops and chicken 
both have a sauce made right in the skillet. “You can make the sauces in the time 
it takes to combine the ingredients,” says Yvernault. She suggests having all the 
components chopped, measured and ready. “I also like to serve asparagus with this 
menu instead of green beans.” For either, blanch until tender, then sauté in butter 
before serving. Despite their French heritage, the Yvernaults love Italian food. “1 
sometimes serve risotto instead of pasta as a side dish.’ —SARAH BELK

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a new year! A new decade! What will we be 
sipping as the century marches toward the millenium? Less, 
according to some prognosticators, but very probably better 
That doesn’t necessarily mean we'll be spending more. Rather, 
we'll demand more value for the money. 

Varietal wines and imported spirits—such as vodka and 
premium scotch—are the strongest segments of the market. 
Vodka, for instance, currently the reigning king of spirits, 
accounts for more than 20 percent of distilled-spirit sales in 
the United States, and imported vodka is expected to increase 
during the 90s. Its popularity is due in part to America’s 
partiality to lighter-tasting, more neutral spirits. Though the 
American-made Smirnoff is the leading premium vodka sold in 
the United States, the fastest-growing vodkas are imports 
Swedish Absolut, Russian Stolichnaya and Finnish Finlandia are 
the big three, but new vodkas like Icy and Elduris (from 
Iceland), Denaka (Denmark) and vodkalike spirits such as 
Yarkhuna (Russia) are coming on strong. The newest premium 
vodka—Tanqueray Sterling—is from the British Isles. 

Flavored vodkas are also doing well, like Stoli’s peppery 
Pertsovka and Absolut Peppar, either of which can ignite what 
has become known as the “ultimate Bloody Mary.” Citrus- 
flavored vodkas have proven popular, on the rocks and in 
cocktails. For a truly exotic taste, try Stoli’s Okhotnichya, 
flavored with herblike mountain grass and wild honey 


SEEING RED 


The surprising trend in wine is the move back to red. After 
two decades of light and white, red wine is enjoying a popular 
surge that is likely to increase this year and throughout the 
decade. It’s a comeback of sorts—prior to 1960, red was the 
preference for American wine drinkers, but white wine soared 
in popularity during the 60s, 70s and 80s. White wine still 
outsells red by a considerable margin, but it has narrowed 
Restaurants report increased sales of red wines, especially by 
the bottle, but also by the glass. 

Some wine drinkers have grown bored with ubiquitous 
white wines, the sameness of bland flavors. They have found 
that light reds, like French Beaujolais and California Gamay 
Beaujolais, provide a delightful change of pace and flavor 
Many light reds take well to chilling, which makes them 
refreshing to sip on their own. They also go well with a wide 
variety of foods, from hamburgers and pizza to chicken, duck, 
heartier pasta and even fish. 


We hear a lot about red wine with fish these days—and once 


you've tried the likes of salmon or grilled tuna with a light, 
fruity red, like a Moulin 4 Vent or a silky Pinot Noir, you may 
agree that it’s a better match than any white wine.

GOOD SPIRITS

WHAT'S HOT FOR THE 90s: 
BRACING NEW VODKAS 
AND RICH RED WINES 
FOR WINTER SIPPING 


It isn’t just light reds that are popular, however. More 
stalwart reds, like Cabernet Sauvignon, Merlot, Chianti Riserva 
and Zinfandel, are attracting new fans. Red Zinfandel, which 
fell victim to the 80s’ fad of white Zinfandel (noted by its 
blushing pink color), has suddenly rekindled consumer 
interest. Nowadays, the best Zinfandel grapes are made into 
red, not pink, wine. These rich, berry-flavored reds are 
wonderful with lamb, duck, grilled meats or pepper steak 
(below right). Some tasty names to look for include Ridge 
Vineyards (Geyserville ), Quivira, Storybook Mountain 
Vineyards, Burgess Cellars and Williams Selyem Winery. 


FEISTY VARIETALS 


A scarcity of grapes in recent vintages has boosted prices for 
the category known as the “fighting varietais’ —Chardonnays 
and Cabernets (as well as some Merlots) that sell for under 
$10. Some of these wines made their mark at the $5 and $6 
levels, but now claim $7.50 to $9 or $10 a bottle. The higher 
prices will probably hold for much of the 1990s but may 
eventually soften as they face stiffer competition from imported 
varietals. Look for Chardonnays and Cabernets from France, 
Italy, Spain and Chile, which will all give American varietals a 
good run for their money. Chardonnay is likely to continue as 
the number one wine, but quality could become highly 
variable as more producers try to cash in on its popularity.

ASPARAGUS SOUP WITH WILD 
MUSHROOMS 


Susan Costner serves this light soup at the start of 
asparagus season, when the spears are very 
tender and small. In a menu of many courses, this 
is one of the best soups for waking up the appetite.

OIn a 4- to S-quart heavy saucepan combine 
beans with garlic cloves, tomatoes, tomato paste, 
orange rind, carrots, onion stuck with cloves, herb 
bouquet and salt. Cover mixture with tepid water 
and slowly bring to a boil. Reduce heat to low, 
cover and simmer 1-1/2 hours, or until just tender. 
(Uncover last 1/2 hour of cooking.) Remove and 
discard orange rind, carrots, onion stuck with 
cloves and herb bouquet. 
() Prepare lamb: While beans are cooking, roast 
lamb. Bring lamb to room temperature before 
cooking and trim off excess fat and tough outer 
skin, leaving only a thin layer of fat. Make several 
incisions near leg bone and insert garlic slivers. 
Rub meat well with salt and pepper, then coat 
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with olive oil. 

© Place lamb on rack in a large roasting pan, fat- 
side up. Roast 25 minutes in a preheated 450°F 
oven, then reduce heat to 350°F and continue 
cooking 30 to 45 minutes for medium-rare lamb, 
or until meat thermometer registers 135°F to 
140°F (about 10 minutes per pound). 

(Remove lamb from oven and let rest 10 to 15 
minutes before slicing. Deglaze pan juices with | 
cup veal stock and 1/2 cup water (or veal stock 
plus 1/4 cup water, 1/4 cup red wine). Season to 
taste with salt and freshly ground pepper. Serve 
with thin slices lamb. Serves 8 to 10. | 


FRIED PARSLEY 


Fried parsley is also good with fish. 
1-1/2 pounds curly parsley or Italian parsley, 
rinsed and well trimmed 
2 large shallots, peeled and finely chopped 
3 tablespoons unsalted butter 
Salt, freshly ground pepper, to taste 


© Bring a large pot of salted water to a boil and 
add parsley. When water returns to a boil, blanch 
3 to 4 minutes. Drain and pat dry. This may be 
done up to | day in advance. Wrap well in paper 
towels and refrigerate until ready to use. 

OiIn a large skillet over medium heat, combine 
shallots and butter. As soon as butter froths, add 
parsley and stir with a fork to separate. Cook 2 to 
3 minutes, or until parsley is just heated through. 
Season with salt and pepper. Serves 8 to 10. 


WEST COAST WINTER 
COMPOTE 


Serve with dessert wine, espresso and Black-eyed 
Susans (recipe follows). 


1-1/2 pounds mixed dried pears, prunes, apricots, 
cherries or raisins 
2 cups botrytized wine (such as Beringer

1/2 teaspoon ground ginger

6 ounces (1-1/2 sticks) unsalted butter, chilled 
1/2. teaspoon vanilla extract 
Pinch salt 
1-1/2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
4 ounces semisweet chocolate, 
coarsely chopped 
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1) Make cookies: In a food processor or blender, 
grind chopped nuts with | tablespoon sugar to a 
fine powder. Set aside 

In a bowl, cream butter, vanilla, remaining sug- 
ar, salt, flour and nuts. 

4 Pat dough into a flat cake, wrap and chill 30 
minutes. 

Using a floured pastry cloth and a rolling pin 
and working with half of dough at a time, form it 
into a ball and flour it lightly. Flatten it slightly 
between your hands. Roll it carefully, flouring 
top, bottom, and rolling pin as necessary, until 
dough is 1/4 inch thick. 

() Cut into rounds using |-1/2-inch cookie cutter 
(preferably scalloped). Place 1/2-inch apart on 
foil-lined baking sheets. Then, with a plain round 
cutter that measures 3/4 inch in diameter, cut 
holes out of middle of half of the cookies. (Save 
cutout holes and leftovers and roll them out again 
to make more cookies.) Bake 10 to 12 minutes, or 
until cookies are sandy colored. Do not under- 
bake. Cool on racks. 

0 Make filling: Place chocolate in top of a double 
boiler over hot water. Cover until partially melt- 
ed, then uncover and stir until completely melted. 
Transfer to a small shallow cup for easy handling. 
(1 Turn cookies that do not have holes in them 
upside down. With the tip of a small spoon, place 
about | teaspoon melted chocolate in a mound in 
center of each cookie. Do not spread it out. Then 
place one of cookies that has a hole in it over 
chocolate, with two undersides together. Press 
together lightly. Chocolate should not extend out 
to edges. Repeat, sandwiching all cookies. Pack 
in a box with wax paper between layers. Store in 
the refrigerator or freezer. If cookies are going to 
stand overnight or longer, they should be wrapped 
airtight. Makes 2 dozen sandwich cookies.

You can't get 
addicted to cocaine. 





Cocaine was once thought 
to be non-addictive, because 
users don't have the severe 
physical withdrawal symptoms 
of heroin—delirium, muscle- 
cramps, and convulsions. 

However, cocaine is intensely 
addicting psychologically, 

In animal studies, monkeys 
with unlimited access to 
cocaine self-administer until 
they die. One monkey pressed 
a bar 12,800 times to obtain a 
single dose of cocaine. Rhesus 
monkeys wont smoke tobacco or 
marijuana, but 100% will smoke 
cocaine, preferring it to sex and 
to food—even when starving. 

Like monkey, like man. 

If you take cocaine, you run 
a 10% chance of addiction. The

risk is higher the younger you 
are, and may be as high as 50% 
for those who smoke cocaine. 
(Some crack users say they felt 
addicted from the first time 
they smoked. ) 

When you're addicted, all 
you think about is getting and 
using cocaine. Family, frends, 
job, home, possessions, and 
health become unimportant. 

Because cocaine is expen- 
sive, you end up doing what all 
addicts do. You steal, cheat, lie, 
deal, sell anything and every- 
thing, including yourself. All the 
while you risk imprisonment. 
Because, never forget, cocaine 
is illegal. 

Theres no way to tell who'll 
become addicted. But one 
thing is certain. 

No one who is an addict, set 
out to become one. 





C’mon, just once 
can't hurt you. 


Cocaine hits your heart be- 
fore it hits your head. Your pulse 
rate rockets and your blood 
pressure soars. Even if you're 
only 15, you become a prime 
candidate for a heart attack, a 
stroke, or an epileptic-type fit.

Cocaine'’s powers as a sexual 
stimulant have never been 
proved or disproved. However, 
the evidence seems to suggest 
that the drug’s reputation alone 
serves to heighten sexual feel- 
ings. (The same thing happens 
in Africa, where natives swear by 
powdered rhinoceros horn as 
an aphrodisiac. ) 

What Is certain is that con- 
tinued use of cocaine leads 
to impotence and finally 
complete loss of interest in sex.

Cocaine makes you feel like 
a new man, the joke goes. The 
only trouble is, the first thing 
the new man wants is more 
cocaine. 

It's true. After the high 
wears off, you may feel a little 
anxious, irritable, or depressed. 
You've got the coke blues. But 
fortunately, they're easy to fix, 
with a few more lines or 
another hit on the pipe. 

Of course, sooner or later 
you have to stop. Then—for 
days at a time—you may feel 
lethargic, depressed, even 
suicidal. 

Says Dr. Arnold Washton,

My 8-inch-high bronze grouping shows a stag, doe and fawn 
with a tree. It is marked “Barye” in the front. Should it be 
polished? What is it worth? —P.G., Old Bridge, N.J. 





Antoine Louis Barye was 
one of the most famous of 
the French sculptors who 
are part of the 19th-centu- 
ry group known as “Les 
Animaliers.” They spe- 
cialized in small but real- 
istic figures of animals. 
Barye started working in 
bronze in 1831 and made 
hundreds of figures. He 
was a good artist but a 
poor businessman. In 
1838 he started his own 
foundry to cast bronze an- 
imals but was bankrupt by 
1848. His models and casts were given to a creditor who made some 
inferior editions from 1848 to 1857. Barye made many more bronzes 
before he died in 1875. His works have been copied and recast many 
times since. If your figure is original, it is worth about $1,500. 





_] This clock is so heavy that it must be made of iron. It is black 
with gold rubbed into the lines that form the decoration. It is 22 
inches long and 11-1/2 inches high and is marked “Ansonia Clock 
Co., Ansonia, Conn.” It keeps perfect time. Can you tell me how 
much it is worth? W.R.R., Rosman, N.C. 


Ansonia is an important name in 
American clocks. The company 
was started in Ansonia, Conn., 
in 1851 by Anson G. Phelps. It 
was a subsidiary of the Ansonia 
Brass Company. The company 
needed new places to sell its 
brass. The clock firm was so 
successful that it became an independent company about 1859, and 
ultimately moved to New York in 1879. Your clock is in a style that 
was popular from about 1875 to 1920. Bronze and black model 
clocks were made in Europe and were usually placed in the center of 
the fireplace mantel. Some such clocks were built with feet or other 
decoration that allowed them to stand on a shelf or mantelpiece. Less 
expensive copies were made by American makers from black enamel- 
painted iron. Many of the clocks had chimes, alarms or bells. The 
Connecticut name on the label indicates that it was made before the 
move to New York. The company stopped making clocks about 
1930, and all of the equipment was sold to a Russian firm. Black 
mantel clocks are again popular; yours could be worth about $300. 











Lj} Could the light-colored wooden drawers be original parts of 
my desk? The main part is mahogany, but the top two drawers 
and the front of the slides are maple, as is the interior. How old is 
this and what would it be worth? —Mrs. H.N.S., Berwick, La. 


Your desk is in the Federal style 
that was popular in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania about 1810. Sup- 
plies of special veneers and inlay 
were not always available in ru- 
ral areas, so furniture makers 
substituted local woods. Light- 
colored maple, especially pieces 
with the “curly” marking, was 
often used instead of the more 
expensive satinwood. The sim- 
ple legs and knobs on your desk 
suggest a country origin. It is also possible that the drawer fronts 
were replaced, but this seems unlikely if the interior is of a matching 
wood. Your desk is worth about $3,000 to $4,000. 


_] This platter is decorated with blue designs. The dish is rather 
gray and has some imperfections. I’m told it is very old and 
valuable. —R.B.N., Tonawanda, N.Y. 


Your platter is 
probably a piece of 
Chinese export por- 
celain. It is a dish 
that was made in 
China, to be sold in 
another country. 
The border of the 
platter is similar to 
the design on 
pieces of a known 
set of export porce- 
lain, made about 1785 for the carpenter on the ship The Empress of 
China. Your platter has a picture of a horse, which is very unusual. 
Other horses are shown on pieces in the carpenter’s set. A platter in 
mint condition of this quality is worth over $5,000. 


| My silver pitcher is decorated with flowers and vines. It is 
marked “Ball Black & Co.” —R.A.E., Phoenix, Ariz. 


Your pitcher is typical of the ornate silver 
that was popular in Victorian America. Nat- 
uralistic motifs were often used, and vines, 
leaves, trees and flowers appear on many 
pieces of plated and sterling silver. Serving 
pieces made for special foods—such as as- 
paragus servers or tomato-slice trowels— 
were popular. You have a water pitcher. It 
was practical because the silver kept the 
water cold. Ball, Tompkins & Black worked 
in New York until 1876. They were the 
predecessors to the still-existing store Black, 
, a Starr & Frost, Ltd. Your pitcher is worth 


es more than $2,000.

EDITOR 

hen I came to House Beautiful 

four years ago from Motor 

Boating and Sailing, a fellow 

Hearst publication, some of my 

friends and associates thought I was making 

a rather unusual switch—from the great out- 

doors to the great indoors. 

But I felt, and still do, that coming ashore 
wasn’t that drastic a change. With houses, 
as with boats, you are dealing with prized 
possessions, highly valued material objects 
that reflect the style, taste and even the 
personality of the people who own them or 
would like to own them. 

My job, basically, remains the same: to 
catch your eye, to grab your attention, to 


entice you to open up the magazine and not 


only go inside but explore it, to linger over 


and appreciate each article. 

In a sense, I think of myself as an advance 
man for the editors and writers, giving you a 
hint, a taste, an anticipation for what they 


are going to deliver. If you look at one of 


my design team’s layouts and say, “That’s 
interesting. I'd like to know more about 
that,” then I think I’ve done my job. 

The covers, of course, are my first con- 
cern, because they are the first thing that 
creates an impression. If you don’t like the 
cover, if it doesn’t command your attention, 
then all my department’s other work, and 
the work of the editors and writers, is going 
to be tarnished. My favorite cover since I’ve 
been at House Beautiful was a still life—a 
table setting with fruits and flowers that we 
used on the January 1989 issue. It was dark 
but it had rich, sensual colors, blues and 
burgundies, and to me it suggested a master- 
work, a Rembrandt, a fine work of art. It 
had class—and clout. It did its job and sold 
more than the usual number of copies. 

I suppose that fruits and flowers were 
quite a departure from my tastes, say, a 
decade ago, when I was the art director of a 
magazine called Sport, and | chose for the 
covers portraits of Muhammad Ali and Pete 
Rose and Tom Seaver and Joe Namath. 
There was no way to mistake them for fruits 
and flowers. 

But, curiously, my tastes have changed as 
my occupations, and preoccupations, have 
changed, and now, working at House Beau- 
tiful, I find myself stenciling floors in my 
own home. I have become conscious of the 
fact that rooms should have a sense of the 
seasons, so in the winter | might try to turn 
the focus on my fireplace, in the summer, on 
my deck. I use wall decorations and door 
decorations, Indian corn and gourds for fall, 
wreaths for winter, flowers for spring and 
summer. [ never did that before. 

I am, like so many of you, a collector, a 
hoarder of things that strike my fancy. | 


collect whirligigs, teapots and antique toys. 
My favorite collection is a series of wooden 
cows that a child could pull along the floor. | 
used to keep them in boxes, but after about a 
year at House Beautiful, making layouts that 
showed how effective collections are as dec- 
oration, | brought home_a Parsons table we 
had used as a photo prop and arranged my 
animals in a Noah’s ark formation. 

[I also collect and frame magazine covers 
dating back to the turn of the century: Photo- 
play, Collier's, Liberty. | collect straw hats, 
which I use to cover my walls, not my head 
I also collect souvenir plates that remind me 
of all the states I have visited, more than 30 
of them. 

Don’t get the wrong impression, though. | 
still follow football, and [I live and die with 
the New York Giants, but I follow fashion, 
too. I have learned the difference between 
Mark Hampton, who is a wonderful decora- 
tor, and Dan Hampton, who 1s a wonderful 
defensive end for the Chicago Bears, and | 
now know that they are related by their 
commitment to excellence. 

I hope I have some of that same commit- 
ment. I know that it exists among the talent- 
ed people who work with me on this maga- 
zine. The design of every page is important 
to us. We keep trying to strike a delicate 
balance. We want to impress—and attract— 
you, but without overshadowing, without 
being so strong and obvious that we obscure 
the beauty of the homes and the furnishings 
at the heart of House Beautiful. 

I want you to think of House Beautiful as 
a stylish and warm friend, a companion and 
a counselor. I know that we are presenting 
beauty. I want to see to it that we present 
beauty in a beautiful setting. @

own visual punch, taking the cactus off the 
range and bending it to unexpectedly sophis- 
ticated uses, like the pate de verre stem of a 
crystal wineglass. A rose on the same glass 
would be “typical,” a word and aesthetic 
situation that McConnico shuns. 
othing is typical about Hilton 
McConnico. Originally from 
Memphis, Tenn., he has spent half 
of his 46 years in Paris, pursuing a 
muitifaceted career in which he has designed 
men’s fashions for Yves St. Laurent, scarves 
for Hermes, sets for 22 films and a painting 
for a metro station. He has also directed 30 
TV commercials and won major awards in 
France for everything from the art direction 
of a film to the design of a lamp. 

Maintaining the tireless pace with which 
he sets new challenges for himself, McCon- 
nico has recently concentrated on interior 
design. In three collections for Daum Cristal 
France he has embellished plates, crystal 
glasses and bowls with an array of cactus 
shapes. Then he quite literally gilded the 
cactus by designing his own collection of 
metal furniture embellished with sumptuous 
gold-leaf cactus cutouts. 

ast fall, McConnico gathered up the 

furniture, along with some of his 

fabric and rug designs, and arrived 

in New York City to do a room ina 
showhouse benefitting the American Hospi- 
tal of Paris Foundation. Visitors who entered 
the space, which had walls painted the tur- 
quoise blue of a swimming pool, were star- 
tled, delighted and amused. In this attic ate- 
lier, McConnico united wildly disparate 
items, including 300 miniature live cacti pa- 
raded on narrow wooden shelves, and a gi- 
ant lobster that seemed to scuttle across the 
rug on the floor. 

“IT wanted to do a metropolitan lifestyle 
with things people usually identify with the 
country or the beach,” explained McCon- 
nico, adding, tongue firmly in cheek, “This 
is not Maine.” 

Drawing on his experience as a set de- 
signer, McConnico imagined the space to be 
a guest room. He brought his script to life 
with hospitable elements like a big country 
pine bed. To capture the restful feeling of

“walking into an aquatic atmosphere,” 
McConnico painted the room watery blue, 
then paved the floor in slick gray tile that 
glistened like water. 
he shine on the floor had an aquatic 
feeling, but the hard surface was not 
folky,” said the designer. In fact, it 
was the high-gloss tile that instantly 
set the room’s urbane character. So did the 
metal benches with gold cacti. To frame the 
view of city rooftops, McConnico hung silk 
panels of his own design emblazoned with 
lobsters and sea urchins. The result struck a 
provocative city-cum-country, surf-and-turf

tableau, the kind of unexpected juxtaposi- 
tion of images McConnico savors. “When 
you take things out of context, it helps peo- 
ple to look differently at them.” As this 
American designer from Paris keeps prov- 
ing, the elements of design are open to as 
many interpretations as we are able to in- 
vent. Or, as McConnico likes to say in his 
soft southern voice, “A cactus doesn’t stand 
just for Tex-Mex.”

Flower lovers, here’s the best of the 
newest—for you to order now 


By KEN DRUSE 
ome things old are new again. New 
plant introductions for the first grow- 
ing season of the new decade have 
taken an old-fashioned twist. Consid- 
er the newest roses, for example. 

Wayside Gardens steps into the limelight 
as the 90s begin with their new “old” roses. 
‘Mary Rose’ (above left) is reminiscent of a 
damask-type rose, but with more blossoms 
on a vigorous shrub. ‘Graham Thomas’ 
(above right) was named for Graham Stuart 
Thomas, the British artist and horticulturist 
who, more than anyone else, has spurred 
new interest in classic roses. The ‘Graham 
Thomas’ has apricot-colored buds that open 
into bright yellow blooms, their color rare in 
truly classic roses. This variety has proved 
very tolerant of hot American summers. 

My favorite new rose, ‘Heritage,’ with 
many rows of rounded petals, is easily mis- 
taken for an authentic antique. Its shell-pink 
blossoms form in profusion on robust plants 
that have few thorns. Best of all, ‘Heritage’ 
is wonderfully fragrant, its old-fashioned 
scent laden with a strong hint of citrus. 

More rose news comes from the All- 
America Rose Selections, Inc. This year’s 
award winner is coral-pink ‘Pleasure,’ a flo- 
ribunda rose with myriad hybrid tea-style 
blossoms on each stem. I also like Jackson 
& Perkins’s Rose of the Year, ‘White De- 
light.” Its creamy-white pointed petals are 
typical of hybrid teas, though blushed with 
pink. Meilland, grower of the popular ‘Bon- 
ica’ rose, is offering other carefree land- 
scape roses, including the soft-pink ‘Pearl.’ 

Roses are not the only flowers making 
news. A red zinnia was one All-America 
selection: ‘Scarlet Splendor Hybrid,’ an im- 
proved variety with large flowers on a com- 
pact plant. Order from Burpee. 


More appealing to me, however, is anoth- 
er AAS winner, the ‘Summer Pastels’ achil- 
lea in subtle peach, warm pink, cream and 
melon shades—a versatile mix for the peren- 
nial border. Achilleas are native wildings, 
which like many other American plants were 
ignored here at home but recognized abroad 
for their flower-garden potential. A similarly 
subtle achillea variety, the ‘Galaxy’ series 
hybridized in Germany, will be offered in 
plant form this year by Burpee. 

Among the annuals to grow from seed is a 
new variety of gomphrena. You may know 
gomphrena as the usually magenta-colored 
‘globe amaranth’ so popular in dried-flower 
arrangements. But under either name it is an 
easily grown plant that blooms for months, 
tolerates adversity (including some shade 
and drought) and keeps its color when dried. 
New colors are no longer headlight bright. 
Look for the dusty-lilac-colored gomphrena 
‘Lavender Lady,’ which produces a one- 
and-a-half-inch flower on a two-foot plant 
It joins the ‘Strawberry Fields’ gomphrena 
as a fabulous addition from Park Seed. 

Park is also bringing out the ‘Yellow 
Stuffer’ tomato, which looks like a deeply 
lobed yellow pepper, though its taste is pure 
tomato. The fruit’s thick “walls” make it 
perfect to fill with your favorite salad. 

More news about edibles comes from The 
Natural Gardening Company. Prestarted 
“Upstarts” gourmet seedlings, organically 
grown, are available now.

FAR MORE THAN 
PINK BEACHES AND 
RESORT HOTELS, 
BERMUDA HAS A 
HISTORY THAT IS 
PART OF OUR OWN

ashed by the warm waters of 
the Gulf Stream, Bermuda 
curves like a beckoning finger 
about 600 miles off the Caroli- 
na coast. Made up of many small islands and 
seven large ones, all so closely set they seem 
like one, this northernmost outpost of the 
Atlantic’s atolls sprouts from a submerged 
(now extinct) volcano. Islet-dotted bays and 
sounds interlace the gently hilly land, leav- 
ing no spot more than a mile from the water. 
Although Bermuda is 21 miles long, it has 
only 20 square miles of terra firma. 

In 1609, colonists bound for Jamestown 
were shipwrecked on Bermuda’s uninhabit- 
ed shores. Three years later, they returned to 
settle. Over the following centuries, Bermu- 
da’s isolation and its mild climate have pro- 
duced a culture and ecosystem that are nei- 
ther American nor British nor West Indian 
but an intriguing blend of all three. Many of 
the islands’ nearly 60,000 residents are pros- 
perous, well-educated, friendly and almost 
unnervingly polite. Even small cottages are 
freshly painted. The landscape is virtually 
litter-free. The heart-wrenching poverty so 
common in the Caribbean is absent. 

For generations, pink sand beaches, ver- 
dant golf courses, well-run resort hotels and 
duty-free bargains in china and crystal have 
drawn visitors to this oldest of Britain’s self- 
governing crown colonies. What makes Ber- 
muda unique, however, is not so much these 
obvious amenities as its distinctive traditions 
of architecture, furniture design and land- 
scaping, and the carefully documented and 
often startling perspective these offer on our 
own country’s early history. 

The best time to explore such subtle plea- 
sures is during late winter and early spring, 
when Bermuda blossoms into one huge gar- 
den. Rains interspersed with limpid sun-

light, a total lack of frost, and daytime tem- 
peratures that hover from the middle 60s in 
February to the low 70s in April combine 
with the horticultural zeal of Bermuda’s in- 
habitants to produce flourishing tropical 
blooms and oversize varieties of English 
flowers. Four-foot-tall snapdragons, nastur- 
tiums the size of petunias, and roses as big 
as bread-and-butter plates thrive chocka- 
block with hibiscus, oleander, fragrant 
ginger and birds-of-paradise. Graceful Nor- 
folk pines, flame-colored poincianas, pal- 
mettos, Grange trees and towering palms 
flank drives and shade doorways. 

In the grounds surrounding the grand 
houses of Bermuda’s mercantile, shipping 
and banking dynasties, this eclectic mix of 





flora is arranged in English estate style, pro- 
ducing a pleasing incongruity that is unique- 
ly Bermudian. But even the most modest 
houses boast gardens, and their tidy flower 
beds are usually visible from the road. 

The houses themselves rival the blooms. 
Grand and small alike, they are built from 
the limestone that makes up the islands. 
Blocks of Bermuda stone, as it is called, are 
covered with stucco, then painted either 
white or bright pastels—egg-yolk yellow, 
key-lime green, oleander pink and intense 
ocean blue. Details like shutters and the 
interiors of porches are often painted in 
equally strong contrast—turquoise set off by 
coral, salmon by azure.

Bermuda’s distinctive architecture—an 
engaging adaptation of 17th- and 18th-cen- 
tury English country house and cottage 
style—has remained relatively unchanged 
over the centuries. The brilliantly white 
stepped roofs are formed of overlapping 
slices of Bermuda stone, plastered, then 
coated with lime, which helps purify the 
rainwater that runs down a channel into a 
cistern under the house. (Bermuda has no 
fresh surface water.) Many houses sport but- 


teries off to one side. Before the advent of 


refrigeration, these little square towers, with 
steep, pyramid-shaped roofs topped by 
round or diamond-shaped finials, were ne- 
cessities; now their function is largely deco- 
rative. But the pretty peaks topping chim- 
neys have a practical purpose: They cut 
down the howl of occasional blustery winds. 


Spring House and Garden Tours 

Other Bermudian architectural idiosyncra- 
cies reflect the hospitality intrinsic to the 
islands’ culture. Bermuda’s “welcoming 
arms” staircases, flared at the bottom, and 
its Oriental-looking moon gates, rising in 
tall stone circles from garden walls, draw 
the eye from the public space to the private, 
inviting the visitor to share what lies within. 
During April and early May, you can do just 
that by joining the annual Open Houses & 


Gardens Tour hosted by The Garden Club of 


Bermuda. Each Wednesday afternoon (ex- 


cept during Easter week) a different set of 


three or four fine houses is open to the 
public from 2 to 5 P.M., offering a rare 
glimpse of the private Bermuda. The $7.50 
admission fee goes toward public plantings 
and horticultural scholarships. 

Although tourists are warmly received, 
these house tours are most popular with the 
local gentry. Dressed in bright spring wool- 
ens and sturdy shoes, they travel from house 
to house in flocks, pulling out little note- 
books to jot down gardening and decorating 
hints. Docents are everywhere, men and 
women alike occupying themselves with 
petit point while waiting to expound on a 
house’s distinctive virtues: a superb collec- 
tion of Bermuda-made antiques, landscaping 
that takes advantage of a stunning ocean 
view, old Bermuda roses. Some of the 
houses were built in recent decades, but 
many date from the 18th and 19th centuries. 

Some of Bermuda’s most interesting old 
houses are open throughout the year, thanks 
to the Bermuda National Trust and to vari- 
ous government and private preservation 
groups. The National Trust on its roster car- 
ries 57 properties from cottages to nature 
preserves. One of the most remarkable is 
Verdmont House. This spacious early-17th- 


century house sits on a hill in Bermuda’s 
midsection, about five miles from Hamilton. 

Most historians agree that Verdmont was 
built for John Dickinson, Speaker of the 
House of Assembly from 1707 to 1710. Be- 
cause his descendants shunned modern con- 
veniences, the house remained virtually un- 
changed for 300 years. When the Historic 
Monuments Trust, a predecessor of the Ber- 
muda National Trust, bought Verdmont in 
1951, it undertook a painstaking restoration, 
then furnished it with some of the finest 
antiques in Bermuda. The nursery is espe- 
cially enchanting with its canopied cedar

Bermuda’s buses and ferries are clean 
and reliable; taxis will take you where 
buses won't.

crib and collection of 18th- and 19th-century 
dolls and toys. The family portraits hanging 
in the living room and parlor were painted 
by John Green, a Philadelphia Loyalist who 
married one of Dickinson’s granddaughters. 
As judge of the Court of Vice Admiralty 
during and immediately after the Revolu- 
tion, Green decided the fate of the cargoes 
of American ships seized by privateers. One 
such prize, a coffee service intended as a gift 
from Napoleon to James Madison, resides in 

one of Verdmont’s china cabinets. 
Many of Verdmont’s local antiques were 
crafted from Bermuda cedar. Since a 1947

blight almost wiped out this spicy-scented 
subspecies, strict laws have protected these 
trees. But for more than 300 years, their 
russet wood was the main material for floor- 
ing, paneling and furniture. Like its archi- 
tects, Bermuda’s cabinetmakers developed 
their own variations on English and Ameri- 
can designs. Queen Anne highboys wore 
skirts carved in a hook design resembling 
ocean waves, and their back feet faced for- 
ward rather than turning toward the wall. 
Beds and cribs featured circlets from which 
mosquito netting could hang. Some beds had 
posts of elaborately carved—and expen- 
sive—mahogany at the foot, where they 
were clearly displayed, and posts of plain 
cedar at the head, where they could be con- 
cealed by side draperies. 


Bermuda’s Oldest Settlement 
With its own collection of fine local an- 
tiques, Tucker House is another outstanding 
National Trust property from the same peri- 
od. Set at the far east end of Bermuda in the 
middle of St. George’s, it was the center of 
political and social life during the 17th and 
18th centuries. Its most famous occupant, 
Henry Tucker, was president of the Gover- 
nor’s Council during the American Revolu- 
tion. Joseph Hayne Rainey, the South Caro- 
linian who became the first elected black 
member of the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, rented the Tucker House kitchen for 
use as a barbershop during the Civil War. 
Seeing St. George’s properly takes a good 
half day but is well worth it. With names 
like Needle and Thread Alley and Aunt Peg- 
gy’s Lane, the winding little streets reward 
explorers with scores of well-tended and 
still-inhabited 300-year-old houses. Fragrant 
with cedar, St. Peter’s Church dates from 
the 17th century; Bermudians still gather 
here on Sunday to kneel on needlepoint 
cushions in square family pews. Unlike Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., this historic district is a 
functioning town. In fact, the most remark- 
able thing about St. George’s is the comfort- 
able way in which 17th and 20th centuries 
coexist. True, a few people in period cos- 
tumes demonstrate old printing presses and 
put giggling tourists in stocks, but any his- 
torical hokum is mercifully unobtrusive. 
Two blocks from Tucker House, The 
Confederate Museum, once the Globe Ho- 
tel, depicts the remarkable story of Bermu- 
da’s involvement in the War Between the 
States. The South was desperate for arms 
and ammunition; England was desperate for 
cotton. Bermuda was the transshipment 
point. Fast, shallow-draft Confederate 
blockade runners dashed to the island port,

New windows can 
dramatically change the 
look of your home, turning 
dim rooms into light-filled 
Spaces and adding 
architectural style where 
none may have existed

indows are waking up the de- 
sign world. Everybody is talk- 
ing about them. In fact, says 
New York architect Walter 
Chatham, “one of the main forms of expres- 
sion in architecture today is the way in 
which windows are used.” And Meredith, 
N.H., architect Christopher Williams 
agrees. Window design and location, he 
says, “have everything to do with the suc- 
cess or failure of a building.” 

Where windows are concerned, success is 
more readily attainable and less costly now 
than ever before. The reason? Ever-acceler- 
ating advances have made affordable stock 
windows available in choices once possible 
only with expensive custom manufacturing. 
That doesn’t mean all window problems are 
easily solved, however. A great many deci- 
sions still must be made. For example, you 
may have to sacrifice a view for privacy. Or 
you may crave natural light but find that 
added sunshine will bring too much warmth. 


Solutions of Style 
The window industry provides many entic- 
ing style possibilities. For example, we have 
come to think of great sweeps of glass as the 
hallmark of contemporary design. But what 
if you have a traditional house? The answer: 
You can have one without sacrificing the 
other. The renovation pictured here shows 
what you can order from a window manu- 
facturer’s catalog. 

New York City architect Glen Fries de- 
signed what is virtually a wall of glass at the

rear of this Kings Point, N.Y., house. He 
combined a series of transom, hopper and 
double-hung windows, then completed his 
design with French patio doors. He achieved 
a traditional feeling in his window and door 
arrangement by specifying wood with the 
multipaned look of true divided lights. 

Today’s window technology means that 
you can take advantage of what’s new with- 
out compromising the architectural integrity 
of something old. If you are replacing win- 
dows, your choices will not only involve 
style but also price, energy efficiency and 
maintenance. If you are remodeling, you'll 
also have to consider window size and loca- 
tion. General principles exist, of course, but 
how they are applied depends on the needs 
of each site. Your own taste—plus local 
building codes—will govern. 

Do you want your windows to emphasize, 
modify or play against the architectural style 
of your house? Most architects advocate re- 
spect for period and style, but Walter Chat- 
ham warns against rigidity. “The character 
of the house should guide your choice of 
windows,” he says, “but if the house lacks 
character entirely, you can compensate— 
through the windows you choose.” 


Other factors apply, among them you 
budget. True divided lights may be histori 
cally correct in some houses but, for exam 
ple, 6-over-6 windows cost about 25 percent 
more than windows whose snap-in muntin 
approximate the same effect. Clearly, 
compromise is in order. “Six-over-one ma 
be a good solution,” says Chatham. 

While builders as well as architects tradi 
tionally borrow from earlier times, style is < 
perennial by-product of manufacturing capa: 
bility. Those small 12-over-12 panels o 
glass prevalent in the windows of Early 
American homes were all that was possibk 
then. As processes improved, 8-over-8 anc 
6-over-6 glazing came into use, and in th 
heyday of Victorian and Queen Anne archi 
tecture, the large panes of 2-over-2 and 8 
over-1 windows began to appear. 


Consider Shape, Size and Scale 
In your choice and placement of windows 
scale is largely a matter of common sense 
You probably wouldn’t install large e> 
panses of window glass in a small Colonia 
style house, for example. Because of th 
surfeit of shapes and styles available in stoc 
(Continued on page 4¢

window sizes today, some designers decry 
what they see as technology-induced excess. 
There are fanlight windows, eyebrows, ori- 
els, bDays—all in standard sizes. But don’t go 
overboard. Be sure to use special shapes 
only with careful attention to placement, 
detail and period. 

Another visual element to consider is the 
subjective one. That was the challenge faced 
by New York City architect Laurence Ta- 
maccio in a Ridgewood, N.J., house. His 
client wished to turn a greenhouse and porch 
into a year-round breakfast room and con- 
nected family room that would retain a 
porchlike outdoor feeling. 

What he chose was a row of II true 
divided-light double-hung wood windows 
along the entire perimeter, plus four French 
doors that let light flow all the way through 
the space. Although design of the room “is 
basically about windows,” says Tamaccio, 
winter and summer comfort have been pre- 
served through the use of movable energy 
panels. These replace the double-insulated 
glazing that would compromise the narrow- 
muntin look this design required. 

Whatever the design, appearances are im- 
portant. Trust your eye. What you want 
most of all in redoing your windows is visu- 
al harmony. This means that the position 
and size of window—and door—openings 
should be aesthetically satisfying. 





What About Your Views? 

Having something pleasing to look at—and 
a good way to see it—is not only an impor- 
tant amenity, it can also be a valuable im- 
provement. After all, you probably won't 
move your house to take advantage of the 
view, but you can certainly upgrade your 
window schedule to create greater access to 
what is happening outdoors. In his Kings 
Point project, architect Fries opened the 
master bedroom to the rear garden by en- 
larging window openings, a composition 
that mimicked the window treatment in the 
living room just below. 

Taking advantage of a view also means 
thinking of a picture in motion. Boston ar- 
chitect Douglas Lemle suggests exploring 
“how you are continuously connected to the 
outdoors. It’s not just a view but also the 
sequence of what your eyes are focusing on” 
as you move through your house. 

Planning for a view means you'll want to 
do some advance thinking about furniture 
arrangements. What will you be able to see 
from where you sit—or stand? And at what 
time of day? In Tamaccio’s project these 
considerations were important in the living 
room, where French patio doors topped with 
circle heads flanked the fireplace. Seating 


design took advantage of daytime garden 
views and nighttime fire watching. 

Expanding your window treatment not 
only stretches your views but also increases 
the volume of natural light entering your 
home. Sunshine can become an architectural 
element in itself, creating a fascinating play 
of shadow and light. “The effect of the light 
from skylights can be spectacular,” Lemle 
maintains. Bigger is not necessarily better, 
he cautions. Too much light can create 
glare. Installing a small skylight in the cor- 
ner, rather than a large one in the center, of 
a room bounces light off corner walls in a 
way that can be more effective. 

Design professionals suggest placing win- 
dows on two walls of a room and making 
sure the glass area adds up to at least 10 
percent of the floor area. These are guide- 
lines. From an energy standpoint, you'll 
have to take climate into account—along 
with the direction of the light. West-facing 
windows tend to produce a lot of heat, for 
example. The general rule is to “reduce the 
amount of glass on the side of the house 
that’s most exposed to heat gain,” advises 
Jesse Stevens of the Rolscreen Company, 
manufacturers of Pella windows. 

The choices you make should certainly 
reflect the style of your house and its site, 
but more significantly, they should reflect 
what is important to you. If it’s the view and 
the best one is west, there are ways to coun- 
teract the exposure: window shades, exterior 
awnings, roof overhangs, even trellises. 
Also, placing windows high up on a wall 
can “light a big area with a small amount of 
glass,” notes Walter Chatham. 


Windows for the 90s 

The energy panic of the 70s led a lot of 
homeowners to take the drastic step of rip- 
ping out wood windows and replacing them 
with double-glazed 1-over-1 styles framed in 
vinyl or aluminum. These had the added 
advantage of being no-paint, thus no-main- 
tenance, designs. Claiming both better insu- 
lation and visual values for their product, the 
wood-window industry fought back. Today, 
wood windows are available with vinyl or 
aluminum exterior cladding, or are treated 
with hardy paints that last indefinitely. You 
can also buy all-vinyl or all-aluminum win- 
dows, of course. 

The realm of energy conservation has ex- 
perienced a number of advances since the 
70s. A great many plausible choices now 
exist. While some homeowners still opt for 
Narrow muntins that support only single- 
thickness glass—with storm windows or en- 
ergy panels that can be added seasonally, as 
needed—others prefer the ease and efficien- 
cy of double or triple glazing. 

There is also a choice between a reflecting 
low-emissivity (low-E) coating, argon gas 
injected between the layers of glass, or a 


window that makes use of both. Industry 
experts say that low-E glazing has an R3 
value, while windows with both low-E coat- 
ings and argon gas perform at R4. That 


means four times the energy efficiency of 


single-thickness glass. 

New high-tech products may not be the 
only answer to today’s energy needs. Archi- 
tect Williams’s New England practice often 
requires him to provide natural summer 
cooling. The proper placement of specific 
types of movable windows can accomplish 
this. “Casements direct ventilation just as 


sails do,” he says, “to the point where 


breezes can actually be made to flow 
through a building.” 

Ultimately, as with all design questions, 
decisions about windows are often a com- 
promise between what looks good from the 
inside out—and what you want those outside 
to see. Before you buy anything, it’s wise to 
compare the products of various window 
makers—and ask for expert assistance. 
“Specifications vary from manufacturer to 
manufacturer,” cautions Laurence Tamac- 
cio. “You can’t ask too many questions.” 





WINDOW DRESSING 


To the uninitiated, technical window 
terms can be confusing. Here, some of 
the most common ones are defined: 
Awning window: a window sash. that 
Opens out at the bottom 

Casement: a window sash that swings 
open at the side 

Double-hung: a window with two sashes, 
both of which move up and down 
Energy panel: a single sheet of remov- 
able glass that fits into a pregrooved win- 
dow frame 

Hopper: a sash designed to tilt inward at 
the top 

Lights, or lites: individual panes of 
framed glass set within windows or doors 
Mullion: the vertical post between two 
side-by-side windows 

Muntin: the horizontal and vertical ele- 
ments that divide the lights. Snap-in 
muntins are removable dividers that fit 
over single sheets of glass to simulate 
small panes 

Oriel: a bay window with an architectur- 
al element beneath it, usually found in an 
upper story 

Sash: the part of a window that moves up 
and down 

Transom: one window placed directly 
over another window or a door.

Miniature buildings 


please the child in all 


of us, satisfying 
the longing to escape 


from the everyday world 


mall garden buildings, a 
delightful architectural 
extra we are seeing in in- 
creasing numbers these 
days, are universally ap- 
pealing. Who can forget 
the hours spent hidden 
away in a tree house? Or 
escaping to a backyard 
encampment that was 
just a blanket over a 
clothesline? To a child these are faraway 
places where daydreams and_ storybooks 
come true. Gazebos and follies are grown-up 
versions that satisfy the same need. Watch- 
ing a sunset over the meadow or listening to 
the endless lapping at the lakeshore from a 
tiny enclosure fills one with a special seren- 
ity. Even a prefabricated gazebo on a half- 
acre lot can work this magic. 

People have been placing outbuildings in 
their gardens for thousands of years. The 
Greeks and Romans dotted promontories 
and pinnacles with tiny temples. The British 
countryside is rich in follies dating from the 
18th century through the Victorian period, 
when Americans followed suit. In addition, 
we mustn’t forget the Scandinavian lusthus 
and the Japanese teahouse. 

Yet through most of the 20th century this 
playful tradition was lost. Neither Bauhaus 
modernism nor postwar design encouraged 
the addition of small garden houses on a 
property. Then suddenly, in the past few 
years, a combination of nostalgia, affluence 
and emphasis on home life has brought the 
smail garden house back into being. Instead 
of adding a room to an existing house, peo- 
ple have begun to build a separate office or 
guest suite or tiny tea-for-two pavilion—a 
place that not only lends itself to the intend- 
ed use, but also becomes a punctuation mark 
on the domestic landscape. 

A good example is the 180-year-old two- 
room summer kitchen that Ira Howard Levy 
moved from Pennsylvania to his property in 
northwest Connecticut (see next page). Levy 
said that the building cost him less than a 
fine antique table would have. >

craftsmen were then found to reassemble the 
pegged post-and-beam building. It is now a 
study, a retreat for the owner, and an occa- 
sional lunch spot with friends. 

Most new garden houses are truly new, 
however, and architects use them as an op- 
portunity to let their imaginations take 
flight. When the owners of the Fisher Vine- 
yards in Sonoma County asked architect 
William Turnbull, Jr., to design a pool for 
them, he let his playful nature take over 
The white-painted latticework gazebo is part 
of an elaborate “water play” for two swim- 
ming pools. The deck and pools are on two 
levels, and water in the upper pool ts piped 
up over the gazebo roof to cascade down 
into the iower pool. Turnbull describes the 
composition casually as “a California ver- 
sion of Villa d’Este on the cheap.”

rue plant lovers 
covet a green- 
house.

Archeolog- 
ical evidence shows that “forcing 
houses” were popular in ancient Rome. 
When gardener Jeane Eddy moved 
from a suburban estate in Oyster Bay,

Architects Bausman-Gill designed for 
her a glass-and-steel pavilion styled like 
a traditional greenhouse. With the stor- 
age afforded by a large armoire on each 
of the end walls, the outdoor room took 
on its several functions. One of the cabi- 
nets holds the garden tools, flower pots 
and planting materials of a potting shed. 
The identical cabinet on the opposite wall 
holds china, table linens, vases and all 
the appurtenances for entertaining. Either 
way, this city dweller can spend happy 
days at two of her favorite pastimes.

rdent gar- 
deners, the 
English pio- 
neered the 
develop- 
ment of the 
conserva- 
tory. Unlike 
most green- 
houses, 
which are for growing, conserva- 
tories made use of the new steel 
technology to become glorious 
showplaces. Glass houses for the 
display of plants reached a peak in 
Victorian times. Gardeners were en- 
chanted with exotic new plants be- 
ing introduced from all over the 
world. Built to house them on large 
estates, the towering glass structures 
were truly awe-inspiring. 

By the turn of the century, the 
conservatory had become a winter 
garden, often attached to the house. 

Today we can enjoy scaled- 
down, prefabricated versions. Even 
in miniature, the graceful forms of 
the conservatory’s support structure 
cast a magic spell. New examples 
come in a variety of shapes and 
sizes and are punctuation points at 
the pondside or in the garden.

or a building that 
began as a “folly” 
to amuse aristo- 
crats, the summer- 
house is often con- 
Verte d: to. ia 
surprising number 
of practical 
purposes. 
Along with 
its tradi- 
tional role as picnic and barbecue 
center, greenhouse, potting shed or 
pool cabana, it is finding new life as 
an artist's or writer's studio, a home 
office, a guest cottage. 

Additional space with privacy 1s 
the key to the summerhouse’s ex- 
panded role. On a small urban lot in 
Houston, architect Carlos Jimenez 
designed a compound of three build- 
ings. He soon outgrew his small stu- 
dio behind the main house and built 
a larger one next door. The old stu- 
dio became his private refuge and an 
occasional guesthouse. 

As her business grew, real estate 
agent Heather Croner discovered it 
was easier and less expensive to 
build a brand-new office than to re- 
store an old barn on her property in 
Millbrook, N.Y. The office now occupies a 
new little red barn beside a trellised wood- 
shed. The board-and-batten siding and tradi- 
tional red paint with white trim are country 
details that relate the two small buildings to 
their rural setting 

In their master plan for Seaside, a much- 
emulated new town on Florida’s panhandle, 
architects Andres Duany and Elizabeth Plat- 
er-Zyberk gave the residents communal out- 
buildings. Pavilions at the ocean end of each 
street enable everyone to share the water 
frontage; gazebos at the center of neighbor- 
hoods provide additional gathering places. 

Small buildings are, of course, ideally 
suited to small children, and the playhouse 
is a perennial pleasure for kids and parents 
alike. Architects Rosenblum/Harb of New 
York designed a tiny Victorian cottage com- 
plete with turret, porch and picket fence for 
two lucky little girls.

he way John Robert 
Moore describes the de- 
sign of this weekend 
cottage—sophisticated 
country—would have 
seemed oxymoronic just 
a few years ago.

Dan and Lib Car- 
ithers moved around the corner, 
“three doors up and four doors 
over,” in an Atlanta neighborhood 
of towering trees.

he Caritherses want-

ome should rest 

your eyes as much 
as your body. At least that’s 
Los Angeles designer Ron Wil- 
son’s philosophy, and his 
weekend retreat in Palm 
Springs, Calif., filled with 
pale, soothing whites and deep 
upholstery, provides the tran- 
quillity he seeks. 

“A calmness comes from 
decorating a home all in neu- 
trals,” he says. “And there’s 
so much color outside the 
house that you don’t need any 
more of it inside.” 

Walls, fabrics and furnish- 
ings are almost all in shades of 
off-white, cream or beige. To 
keep the look from turning 
cold, Wilson relies on a multi- 
tude of textures, starting with 
the architecture, from the 
wood-stained ceiling beams to 
the Mexican-tile floors. 

In the living room Wilson 
adds large wraparound pigskin 


chairs from Mexico and covers 
them with oversize linen pil- 
lows that guests can sink into. 
A pair of antique stone col- 
umns (one shown) used to sug- 
gest separate rooms, a pair of 
scored travertine tables, reed- 
and-wood chairs, and a three- 
dimensional wall hanging of 
canvas strips contribute to the 
textural mix of the house. 

Because the furniture is 
overscale, Wilson uses a light 
hand with accessories. He 
shows off a few special pieces: 
old wooden wagon wheels 
(seen through the archway), a 
painted American Indian drum 
used as a side table, and three 
American Indian leather 
gourds, which fill the niches 
beside the fireplace. Each 
plays its decorative role. 

The scheme is elegant but 
easy. Says Wilson, “I know 
I've achieved my goal when 
guests never want to leave.”

A CATERER'’S TRICKS: SWAGGED

or Dan Fehlig, director of the New York City catering firm The 
Upper Crust, “parties are part theater, part design.” Fehlig is well 
prepared.

uring his childhood, Lee Bailey’s fam- 
ily lived in his grandfather’s hotel 
where a small ballroom was their main 
living area, so the loft life feels just 
right to him. His space, once a Gorham 
Silver showroom, had been lived in before, but the 
kitchen had adjoined an interior wall (where the 
bookcase is in the photograph at right) impinging on 
the living room. “I hated to undertake the trouble of 
moving it, but there was no choice,” he says. Now 
his kitchen is bathed in daylight and occupies one 
flank of a vast quadruple-use room for cooking, 
dining, living and work. This area is divided, when 
Bailey wants it to be, by a pair of movable panels— 
walls on wheels. In addition to delineating space 
with the panels, Bailey uses islands of carpeting.

fter he removed the old landlocked 
kitchen, Lee Bailey put a study in its 
place, backing it with a wall of deep 
shelves in space borrowed from the 
adjoining bedroom.

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where they exchanged goods with the big cargo ships better suited to 
crossing the north Atlantic. Ensconced in the Globe Hotel, Major 
Norman Walker, the agent for the Confederacy, oversaw this com- 
merce. One exhibit is the bed where his wife bore a child, first draping 
a Confederate flag above and scattering Virginia soil below. 

Except for the museums, the venerable buildings of St. George’s 
are all in everyday use. For this reason, seeing some of them here, 
as elsewhere in Bermuda, requires planning. For example, the Old 
Rectory, built by reformed pirate George Dew in 1705, is open only 
on Wednesday and Saturday, 10 to 4 P.M., because the National 
Trust leases it as a private house. Verdmont House, Tucker House 
and The Confederate Museum have extended schedules, Monday 
through Saturday, 10 to 5 P.M., with a small admission. 

Some of Bermuda’s rarest and most revealing historical relics lie 
in the Bermuda archives, in the basement of Government Adminis- 
tration Building, a nondescript modern building in downtown Ham- 
ilton. Original church records dating back to the early 17th century, 
early diaries and personal papers are all available. Detailed bills of 
lading of every ship passing through Bermuda customs reveal that 
trade between Britain and the Thirteen Colonies continued, even 
when they were at war with each other. The elegant quill-pen script 
of the documents brings to life Bermuda’s extraordinary social 
history and opens a window on our own origins. 


A Contrarian Fourteenth Colony 

As you tour Bermuda’s historic houses and museums and pore over 
the treasures in the archives, you become aware of Bermuda’s 
curious position as a kind of contrarian Fourteenth Colony in the 
early history of the United States. During the Revolutionary War 
era, Loyalists fled here, then married into wealthy shipping clans. 
In the decades following, Bermuda-based British privateers brought 
back booty from United States-bound ships to grace the islands’ 
grand houses. Fifty forts, six of them carefully restored and open to 
the public, attest to Bermuda’s strategic importance since the 17th 
century. Today some of these bastions do double duty as parks. The 
wide trench that once held the moat around Fort Hamilton, best 
known for its sweeping view of Bermuda’s main harbor, now 
contains a lush tropical garden filled with towering papayas, bread- 
fruit trees and exotic flowers. 

Considering the scarcity and value of the land, Bermuda’s public 
gardens are treasures. Par-la-Ville Park, for example, forms a 
serene oasis in the middle of bustling Hamilton, the center of 
Bermuda’s banking and insurance industry, as well as the colony’s 
capital. Just east of Hamilton, the 19-acre Arboretum has a splendid 
collection of palms, and its dense stand of hardwoods attracts 
thousands of migrating birds. A few miles farther southeast, Palm 
Grove Garden, once part of a private estate, features a floral map of 
Bermuda with each of its nine parishes planted in a different flower. 

Any day of the week, the Botanical Gardens, set almost in the 
middle of Bermuda, are a lovely place to stroll amid 50-foot ficus 
trees, spreading banyans and formal and informal flower beds. The 
cactus and orchid collections are particularly impressive. But the 
best times to visit are Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday mornings at 
10:30, when botanist-guided tours offer a two-hour overview of 
Bermuda’s endemic and introduced species, along with tips espe- 
cially useful for American gardeners from the South. 

For a deeper understanding of Bermuda’s ecosystem, take the 
Wednesday-morning tour of the Bermuda Biological Station for 
Research, which includes a thorough explanation of the atoll’s 
natural history. Headquartered in an old resort hotel near St. 
George’s, the biostation is one of the world’s key institutions 
studying the greenhouse effect and oceanographic changes.

O Place | to 2 inches apart on heavy baking sheets 
lined with parchment paper. Bake in a preheated 
300°F.oven 30 minutes, or until thoroughly dry. 
Cool cookies on racks. 

In a bowl combine sugar, egg white and food 
coloring. (Note: To make “spongeware” cookies, 
spread cooled cookies with a thin layer of royal 
icing and let dry. Dip damp sponge into colored 
icing and press onto cookie to make a spatterware- 
like design.) To decorate animals or hearts, fill a 
pastry bag with stiff royal icing (add more confec- 
tioners’ sugar if necessary) and pipe onto cookies, 
as desired. Makes 3 to 4 dozen cookies.

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If you visit the Botanical Gardens on 
Tuesday (Wednesday after March 31), you 
can also take a peek at the fine hand-carved 
Bermuda cedar decorating the state dining 
room in Camden, located on the grounds. 
This graceful 18th-century house, now the 
residence of the premier, is used for govern- 
ment entertaining. 

Some of the loveliest landscapes in Ber- 
muda lie along the Railway Trail, the old 
bed of the railroad that once ran from St. 
George’s at Bermuda’s east end to Somerset 
on the west. Closed to all traffic but those on 
foot, horse and cycle, the most scenic sec- 
tion of this asphalt path runs the length of 
Somerset Island, where oleanders, Bermuda 
cedar and Surinam cherries frame views of 
the Great Sound. Just off the trail lie re- 
stored and neatly tended Fort Scaur and the 
Heydon Trust Estate, 43 acres of farmland 
interspersed with housing for the elderly. 

At the top of the hill, in the middle of this 
estate, is one of the oldest structures in Ber- 
muda, a former slave cottage that has been 
restored as a chapel. A mile north along the 
same section of the Railway Trail is Spring- 
field, a 17th-century plantation house, now a 
branch of the Bermuda Library. This is Ber- 
muda as it was at the close of the last centu- 
ry when Winslow Homer painted it—tran- 
quilly pastoral and utterly unselfconscious 
about its eccentric charm.

MICROWAVING 


By MARCIA CONE and THELMA SNYDER 





PASTRY IN 4 MINUTES 


We have had great success with pastry in the 
microwave, and one of our favorite ways to 
use it is to top sweet and savory pies. Basic 
pie dough (what the French call pate brisée) 
becomes light and flaky in a mere 4 minutes. 


Placing the dough on wax paper—instead of 


plastic—seems to keep the pastry crisp and 
dry. Extra baked pastry may be made one 
month in advance and frozen in a tightly 
covered container. 


PATE BRISEE 
(BASIC PASTRY) 


1 cup all-purpose flour 

Y, teaspoon salt 

6 tablespoons very cold butter, 

cut into 12 pieces 

3 to 4 tablespoons ice water 
on a large mixing bowl or food processor, 
blend flour and salt. Quickly cut butter into 
flour with your fingertips, a pastry blender, 
2 knives or a food processor until particles 
are pea-size. Add water, | tablespoon at a 
time, using a tossing motion to incorporate 
dough, until particles can be gathered lightly 
into a ball. 
0 Flatten dough into a pancake approximate- 
ly 44 inches in diameter. Wrap in plastic 
wrap and refrigerate at least | hour, or up to 
3 days. (If you are in a hurry, freeze dough 
30 minutes.) 
ORoll dough into a 12-inch circle that is 4- 
inch thick. Using a cookie cutter (3 inches 
by 2 inches) or a stencil and a sharp knife, 
cut out 12 hearts. (If you prefer, cut out 
stars, chickens or other shapes.) Place cut- 
outs in a circle on a large piece of double- 
thickness wax paper. Prick cutouts with fork 
every 2 inch. 
a Place paper and pastry in microwave and 
microcook on HIGH 3% to 4 minutes, or 
until opaque and dry but not brown. Rotate 
paper a half-turn halfway through cooking. 
Remove from oven and cool on a rack. 
Makes twelve 3-by-2-inch shapes, or twen- 
ty-four 1%-by-2-inch shapes. 
SWEET VARIATION (P4te Brisée Su- 
crée): Sprinkle cutouts with a mixture of | 
teaspoon sugar and % teaspoon cinnamon 
before cooking. 


CHICKEN AND SWEET-POTATO 
POTPIES 


Serve with a mixed green salad, crusty rolls and a 
light red wine, such as a Dolcetto d’Alba from 
Giacomo Conterno. 


1 recipe pate brisée

[| Is there any way to identify the maker of my painted-iron 
doorstop? The basket of nasturtiums is 7 inches high. Can you 
tell me what it is worth? —R.A.E., Schaumburg, IIl. 


Iron doorstops have become popular 
collectibles. They originated in En- 
gland in the 19th century. Since 
proper room ventilation was thought 
to ensure good health, doors were 
kept open with heavy doorstops. 
Most of the painted cast-iron exam- 
ples sold today were made in the 
United States from 1890 to 1930. 
Many are unmarked, so the identifi- 
cation of the maker is difficult to 
discern. You own a known doorstop 
made by the Hubley Manufacturing 
Company of Lancaster, Penn. The nasturtium pot was number 221 in 
their listing. The value is determined by the condition. If the paint is 
original it is worth $125; if it has been repainted it is worth half as 
much. Collectors of doorstops*must be wary of reproductions. We 
have never seen a modern copy of the nasturtiums. 





|] My desk has dozens of cubby holes and compartments. The 
side sections revolve to close. The top section is concealed by a 
rolltop. Could this be one of the famous Wooton desks?

The merchant of the early 1800s became a businessman in the 1870s, 
and office needs for this new type of executive changed. Merchants 
favored the tall counting-house slant-top desk that held ledgers but 
required the merchant to stand. The businessman wanted to be seated 
at a desk that offered storage, security and a compact filing system. 
William Wooton was a furniture maker who established his own 
company in Indianapolis in 1870. He patented a new type of secretary 
desk in 1874 with hinged sections that could close and lock; in 1876, 
a rotary desk with similar pivoted or hinged cases at each end.

L]Is this miniature mahogany chest a salesman’s sample, a 
child’s toy or a jewelry chest? It seems to be very old. It is 12 
inches wide and 15 inches high. —M.S., Sacramento, Calif. 


Your American Empire-style chest 
was probably made about 1840 for a 
child in the United States. Miniature 
furniture has been popular for hun- 
dreds of years. The smallest pieces 
were probably made for dollhouses. 
The story of the salesman’s sample or 
an apprentice’s practice piece seems 
to be a fable. Experts claim 99 per- 
cent of the miniature furniture was not 
made to be a sample. Most of the 
small chests were toys used to store 
doll clothes. Miniature chests are especially popular now for use as 
small tables. One like yours is worth about $750. Elaborate examples 
with inlay and more carving sell for thousands of dollars. 





L] My clock is made of a silver-colored metal that does not 
tarnish. The dial and the design at the bottom are made of blue 
enamel. What are its age and value? —V.C., Stockbridge, Ga. 


The Art Nouveau movement produced many 
innovative designs. One of the great artists 
was Archibald Knox, who worked for A.L. 
Liberty in London, England. Born and educat- 
ed on the Isle of Mann, he saw the early 
crosses and grave monuments of the Celtics. 
This memory was translated into the “Celtic 
revival” designs he produced for Liberty. 
Your clock was part of the line of “Tudric” 
pewter featured by Liberty in the early 1900s. It was known as the 
“architectural” clock. All Liberty pewter, especially those by Knox, 
is now expensive and in great demand. If the clock is working, it is 
worth from $1,200 to $1,500. 





L] Is this copper dog part of a weather vane? It is 28 inches long. 
—A.S., Websterville, Vt. 


There were several 
manufacturers making 
dog-shaped copper 
weather vanes in the 
19th century. L.W. 
Cushing & Sons of 
Waltham, Mass., was 
one of the most inter- 
esting. The company 
catalog for 1883 pictures an “English Setter Dog” that is similar to 
yours. A fox is pictured beneath the dog. The finished vane had one 
animal, or a dog chasing a fox. Wind-direction indicators were 
placed below the animals. Weather vanes were often selected from a 
catalog, the forerunner of our modern-day mail-order catalogs. Col- 
lectors buy’ weather vanes as examples of folk sculpture. Demand is 
great, and even part of a vane like your dog is worth over $1,500. @

n the world of decorating, country style 
has had remarkable staying power. 
Other decorating fashions blast on the 
scene and then fade after five or six 
years, but not country. Ever since it first 
captured our hearts and homes about 15 
years ago, it has only grown stronger, gain- 
ing new converts as it evolves. It’s a ro- 
mance that shows no sign of abating. 

The reason for this incredible track re- 
cord? [ think it is the style’s inherent 
warmth, simplicity and—for lack of a better 
word—realness. Its mainstays aren't formal 
court pieces that stiffly announce their pedi- 
gree, but rural folk furnishings, the special 
patina of old paint on a whimsical corner 
cabinet, the graphic brilliance of Amish 
quilts, the charm of checks and calico prints. 
Made by and for ordinary people, country 
furnishings never put on airs. That’s why 
they’re so easy to live with. Country style 
means you never have to live up to someone 
else’s ideal of home. 

And because country, unlike other deco- 
rating looks, isn’t bound by rules, it encour- 
ages personal expression and is only im- 
proved by it. There is no right or wrong 


way. “You don’t have to be pure about 
country,” said American Country author 
Mary Emmerling when she was an HB deco- 
rating editor in 1981. “Country is an invita- 
tion to develop your own style.” (For more 
on Mary, see our Role Model page.) 

Those words ring true especially today as 
country moves from being a cluttered, all- 
American look to a refined, classic style that 
embraces furnishings from all over the 
world. This issue celebrates country’s new 
worldliness and pays tribute to the cultures 
that have helped shape it—from the relaxed 
and faded ease of England’s country houses, 
to the simple classic shapes of Sweden, to 
the carved trim of Russian peasant homes. 

Though oceans apart and seemingly dif- 
ferent, the rural rooms we show here have 
much in common. The people who made 
these furnishings were kindred spirits— 
peasants, farmers, working people. And 
while their work is charmingly dissimilar, 
reflecting differences in regional styles, the 
impulse behind it remains the same. The 
sense of pride in craftsmanship infuses all 
country furnishings, no matter how humble 
the piece. 

But before we can see where country is 
going, we have to pause a bit to understand 
why we fell in love with it in the first place. 
Country came to the fore in the 1970s, after 
two decades when architects and designers 
touted the hard-edged modern look—interi- 
ors that were slick, sophisticated and devoid 
of personality. Cold and hard, these chrome- 
and-glass rooms failed to satisfy the needs 
that lie behind homemaking everywhere: 
warmth, comfort, shelter, solace, and a re- 
flection of a personal sense of self. 

Country style made people feel good, and 
it was a homey alternative that anyone could 
adopt. You didn’t need to be a designer to 
create a country look, although designers 
were quick to pick up on a style that made 
their clients so happy. You didn’t even have 
to live in the country. Furnishings weren't 
found at fancy shops but were unearthed at 


flea markets, farm sales and country fairs. 

It was around this time that I fell in love 
with country. I was building a very simple 
sugarhouse barn in Vermont and was drawn 
to the unpretentious rural lifestyle and ob- 
jects I saw all around me. Back then, of 
course, the style bore no label. If furniture 
had any name at all it was “farmhouse furni- 
ture.” “Early American” style meant shiny 
commercial reproductions—pieces that held 
no warmth for me. Instead | would look at 
old ladderback rockers, rich Amish quilts 
and patinaed spindle beds and see not 
“down-home” but “at home.” These things 
triggered instant nostalgia, an evocation of 
the old days (idealized perhaps, but emo- 
tionally compelling), when family life was 
simpler, purer, kinder. 

Then came the bicentennial, bringing with 
ita new appreciation for American folk arts, 
crafts and furnishings. Suddenly calicos, 
quilts, ceiling-hung baskets and duck decoys 
were sprouting like mushrooms after rain. 

While country’s face may be slightly al- 
tered from the time I built my barn, it hasn’t 
lost any of the qualities that first endeared it 
to us. And none of us sees country’s appeal 
diminishing any time soon. Mary Emmer- 
ling, still writing about country, says, “If 
anyone would be sick of it, it would be me. 
But I still love it and I still live with it.” 

Few decorating styles could inspire such 
devotion. But country does. I, too, see 
country—infused with its new international 
vitality—staying with us for a long time to 
come. As we look to our homes more and 
more to nurture us, we need the homespun 
comfort that country provides. There is no 
turning back. Country has gone beyond be- 
ing just a decorating style. It’s a warm and 
welcoming way of life.

I dress 
the table differently each time—fun for me, 
a surprise for them. We have candlelight, 
real napkins and usually fish. The children 
don’t always finish their meal, but they fin- 
ish a conversation. And that’s what this is all 
about. Grown-up talk. Or a reasonable fac- 
simile. At least we try. 

Our library, too, has taken on a new role. 
Now it’s a playroom. The leather sofa is 
child-proof, and by the two front windows 
are the tubs of geraniums I brought in from 
the front steps. These geraniums usually 
spend the winter in the kitchen, but this year 
I wanted the playroom to be a garden room 
so Edith and Albert could see the opening of 
each bright pink-faced blossom.

SHOPS IN EUROPE 


Savvy travelers are coming back from Europe 
these days with more than souvenirs. They're 
bringing home European country style—fa- 
tence from France, chintz from England, tiles 
from Spain. To help you create the Interna- 
tional Country look, this shopping guide tells 
where to find European country pieces. As an 
extra filip, here are four inns and a museum 
where you can feel the country ambience. 


Sweden 


Light-filled rooms, sparely furnished—the essence of Swedish 
style—look best with simple painted pieces, airy curtains and 
handwoven runners on scrubbed floors. Look for these things in 
Stockholm. For runners and other handwoven textiles go to 
® Klockarg4rden (57 Kungsgatan, Stockholm), which sells the 
handcrafts of village artisans from all over Sweden. Wooden 
candelabra and Christmas ornaments are painted in faded blue 
with traditional red flowers. @Svenskt Tenn (Strandvagaen 5), 
less folksy, sells Josef Frank designs for pewter and brass, as well 
as sophisticated linens printed in patterns from the early 1900s. 
For antique furniture, wander around Gamla Stan (the Old Town). 
Don’t miss @A.B. Mobelhansson (6 Storkyrkobrinken) and 
@ Artema (46 Stora Nygatan), where you will find painted folk 
antiques as well as new towels and table linens with stenciled and 
hand-painted designs.

Spain 
Spanish country style can be summed up in two words: handcraft- 
ed and roughhewn. Tables and chairs are progenitors of Mexican 
furniture, but the pottery and tiles have more in common with 
French crafts. There is a branch of @ Artespana in every Spanish 
city, but the showroom in Madrid (Calle Hermosilla 14) is the 
biggest.

the river from Seville, go to the picturesque @ Ceramica

the alphabet. Also in Triana is @ Ceramica Montalban (Alfar- 
eria 23), which specializes in tiles. The designs—leaf patterns, 
chains of flowers, geometrics in pink, green, yellow, cobalt 
and pale blue—and the prices are among the best in Europe. 


Italy 


Depending as it does on indigenous architecture—ancient 
chestnut beams, stone floors, beautiful lofty spaces—lItalian 
country style is not easy to import. A few things are portable, 
however: crackly gilt work, lace, linen and faience. If you 
can’t go to Faenza for the famous Italian pottery, Siena is the 
next-best place. The good shops are clustered along the via di 
Citta. © Zina Provvedi (via di Citta 96), where plates are 
stacked in high piles and huge jars perch on top shelves, offers 
an introduction to the work of local potteries. Another favorite, 
® Arcaico (via di Citta 81) has the jocal faience as well as 
charming plaster cherubs. In Venice, @ Raigattieri (San Mar- 
co 3532-35) has hand-painted faience and white ceramics. 
While in Venice be sure to stop by ® Jesurum (Ponte Canon- 
ica), the famous lacemaker. Even if you can’t afford to buy the 
splendid tabletop and bed linens, look around at the best Italy 
has to offer. For antiques, go to Florence, the antiques center 
of the country. Wander around the shops near the Pitti Palace: 
via Maggio, via de’ Fossi, via Tornabuoni and via Borgo 
Ognissanti. On via Guicciardini, at No. 14, @ Martini special- 
izes in gold picture frames. 


England 


English country-house style, as familiar in manor houses as it 
is in small cottages, calls for fabrics and furniture that look 
traditional and well worn. For true faded chintz, go to @ The 
Gallery of Antique Costume and Textiles (2 Church St., 
London). The small first floor is loaded with old chintzes, 
Welsh quilts and paisleys along with Victorian chintz quilts. 
For new chintz, go to the firm that made English style famous: 
® Colefax & Fowler (3A Brook St., London). Upstairs rooms 
are filled with more floral and patterned fabrics than you ever 





imagined existed; downstairs rooms look just like those in a 
country house, except that everything is for sale. For a cottage 
look, you still can’t beat ® Laura Ashley. The London store at 
7-9 Harriet Street is devoted solely to home furnishings, with a 
wider variety of fabrics, wallpapers, lampshades, tea sets and 
curtains than any Ashley shop in the States. ® Putnam Collec- 
tions Ltd. (29 Short Garden, London), a small design firm 
less than a year old, sells English hooked rugs, quilts and 
baskets, and a fabric collection designed by the owner and 
inspired by the blue-and-white transfer patterns on 19th-centu- 
ry china. 


France

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THE FLOWERING TREES YOU PLANT NOW WILL 
DELIGHT YOU WITH YEARS OF COLOR AND SHADE 


By KEN DRUSE 

There’s nothing like a tree to give dimension 
to the landscape. A flower garden is season- 
al; a tree, a long-lasting pleasure. It can add 
color, be cool to look at and sit under in 
summer, and present a magnificent silhou- 
ette all winter. 

Some trees can be planted in autumn, but 
many should go into the ground in spring. 
You can make tree planting a family event, 
perhaps to celebrate the birth (or birthday) of 
a child or grandchild. The tree will be a 
living reminder of that occasion. Naturally 
the selection and location of a specimen tree 
require careful thought, especially when you 
are placing a small flowering type in the 
lawn or in front of taller trees. 

Before planting, use a stand-in: a tall 
wooden stake driven into the ground at the 
selected location. Look at the stake from 
several vantage points around your property 
and from indoors, upstairs and down. 

To help you choose, here are some of my 
favorite trees to plant now. In the wild they 
are relatively small (25 feet high at maturi- 
ty). Since these trees are often partially 
shaded in nature, they tend to do well near a 
house or in the shadow of existing trees. 

Eastern redbud (Cercis canadensis), the 
tallest, is one of the first trees to bloom in 
spring. Tiny magenta beads line the 
branches for weeks, then open into pea-like 
fiowers before leaves emerge. White and 
double-flower varieties are also available. 

Our native American dogwood (Cornus 
florida) has been succumbing to various fun- 
gal diseases for some time. Instead, you 
might consider the fungus-resistant Asian C. 


kousa species (top) and its varieties, which 


xloom later than the native trees. Cross- 


breeding the species may produce disease- 
resistant early bloomers some day soon. 

Franklinia alatamaha was discovered in 
the wild by John Bartram, who started 
America’s first botanical garden. All the ex- 
tant trees are descendants of Bartram’s seed- 
lings. Today, this slow-growing tree with 
large blossoms resembling mock orange is 
widely available. It blooms in late summer 
and has spectacular crimson fall foliage. 

I love Carolina silverbell (Halesia caroli- 
na) and can’t imagine why it is not more 
popular. In late spring it bears thousands of 
nodding white flowers. Then come dangling 
four-winged fruits prized by wildlife. This is 
a handsome tree not troubled by diseases. 

The saucer and star magnolias bloom 
when daffodils do. The purple-and-white 
flowers of the saucer Magnolia x soulan- 
giana are probably familiar to you, but you 
might not know M. stellata (above right), its 
white-star—flowered relative. Both trees are 
excellent choices, and new kinds—such as 
the pale yellow M. ‘Elizabeth’ (above left) 
and pink star forms—are coming along. 

Flowering crab apples (Malus spp.), 
though much loved as ornamental trees. for 
the lawn, are disease-prone. However, the 
‘Donald Wyman’ variety, recent recipient of 
the Styer Award of Garden of Merit, is 
resistant to apple-scab disease. This little 
tree, with its umbrella-shaped top, has white 
flowers in spring and ornamental cherrylike 
red fruits that persist through autumn. 

If you have room for a very large speci- 
men tree, by all means plant one. You will 
be around to enjoy it, and others will savor 
its beauty and shade for many years to 
come. It’s up to all of us to ensure that there 
will be trees, big and little, for the future. Hl

By ELAINE MARTIN PETROWSKL -—————$£ 
place for everything and everything in its place.” What 
you might still think of as just a tired old adage has 
become a way of life for many. In the interest of saving 
those two precious commodities, time and space, home- 
owners are looking for ways to improve storage. Organi- 

zation and tidiness are necessities, especially for those who attempt to 
combine small living spaces and acquisitiveness, common aspects of 
today’s society. Even if the living area of your house is adequate, it’s 
unlikely that the present storage capacity meets your needs complete- 
ly, and it is true that personal belongings do seem to multiply in 
direct proportion to available space. Within a few short months of 
moving day, all those “extra” and “empty” shelves, bins and draw- 
ers are likely to be filled. 


Make a Storage Plan 

The ideal time to think about creating efficient, essential storage is in 
the planning stages of a remodeling. Although there’s a tendency to 
think of the kitchen and bathroom as the major storage centers of a 
house, storage in every room should be considered. 

Begin your quest to improve it with paper, pencil and tape measure 
in hand. Don’t rely on memory; write a detailed list of exactly what is 
currently stored in every room. If you doubt the wisdom of perform- 
ing this task, which is admittedly a tedious one, consider today’s 
proliferation of closet-organization companies. If you were to call 
any of them, you can be sure that the representative sent to your 
home would come armed with a tape measure to record the dimen- 
sions of everything you own: the height of your winter boots, the 
length of your dresses, robes and coats. You can do the same thing. 
Make note of how large your suitcases are, the diameter of that 
holiday turkey platter, the height of Great-aunt Alice’s silver candle 
holders. There’s no sense in spacing brand-new shelves an inch or 
two shy of your actual needs. 

Planning your storage expansion as you plan a remodeling enables 
you to build more convenience into your living space. “I don’t know 
how many times I’ve visited a friend or a client who excuses himself 
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Designer Beverly Ellsley’s ingenious storage idea was an all-in-one 
built-in alcove, enclosing a twin bed, with room for everything. 


from the kitchen, walks to the bedroom and brings back an item to 
use in the dining room,” says New York interior designer Samuel 
Botero. “That’s not the way ideal storage should work.” While your 
remodeling is in the planning stages, you should look not only at 
what is in each room now, but list what should be stored there 
ideally, Botero says. 

Space planner Robert Lidsky, owner of The Hammer & Nail, a 
design firm in Wyckoff, N.J., concurs. “Something that you use 
once a year needn’t be in a place you go to every day. Why does 
everything have to be right at hand? That’s a luxury and a probable 
waste of space.” Lidsky suggests that you “look through what you 
have and if you haven’t used something in six months, move it to an 
out-of-the-way storage place.” 


Locating Likely Spaces 
f you have a basement, that’s a likely place to start your search 
for extra storage. Even if you have no intention of finishing the 
area, there are hidden pockets you can make good use of, 
according to Minneapolis architect Lloyd Jafvert. Don’t over- 
look the space that already exists between floor joists, he says. 
“It’s a terrific place to store fishing gear and ski equipment.” 

Think about tucking a closet beneath the basement stairs, as well as 
the other staircases in your house. “What you can store there depends 
on whether the closet is accessible from the side or the back,” says 
Jafvert. “It’s a great spot for suitcases, card tables and decorations.” 

Jafvert cautions that you check the local fire codes when consider- 
ing closets under the stairwell, however. “A proper installation, built 
to code, will help confine a fire for a longer period of time, which is 
especially necessary if you and your family must use the staircase as 
an escape route,” he says. To be on the safe side, never plan to use 
the closet under the stairway for storing flammable materials. 

Older homes often feature very wide or nearly square hallways 
with space that can be appropriated for storage. Because most codes 
require about three feet of space for a passageway, anything in excess 
of that can be converted into built-in shelves, cabinets or drawers.

“Halls between bedrooms make great ‘neu- 
tral territory’ for kids to keep the games and 
books they share,” says Jafvert. 

Bedrooms are another space where careful 
planning can result in better storage. “Youll 
always get more storage out of built-in furni- 
ture than you will out of freestanding pieces, 
although admittedly the look is different,” 
says Lidsky. 

Aim for the best of both worlds by com- 
bining built-ins and perhaps an armoire or an 
interesting antique chest, he advises. “If you 
don’t happen to like the look of built-ins in 
the bedroom, you can certainly use them in 
the dressing area or along the hallway lead- 
ing to the bathroom, if space permits.” 

When planning bedroom storage for 
clothing and linens, always choose drawers 
instead of shelves. “Some people swear they 
prefer open shelves to store clothing, but 
certain things, like socks, belts, handker- 
chiefs and scarves, are better kept in draw- 
ers,” says Botero. 

This designer likes to specify see-through 
drawer fronts. “Plexiglass fronts can be ex- 
pensive, but you can see what’s in the draw- 
er without wasting time rummaging through 
it.” He suggests allocating part of the draw- 
er space in the bedroom to extra linens: 


“Why keep them far from the bedroom 
when that’s where they’re used?” 


Bath and Kitchen Storage 

If you’re remodeling a typical 20- or 30- 
year-old bathroom, you'll be able to elimi- 
nate some of the most poorly designed stor- 
age in the house. “The bathroom vanities in 
older houses are generally not well de- 
signed,” says Lidsky. “Even a tiny vanity 
can accommodate a rollout in the bottom 
that will pull the contents forward so you 
don’t have to fumble around on your hands 
and knees for cleaning supplies.” If you’re 
planning to install a large double vanity, 
consider using part of the interior for a pull- 
out laundry hamper. 

When replacing a medicine cabinet, con- 
sider a slightly deeper custom-made model. 
It can be partially recessed so it doesn’t 
protrude much farther into the room than the 
old model. And that extra inch or two of 
depth should provide storage for toilet tis- 
sue, saline solution and any other items too 
bulky for standard ready-made medicine 
cabinets. 

Efficient kitchen storage has come into its 
own in the last decade or so. Sylvia Devan, 
owner of Habitation Inc., a design and 
building firm in Palisades, N.Y., favors a 
shallow floor-to-ceiling cabinet partially re- 
cessed between the studs. “Even if it’s only 


eight inches deep, you'll be able to store an 
enormous quantity of canned goods and 
packaged food,” she says. “And you can 
use part of the space to hang a mop and a 
broom right in the kitchen.” 

Devan says she likes to “keep it simple. 
Use laminate for shelving so it’s easy to 
clean,” she suggests. And maximize cabinet 
space over the refrigerator and range by in- 
cluding removable dividers so you can store 
cake pans, trays and cookie sheets. 

New York City interior designer Nina 
Hughes points out that there is a wealth of 
available ready-made storage units that re- 
cess between the studs. These storage gems 
are particularly useful in tiny apartment 
kitchens. Hughes’s own personal favorite is 
an ironing unit that not only fits between the 
studs but can be concealed in the wall. The 
unit features an adjustable-height ironing 
board, room for a steam iron and a quart 
bottie of distilled water to fill it. It has its 
own electrical outlet and a light. Another 
favorite, a paper-towel dispenser, holds a 
roll of toweling and two smaller rolls of 
plastic wrap or foil. 


Storage Savvy 

@ Paint shelves in closets and bookcases 
with high-gloss enamel. Not only do flat 
finishes mar, but stored items slide more 
easily on slick surfaces. 
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@ Choose adjustable shelving that can be 
shifted as your needs change. 

® Too-deep shelves can be just as trouble- 
some as those that are too shallow. 

@ Cover %-inch wooden dowels with felt, or 
buy black rubber dowels for hanging scarves 
and ties. Silky fabrics won’t slip off as they 
do if you use acrylic or metal rods. 

®@ Adding a closet is cheaper than building 
custom cabinetry. You can have a carpenter- 
built closet for as little as one tenth the cost 
of made-to-order cabinetry with comparable 
storage space. 

@ Be aware that the dividers on some wire 
closet-organizing systems prevent hangers 
from sliding easily along the bar, a potential 
inconvenience for small children, the elderly 
or anyone with arthritis or stiff joints. 

@ Large bin storage, such as you'd find in a 
window seat, tends to collect clutter. Use 
such spaces for large items needed only on 
occasion, such as extra bedding, holiday 
decorations, a picnic basket. 

No matter what your particular storage 
needs, some careful planning as you begin 
your remodeling project will yield years of 
added convenience. @

WHERE THERE’S A WILL 
THERE’S A WAY 
TO INCREASE STORAGE 


“Every home has room for more storage,” 
writes architect John S.M. Hamilton tn his 
book The Working Woman's Dream House 
(Betterway Publications, Inc., $14.95). “It 
is either found or created.” 

“With pen and pad in hand,” he suggests, 
“check every room, closet, nook and cranny. 
List areas with potential for more storage, 
no matter how slight the potential. You wiil 
be surprised how long the list becomes.” 


Storage Surprises 

Hamilton, too, considers nonsupporting 
stud-wall partitions ideal areas for adding 
storage. “An example of ‘found’ storage for 
small items is the space between the studs,” 
he writes. “An example of ‘created’ storage 
is an increase in the depth of a stud-wall 
partition to create storage wall cabinets.” 

“I do not advocate using a bearing wall 
for this purpose,” the architect cautions. 
“Use a nonbearing (nonsupporting) wall, and 
never cut through one of the studs.” He also 
advises making sure there are no plumbing 
lines or electrical wires within the wall you 
plan to devote to new shelving. If you don’t 
know, be sure to request help from a pro. 
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Basement and Attic 

“The basement is a good storage area, but 
writes Hamilton. Or- 
“Whether you build 
shelving, cubicles, hanging racks, etc., or 
buy them ready-made, organize for maxi- 
mum storage in the least space.”

1. Temperature: An attic is likely to be 
warmer than a basement. “If the space isn’t 
well insulated and cooled,” warns Hamil- 
ton, “take care in what you store there.” 

2. Structure: Since attic floors are seldom 
built to support big loads, it is wise to con- 
sult an engineer or local building official 
before storing anything heavy.

One benefit of good organization is that you 
can always find things in a hurry. But, cau- 
tions Hamilton,

bin or shelf. You'll save time in the future.

“This is the best example of his 
work,” says Nicky Haslam, who leases the 
lodge from the National Trust. “It has been 
called his personal Trianon.” Although the 
National Trust places no restrictions on 
changing the interior of the lodge, Haslam 
has affectionately preserved the subtle wall 
colors, the intricately painted paneling and 
the beautifully detailed curtains just as 
Fowler had them. Fowler left most of his 
furniture to friends when he died in 1977, 
but Haslam has arranged his own in a way 
that adheres to the basic concept of the pre- 
vious owner. Fowler once told an interview- 
er: “What I wanted here was something ut- 
terly unpretentious, very comfortable, with a 
veneer of elegance and informality and the 
feeling that one can sit down anywhere with- 
out having to move a chair.”

uckily for Nicky Haslam, he had a number 
of 18th-century English Gothick pieces 
when he moved into the Hunting Lodge. 
Their small scale is just right for the small 
spaces. “You can’t use large furniture in any of these rooms,” he 
says. But equally suitable are their delicate painted finishes—so 
important to the fresh, airy feeling of English country style. From the 
beginning, in the late 30s, Fowler sought to bring a light-hearted 
spirit to rooms that had been dark and heavy. At a time when the best 
English interiors had been filled with mahogany and damask, Fowler 
introduced painted Regency pieces and blond Biedermeier. He used 
striped cottons in even the grandest rooms and urged his clients to 
strip their dark, polished floors. “And we must give some credit to 


those \merican women who helped reinvent English style,” says 
Haslam, referring especially to Nancy Lancaster, who worked with 


Fowler. “8eiore these women came along, people all over England 
were living in Neo-Georgan interiors.” >

he view of the garden is marvelous when the 

sun has gone off it,” says Nicky Haslam 

about what he sees from the garden room 

(above). “The beds are blue and white, silver 
and green, and they shimmer when the sun gets low.” The freestand- 
ing garden room, built by John Fowler just outside the hedges 
framing the formal lawn, has tall French windows opening to a view 
of the flower garden. “It was John’s favorite room,” says Haslam, 
who has furnished it more informally than any other. “Of course, no 
room in the house is very formal, but I wanted this to be the most 
country in feeling. When you walk right out into the garden, it 
shouldn’t be too much of a shock.” 

Behind the garden room stood a small potting shed that Haslam 
recently enlarged, putting on a glass roof, trellising the walls and 
installing cupboards and shelves for tools and plants. Now it’s his 
favorite place to serve dinner. In fact, Haslam likes to serve lunch, 
tea and dinner almost anywhere as much as he does in the Hunting 
Lodge’s tiny dining room, which doubles as a passageway. “A 
proper dining room can be a waste of space,” says Haslam. “It’s 
much more fun to have meals wherever you like.” The Gothick 
gazebo with white bench is a favorite spot for tea. HH

Rural Russian 


handcraft reveals a 
love of intricacy 
expressed in wood

n the northwestern province of Rus- 
sian Karelia, ornamentation was 
once raised to a high art. Nearly ev- 
ery surface is touched in some simple 
way, whether inside or outside the ample 
timber structures on the isle of Kizhi. 
These buildings were brought from nearby 
islands to be preserved in tribute to peasant 
ingenuity in this once isolated corner of the 
world. Even today, the journey from Len- 
ingrad is enough to keep this landmark off 
the itinerary of many non-Russian travel- 
ers. But the arduous trip rewards the visi- 
tor. The restored log homes, monasteries 
and small chapels at Kizhi form an indeli- 
ble image from the moment they are 
glimpsed across the calm lake waters. 

Carved and pierced trimwork, some as 
light as lace, was intended to enhance the 
play of light across the plain facades of the 
bulky northern homesteads. Through clev- 
er planning such houses combined perhaps 
a dwelling space, food store, workshop 
and agricultural shelter under one roof, 
yielding a covered space of up to 3,000 
square meters. Climate was a major factor 
in determining such a mix; work could be 
carried on without interruption during the 
bleak winter months. Houses were built 
with rooms lined up railroad-style under a 
long pitched roof, or in a square (called a 
koshel, or “purse,” house), like the one on 
the preceding pages. 

Two essentials always found a place in 
such houses: a large stove that was stoked 
daily, and at least one icon. Beyond these, 
cabinets and beds, benches and tables were 
as elaborate as the inhabitants could af- 
ford. That two of the pieces for the gor- 
nitsa, or “best room,” here (left and right) 
were made to order for the Oshevnev fam- 
ily attests to their prosperity. Sleeping at 
Kizhit was often consigned to benches, to 
the space atop the stove and to the floor 
nearby on straw mattresses, so that even 
possessing a bed was a sign of distinction. 
Diamond and crosshatch, as on the preced- 
ing pages and the trunk here, were popular 
woodworking and painting patterns. The 
rooms here illustrate the Russian propensi- 
ty for decoration, interpreted by means of 
wood tools, paint and stitchery in a territo- 
ry where resources were scant.

Scott bought “the Brocky” in 1963 and has since made only minor 
Se structural changes, turning the old animal shelters into additional living 
spaces. He has highlighted the rooms with a hearty mix of traditional Irish pieces. An 
interest in vernacular furniture led him to fill the long barn (opposite) almost entirely 
with local wooden pieces, and although it is a vast space, he has decorated it for 
warmth and comfort. A mid-19th-century patchwork quilt adds color and softness to 
the thick granite wall; iron chandeliers made in Dublin to Scott’s design visually lower 
the high wood-beamed ceiling. In keeping with the Irish sense of practicality, a 
scrubbed pine table serves a double purpose: a reversible top provides a clean side for 
dining, a paint-covered side for the artist’s work.

rench farmhouses have a wonderful mix of warmth 
and austerity: luxuriant herbs against rough stone, 
spriggy prints next to worn wood furniture. When we 
copy their brand of rich hominess—and we surely do—we 
are making a style decision; but at this hilltop vacation house 
in the Perigord region of the southern Dordogne, the look is 
natural, local and easy to achieve. The Dutch family of six that spends 
blissful holidays at this old mas reports that they live in a state of perpetual 
anticipation, thinking of their next visit.

pages. Such objects were at home in the 
Sister Parish sort of cozy room and in anoth- 
er sort of country room that came into being 
in the big barns and lofts people were mov- 
ing into. Folk art appeared then in spare 
modern spaces, sometimes with modern fur- 
niture, and instantly signaled hominess. 

In the past decade or so, country decorat- 
ing has spawned a dozen new magazines, 
changed the character of the home-furnish- 
ings industry, led to countless new business- 
es making and selling reproduction country- 
style ironware, wicker, textiles, brasses, 
ceramics. And the beat goes on. The peak 
has not come, because the style changes 
over the years while the appeal continues to 
hold. At HB we have been watching a par- 
ing-down trend take over as we lose the 
cluttered look that the earlier enthusiasm 
created. And we are now watching an inter- 
nationalism of our American country style, a 
movement so important that we have devot- 
ed this issue to its exploration. 

As we planned this issue we also planned 
a small seminar including several HB editors 
along with Dr. Arlene Kagle, a New York 


psychologist who is so attuned to the effect 
of decorating on people that she sometimes 
makes house calls to view the scene of the 
conflict. She lives in the country for the 
greater part of the week, loves country liv- 
ing and country style, and consented to ex- 
plore “Why we love country” with us. Ex- 
cerpts from a long discussion follow. 


JoAnn Barwick, editor in chief, House 
Beautiful: Country has been the favorite 
style of our readers for many years, so we 
are interested in exploring the deeper rea- 
sons that this style has had such longevity.

Dr. Ariene Kagle, Ph.D., psychologist: 
First | should say a couple of things. The 
reason I am willing to talk about this topic 
when a lot of my more conservative col- 
leagues are not is that I believe all behavior 
somehow describes a person. As in dreams 
all things are possible, well, how we dress 
and how we decorate also make a statement 
and reflect what possibilities appeal to us. 

Certainly right now country is a wonder- 
ful sensation. A lot of people obviously feel 
that a farmhouse is warm and cozy and 
morally good. We think of a farmhouse as 
full of good smells. Even if a couple are 
both out working eighteen hours a day on 
Wall Street, they want an old-fashioned- 
looking house or apartment where they 
would bake cookies if they had the time. 

I think of today’s big Victorian trend as 
part of country, and that is very appealing 
now because we see that long period as a 
time of order. It reminds us of families being

together, and we think about when it was 
safe for kids to get on their bicycles and ride 
down the street without an armed escort. 


JB: Don’t you think there is something else 
at work, too? Before women gained the con- 
fidence and autonomy we now have—and 
the pocketbook, too—we weren’t decorating 
for ourselves. We were going by the rules 
set by how other people perceived our 
house, including our mother-in-law, the 
minister’s wife, our husband’s clients or his 
boss. Women now have the confidence to 
act on the way they feel, and country is the 
nesting kind of style that we long for. 


Margaret Kennedy, executive editor, 
House Beautiful: But let’s remember that 
country comes in lots of flavors. When 
you’re in England, the country houses are 
very formal. Wilton House is a country 
house, and there is gilded furniture and other 
grand things to go with it, and yet it’s quite 
easy and comfortable. 


JB: The version of English country in our 
heads is one of informality, with the springs

coming out and the faded chintz. Those 
wonderful houses where they put their feet 
up and let all the six dogs lie on the sofas. 


AK; Yet there’s an Englishwoman almost as 
close to me as my mother, and when my 
husband and I went to England to buy what 
we Call a hutch and they call a dresser, she 
was horrified. She said, “We throw those 
things out.” I toid her I was planning to put 
this pine dresser in my formal dining room. I 
think if I had said I was going to meet the 
queen in sneakers she would have been 
equally appalled. I think that one of the 
things about American decorating is that we 
don’t have that real history. We love the 
idea “It’s from the past,” though we don’t 
understand exactly what the past was. So 
because we are free from that, we get to pick 
and choose. We get to put the pine hutch 
with the Queen Anne chairs. 


JB: Exactly. That’s what our international 
country issue is about. The kind of mix that 
we show and we love comes from our heri- 
tage. Since we are English and Norwegian 
and Irish and Russian, we feel very comfort- 
able about putting things together from our 
joint past. 


AK: But they're not from our past in quite 
the same way as the past of my English 
friend who might have a portrait of her

Elaine Greene, contributing editor/de- 
sign, House Beautiful: No, immigrants 
didn’t generally disembark at Ellis Island 
with their tables. 


AK: I am also very struck with country- 
house space and how people use it, what it 
does to intimacy and autonomy. Wrap- 
around porches, for example, allow you to 
be outdoors and indoors simultaneously, and 
you can be off in a corner and yet feel a part 
of the family. 


The sense of family is something a lot of 


people are moving toward—wanting both 
the time spent with husbands and children 
and other relatives, and also wanting a sense 
of the community, the larger family. It’s 
part of the appeal of country. 


JB: I think you’re right about the porch, and 
it’s like the big family kitchen our readers 
are so fond of, where there is an informal 
kind of togetherness. Someone’s cooking, 
and someone’s sitting by the fire and some- 
one’s doing homework nearby. 


AK: People need a certain amount of alone 
time and space, and they need a certain 
amount of together time and space. And a 
house has to be able to provide both. That’s 
what old Victorian houses had. People need 
to be with their children and away 
from their children. I’ve made 


home visits to patients to check these things 
out. When the space isn’t well organized for 
alone and together time and space, people 
can feel extremely uncomfortable. They can 
be literally on the verge of divorce and it has to 
do not with square feet but with organization. 


EG: Have you ever prescribed redecoration? 


AK: Absolutely; it can be helpful. I do a lot 


of work with couples and families. And if 


they are constantly fighting, you begin to 
pick it up: What are the space standards? 
And you go and look at it. One of the 
couples I went to see just had too many 
pieces of furniture in too small an apart- 
ment. The wife very much liked antiques 
and was constantly bringing more things into 
the home. They were tripping on the furni- 
ture, and the husband is six foot three. I 
know House Beautiful is saying comfort 
without clutter. That’s what I said, too. 


JB: Let’s return to country. Do you think it 
is going to linger as part of our life?

AK: I do. | think that the style encompasses 
an awful lot, from things you see at Winter- 
thur to the very simplest furniture. Who 
knows what will happen next to country. I 
think we may find, if we have this meeting 
again ten years from now, we will be dis- 
cussing how hippie style has infiltrated 
country—hippies did like real farms. It 
could be a glorification of hippie that will 
never include dirty. We’re going to forget 
that hippies never washed their hair. We 
might see Peter Max colors and large flow- 
ers. It wouldn’t be the choice of any of us 
who lived through that period. Maybe our 
grandchildren will pull out the nice part of 
the sixties. “Remember when it was loose? 
Remember when anything went? Remember 
when Dan Rather had long sideburns?” 


EG: My puzzlement about country is, why 
haven’t we always decorated this way? 
When I was first decorating in the fifties, 
everyone had either Danish modern or de- 
partment-store reproductions of English 
Georgian classics. We’d have been a lot 
happier with relaxed, cheerful, do-it-your- 
self, farmhousey American country. 


JB: What happened was that the wonderful 
antiques of Early American days were being 
reproduced in shiny cheap ways with noth- 
ing of the feel of the original antique. People 
reacted against it. And those brides without 
confidence were worrying about what the 
boss would think—but all that has changed

With a soupcon of French, a smattering of English, 
and a Scandinavian sensibility, we put together

merica has always prid- 
ed itself in being a 
melting pot, a place 
where different cultures 
and customs are com- 
bined.

seat they feel most comfortable in,” notes 
Crain. “It’s also a much less studied look.” 

The fabrics were also selected to foster a 
relaxed mood: taupe-and-white stripe for the 
sofa, green-and-white plaid for the uphol- 
stered chairs. The chintz on the sofa’s throw 
pillows—accents of taupe and green on a 
white background—ties the patterns togeth- 
er. Instead of another print at the window, 
sporty white sailcloth edged with cherry-red 
tape keeps the room trim. 

With such a restrained use of pattern, the 
accessories—large and shapely but just a 
few of them—stand out. “There isn’t a sin- 
gle cluttered surface anywhere,” observes 
Crain. “And that means you don’t have to 
push everything aside just to set down a 
glass or serving platter.” Indeed, it’s just

‘GOOD SPIRITS

legance, finesse and subtlety are admirable 
qualities in wine, but there are times— 
especially when the weather is cold—that 
call for rich, robust and generously 
flavored reds. The fine wines of Bordeaux 
and Burgundy, the aged bottlings of Rioja, 
complex California Pinot Noirs, and such 
lively reds as those of Beaujolais and 
Chianti all have their place on the dinner 
table, with appropriate food to set off their qualities. But thick 
soups, hearty stews and deep bowls of pasta are not meant for 





delicate nibbling, and the wines that accompany such foods 
should be equally warming. The best of these reds should have 
something more than just powerful one-dimensional flavors. 
Here are some interesting and varied choices from California, 
Italy and Portugal 


BOLD ZINFANDEL AND SIRAH 


Zinfandel is a European grape but an American creation. The 





California versions range from salmon-colored white Zinfandel 
to powerful, alcoholic portlike reds. The most attractive of the 
traditional red Zinfandels, and the ones that are most enjoyable 
with a variety of meals, are the medium-weight bottlings that 
emphasize the berrylike fruit and zest of this distinctive grape. 
These ripe, fleshy reds have an immediate appeal and make a 
nice change from the tannic austerity of so many Cabernet 

@ Sauvignons. And because Zinfandel has so much flavor, it

and can even partner such a highly seasoned dish as 
creole gumbo. Good examples at $10 to $12 come from 
Preston, DeLoach, Clos Du Val, Burgess, Dry Creek 
Vineyard, Kendall-Jackson and Quivira. 

Although the grape known in California as Petite Sirah 
is not the true Syrah of the northern RhOne, it can 
produce enjoyable reds nevertheless. Because the wine 
has a deep color and is full-bodied, it has long been 
used to add flavor to inexpensive anonymous blends. 
But a number of wineries market a varietal Petite Sirah 
that combines fruit, character and an intensity of taste 
that make this wine all the more suitable for cold- 
weather quaffing. Parducci, Louis M. Martini, Guenoc 
and Foppiano are labels to look for at $7 or $8. 


BRAZEN REDS FROM EUROPE 


The Nebbiolo grape achieves its greatest success in the 
Piedmont region of northern Italy and especially in the 
vineyards around the village of Barolo. The richly 
textured, concentrated reds of Barolo need both barrel 
age and bottle age to fulfill their potential, but the 
resulting complexity of flavors justifies the wait (and the 
price, which varies from $18 to $30 for most examples). 
The sturdy, austere bottlings of the past have largely 
been replaced by Barolos with more fruit and vigor, but 
there has been no sacrifice of size—these are still big, 
chewy wines. Dependable producers include Ceretto, 
Renato Ratti, Vietti, Pio Cesare, Contratto and Granduca; 
good recent vintages are 1985, 1983 and 1982. 


AMPLE AMARONE 


Valpolicella, produced north of Verona, is a pleasant 
red wine that few would describe as sturdy or intense. 
But there is a version of this wine known as Amarone 
(its full name is Recioto della Valpolicella Amarone) that 
is rich, opulent and long-lived, the result of the special 
way the grapes are treated. After picking, the bunches 
are left to dry for three or four months in a cool, dry 
atmosphere. The grapes dehydrate and shrivel, which 
increases the proportion of sugar in the juice and affects 
the taste. When this sugar-rich juice is finally fermented 
into wine, the result is a powerful, heady dry red with 14 
or 15 percent alcohol. Difficult to match with most 
dishes, Amarone is best enjoyed with pungent cheeses, a 
glass or two at a time. Bottles from Allegrini, Bolla and 
Masi can be found for $18 to $20; older vintages from 
Bertani may cost $30. 


POWER FROM PORTUGAL 


Not so many years ago, virtually all the table wines 
shipped here from Portugal consisted of two brands of 
rose. If Portuguese reds are not yet as well known or as 
widely available as those of Italy and Spain, the choice is 
increasing. For the most part, the reds are sturdy rather 








than refined, but they are enjoyable and also provide 
good values. Some labels worth looking for include the 
Dao of Grao Vasco ($5), Serradayres ($6), Quinta do 
Cotto ($10), Fonseca’s Periquita ($5), and the firm 
Cabernet-based Quinta da Bacalhoéa ($10). 

These reds represent a diversity of tastes but have in 
common a richness of flavor that makes them all the 
more welcome this time of year.

TOMATO TO WILD

When the frenzy of the season is such that 
even shopping by phone seems a chore, we 
suggest a simple pasta supper to restore the 
spirit. Somehow, when we curl up with a 
plate of pasta and a glass of wine, all seems 
right with the world. Here are some favorite 
sauces—five in all, counting variations— 
that are just right for any mood or menu. 
One pound of fresh or dried noodles is all 
you need for these delicious toppings. Cook 
the pasta on top of the stove while simmer- 
ing the sauce in oven-to-table microwave- 
proof porcelain.

BASIC TOMATO SAUCE 


Grated Parmesan cheese is the thickening agent 
in this sauce.

Make filling: Spread half the pinenuts and half 
the sliced almonds on a baking sheet. Toast in a 
preheated 350°F oven until lightly golden, about 5 
minutes; cool. Set aside 

In a medium bowl beat together egg yolks, 
sugar and flour. Slowly whisk in milk. Pour mix- 
ture into a nonreactive medium saucepan and cook 
over medium heat, stirring constantly, 3 to 4 
minutes, or until thickened. Pour resulting custard 
into a bowl to cool, whisking occasionally. When 
cooled, stir in toasted nuts and ground almonds. 
Set aside 

Make pastry: Into a medium bowl sift together 
flour and baking powder. Cut in butter until mix- 
ture resembles coarse meal. Stir in egg-yolk mix- 
ture with a fork until pastry holds together, adding 
up to | additional tablespoon cold water a drop at 
a time, if necessary 

On lightly floured surface, roll out two-thirds of 
pastry to an 11-inch circle and line an 8- to 9-inch 
fluted-edge flan tin. Brush edge of pastry with 
water. Fill with custard. Roll out remaining pastry 
to a 9-inch circle and cover tart, sealing edges 
well. Make two air slits in center of pastry. Brush 
pastry with egg white. Sprinkle with remaining 
almonds and pinenuts. Bake in a preheated 350°F 
oven 45 to 50 minutes, or until pastry and nuts are 
golden brown. Cool tart briefly before easing it 
out of tin. Dust with confectioners’ sugar and 
serve warm. Serves 6.

_] When did they make this style of furniture with all the brass 

trim? My small cabinet is made from a medium-colored wood 

with a beautiful grain. A friend told me that it was rosewood. 
—E.L.S. Sr., Hemet, Calif. 


Your cabinet is in the Regency 
style, which was popular from 1790 
to 1830. Britain had economic prob- 
lems because of the Revolutionary 
and Napoleonic wars during this pe- 
riod, so furniture designers made 
simpler, less expensive furniture. 
Carving, marquetry and very curved 
forms were “out.” Brass and 
glossy, grained woods like mahoga- 
ny, rosewood, amoyna, and zebra- 
wood were * The brass. grill- 
work in the doors was usually 
backed with a bright colored silk so 
the contents of the cabinet did not 
show. Rosewood is a name for wood from several tree varieties. It is 
lighter in color than mahogany and has black or dark purple graining. 
Furniture of the period was often low to the ground, which left the 
walls above bare for pictures and mirrors. Regency design was 
reintroduced in the 1950s and many reproduction pieces were made. 
If your cabinet dates from 1810 or so, it could be worth $2,500. If it 
is from 1950 it is worth $500.

Camille Fauré (1872-1956) worked in Li- 
moges, France, for over 50 years. He 
made enameled metal objects. Some of 
them had stylized floral designs, but the 
most desirable in today’s marketplace are 
the abstract geometric pieces like yours. 
Fauré is considered one of the great Art 
Deco enamelists. His work is often includ- 
ed in exhibitions of the best of Art Deco. A 
vase like yours is selling for over $5,000.

The gold anchor mark is one of the 
most copied porcelain marks ever 
used. In the nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries many figurines 
were made with a counterfeit gold 
anchor mark to fool the unsuspecting 
collector. The Chelsea factory of En- 
gland used the genuine mark in the 
eighteenth century. Their figurines 
were made of soft paste porcelain, 
which has a much softer look than 
today’s porcelain. Your example is 
well known. She is an eighteenth- 
century figure called “Abundance.” 
An authentic Chelsea piece of this 
quality is worth $3,000 or more. 

















My vase is 92 inches high. It is made of amber and gold and 
silver-colored glass. It looks like Tiffany glass. Can you tell me 
anything more about it? —M.H.A., Chalmette, La. 


Your vase is probably Loetz glass, made in 
Austria. Twenty years ago all gold iridescent 
glass was called “Tiffany” because he was the 
best-known maker of iridescent glass in Ameri- 
ca. We now know that many American and 
European glassworks made similar glass. Jo- 
hann Loetz purchased a glassworks in 1840; 
much of his famous glass was made by his 
widow after his death in 1848. The silvery color 
/ of the glass and the distinctive applied “drips” 
>. on your vase are typical of Loetz, not Tiffany. 
Prices for Loetz have been rising, and your vase 
ol is worth at least $2,000.

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Author Mary Emmerling’s best-selling 
books helped convert the whole nation to 
a country style rich in folk art 


ecently, when Mary 
Emmerling was at an 
antiques show to auto- 
graph her latest best- 
seller on country 
style, a fan ap- 
proached, clutching 
five different Emmerling books. “I just 
drove six hours to see you,” she said 





breathlessly. “You've changed my life.” 

So many followers of Mary Emmerl- 
ing feel the same way. Called the “Pied 
Piper of American Style,” she has cele- 
brated and popularized rural furnish- 
ings in seven style books. Emmerling 
has both fueled the country movement 
and become its brightest star. 

It started in the 1970s when Emmerl- 
ing, a design editor and mother, “didn't 
even know | had a style.” But she fell in 
love with folk art during repeated visits 
to the ground-breaking 1974 Ameri- 
cana exhibition at the Whitney Museum 
and began collecting it, redecorating 
her Manhattan apartment with her trea- 
sures. In crisp all-white rooms, the 
hutches, twig wreaths and yellowware 
bowls stood out like modern graphics. 


When pictures of her home were pub- 
lished in 1978, everyone opened their 
eyes to country style. 

“The white walls and white sofas did 
it,’ says Emmerling today. “Before, 
country was always dark and attic-y. But 
this was a fresh style people could live 
with.” And many chose to. 

In her first book, American Country 
(Clarkson N. Potter), published in 1980 
while she was decorating editor at 
House Beautiful, Emmerling showed 
readers how to put that look together. 
The book was an instant hit. Ten years 
later, it has sold 160,000 copies and is 
sull in print. Next came regional coun- 
try roundups, and this fall, American 
Country Classic will show how “grown 
up” the country style has become. 
“There are no more watermelons,” says 
Emmerling wryly. 

For admirers who can't get enough, 
Emmerling is licensing her own de- 
signs. JCPenney Sheets are available; 
leather goods and china are coming. 

“Over and over people ask me when 
the country ‘fad’ is going to die,” Em- 
merling says. “For me, it never will.’

Beautiful I have the enjoyable task 

of finding kitchens filled with in- 

teresting and innovative ideas. I 
have discovered in my scouting that every- 
thing these days is coming up country. Gone 
are the sterile kitchens once equated with 
efficiency. Now I’m happy to report that 
contemporary conveniences are blending 
with the charm of country for kitchens that 
are warm and inviting 

I have wonderful memories of my child- 
hood kitchen; it was the social center of our 
home, attracting a constant flow of friends 
and family. At large New Year’s Eve parties 
arriving guests would be ushered into our 
living room, but before the evening was 
over everyone managed to crowd into our 
kitchen. As my mother struggled to com- 
plete last-minute preparations she would 
marvel at the attraction that drew people to 
this room. 

Our kitchen had a center island with 
stools pulled up to one end and an expansive 
bay window with a water view. In it was an 
upholstered bench, a pine table and comfort- 


able chairs. My father kept an assortment of 
flowering plants thriving in the windows, 
and white-painted wooden cabinets with 
glass-paned doors and a cheery print on the 
walls added more warmth. But most impor- 
tant, the friendly atmosphere of my mother’s 
kitchen and her welcoming ways made ev- 
eryone feel immediately at home. 

My childhood friend Ginnie was one of 
the four million homeowners who decided 
the time was right to tackle enlarging her 
kitchen. She retained her original style, 
which I have always loved. Her shelves are 
filled with cherished pieces of majolica col- 
lected through the years. They are displayed 
among pewter chocolate molds in wonderful 
shapes that were once used by her grandfa- 
ther in his candy shop. She selected a red- 
and-white French toile for seat cushions and 
curtains. It looks terrific with the deep rich 
green of her ceramic countertops and lends a 
decidedly European flavor to the room. 

I remember when she was first married 
how excited she was to discover an antique 
deacon’s bench that was the perfect size for 
her old farm table. Now, accompanied by 
ladderback chairs, they have found a new 
home in the comfortable extension. When- 
ever I visit we seem to end up in this sun- 
filled room, catching up on each other’s 
lives and sharing memories. 

My New York City kitchen is consider- 
ably smaller. Its walls are covered in a small 
blue-and-white check, my first attempt at 
hanging wallpaper. Actually it looks pretty 
good if you don’t peer too closely, but I do 
recall getting paste on absolutely everything 
in sight. I painted the cabinets a matching 
French blue and accessorized with blue-and- 
white faience picked up during an idyllic 
vacation in the south of France. A collection 
of copper cookware hangs over my stove. 
Because space is limited, I have carefully 
planned my storage and my lighting, making 
sure my work surfaces are well lit. 

While I manage nicely in my compact 


kitchen I sometimes long for the luxury of 
something larger. I would have a fireplace 
with comfortable chairs nearby, where I 
would read the morning paper or peruse a 
new cookbook. French doors would lead out 
to an herb garden. Because I love to bake, I 
would include a pastry area with a marble 
surface, drawers for flour and sugar, and 
plenty of storage for mixers and other tools.

BRAITHWAITE OF 
ATLANTA IS KNOWN 
FOR INTERIORS THAT 
ARE CLEAN, CLASSIC 
AND COMPELLING

nce Nancy Braithwaite was known 
in Atlanta as “the one who does 
Deanne Levison’s windows.” Not 
as in washing windows, but as in 

designing window displays for Levison’s re- 
nowned antiques shop on bustling Peachtree 
Street. Braithwaite’s imaginative storefront 
scenarios—such as lengths of rope pouring 
from overturned pottery—captured the eye 
of many a passerby. One big-name Atlanta 
designer used to swear he’d wreck his car 
while ogling Braithwaite’s handiwork from 
behind the wheel. 

Fortunately no such catastrophe ever 
came to pass. And Braithwaite, as well as 
Levison, ascended into the realm of the big- 
ger and better. Today Levison, an Israel 
Sack consultant, is one of the country’s top 
American antiques dealers, and the interior 
designer has carved out a strong identity of 
her own. The women remain close friends 
and often work together; Braithwaite de- 
signed Levison’s booth at the prestigious 
New York Winter Antiques Show for years. 

“Functional, comfortable and spare” is 
how Braithwaite sums up her signature look. 
In an era of chintz mania and 10-pattern 
pileups, Braithwaite’s clean lines and quiet 
palettes are a compelling whisper above the 
din. Chrome yellow is her idea of a rowdy 
color, and the very thought of sentimental 
overload gives her the shivers. “So much 
decorating is overdone and omfortable,” 
Braithwaite says. “It is vitally important to 
know when to stop.” 

Some designers glory in 
color. Braithwaite’s knac!

line and the impact of texture. Classic 
Braithwaite means lots of rich neutrals, har- 
dy solid fabrics and bold but timeless shapes 
that tend to be overscale. She shuns clut- 
ter—actual or perceived. Fussiness rankles 
her. Consequently, the walls and floors of a 
Braithwaite room frequently go unadorned, 
although those walls and floors may them- 
selves be beautiful to behold. Wonderful 
objects, whether antique or newly made, 
provide the oomph when Braithwaite is or- 
chestrating. In short, Braithwaite rooms set 
off each object as a gallery does, but the 
results always feel like a home. 

“It’s important that each object you use 
have integrity—not necessarily something 
expensive, but of good design and quality,” 
she explains. And not too many of them: “If 
you have one important pin to wear on your 
dress, you put it where everyone can see it. 
But if you put on too much jewelry, you've 
ruined the dress.” 

Braithwaite’s eye for integrity has carried 
her far beyond her window-dressing days. 
Aside from offering services and design in- 
sights to a solid residential clientele, includ- 
ing some of Atlanta’s most visible movers 
and shakers, she designs industry show 





rooms, Office spaces, private parties and 
weddings. She has also designed an exhibit 
of antiques from Georgia for the Atlanta 
Historical Society. 

Braithwaite has an “unbelievable ability 
to make you see what she wants you to see,” 
says Deanne Levison. “Nancy doesn’t let 
decorating dominate the objects. The objects 
should dominate, and the background should 
remain the background. 

“She has spent a lot of time learning why 
this piece is better than that one, why the 
curve of this leg is better, why this one costs 
ten times more. She appreciates the fact that 
the things we deal with are authentically 
correct, and that’s something she honors.” 

Braithwaite’s sense of correctness extends 
to the architecture, too. Because houses 
rarely have architectural pedigrees, it is not 
unusual for her to start by suggesting some 
improvements to clients. 

Floors always top her list of priorities. 
She often prefers wooden floors for the dra- 
ma and richness they can impart to rooms, 
and she experiments with board widths, 
treatments and patterns. Stone and ceramic 
tiles figure in her scheme when they can

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enhance the room’s patina. Braithwaite rare- 
ly spoils a beautiful floor with a rug, al- 
though she will allow subdued, uniquely 
textured carpets and sisal matting in areas 
such as hallways and bedrooms. 

Verticality is a crucial component of 
Braithwaite’s style. She strives for the “tall, 
slim” look of classical architecture. This 
may entail moving walls, traying ceilings, 
heightening doorways or adding just the illu- 
sion of height with floor-to-ceiling cup- 
boards, columns or other focal points. 

Then she tackles details such as windows 
and trim. Raising window height invites 
more sunlight into a room, she notes, and 
full-length windows are always a bonus. 
Braithwaite insists that each room have a 
focal point, whether achieved architecturally 
by a fireplace or scenic window, or decora- 
tively by an art grouping, an important piece 
or an arresting furniture arrangement. Once 
the design wrongs have been righted, Braith- 
waite dons her decorator’s cap. 

Timelessness is the litmus test Braithwaite 
applies in decorating decisions. “We avoid 
what’s ‘in’ like crazy,” she says. “By the 
time you ve finished creating ‘the look,’ it’s 
out and you’re tired of it. We like classic 
furniture. Not trendy, gimmicky, here-to- 
day-gone-tomorrow pieces. Instead of creat- 
ing a southwestern room, for example, we 
like to use one or two southwestern pieces.” 

A favorite Braithwaite strategy for high- 
lighting objects is to remove all decorative 
pieces from the room and then meticulously 
reintroduce them one at a time. She’s also 
concerned with interior views—how a room 
looks when viewed from another room. 
Doorframes can serve as theatrical devices 
for creating vignettes out of fine furniture or 
dramatic artwork. 

Because of her ties to Levison and her 
own expertise in the field, Braithwaite 
sometimes favors American antiques, in- 
cluding lots of wicker along with the wood. 
She rounds out her rooms with custom-made 
pieces. Almost without fail, the scale of the 
furniture is big. “A lot of times Nancy uses 
furniture you think will be too big for the 
room,” her business manager, Joye Hirsch, 
notes. “But if you can squeeze it in the door, 
it’s not too big.” 

Function and comfort rate as strongly as 
beauty with Braithwaite. Although her 
trademark overscale chairs and sofas pack an 
aesthetic punch, they turn out to be wonder- 
ful places to read, nap or otherwise escape. 
Unlike many other designers, Braithwaite 
does not worry about camouflaging televi- 
sion sets. Since cabinets designed to hide 
TVs are usually open anyway, she typically 
encloses the set in a simple formica frame 
and accepts its presence. 


Not all of Braithwaite’s clients are inter- 
ested in or able to collect top-notch antiques. 
For that reason, the designer is a big believer 
in custom work. “If it doesn’t exist, Nancy 
will have it custom made,” Hirsch says, 
“and she loves doing that.” Papier-maché 
trays on new lacquered stands become cof- 
fee tables. Tea tins and hand-thrown pots are 
reincarnated as lamps. French floor tiles are 
transformed into tabletops. 

Braithwaite draws heavily on texture to 
provide continuity throughout a house. Not 
only does she dish up lots of real texture in 
the form of baskets, throws and other sur- 
faces, but she also likes the subtle texture 
given to rooms by special finishes on wails, 
floors and furniture. “Old and cruddy,” 
Hirsch calls the look. “Patina,” Braithwaite 
corrects her. 

Neutrals, ranging from luxurious ivories 
to taupes to deep charcoal grays, are Braith- 
waite’s first love. Occasionally she'll inject 
an accent such as a fiery-red paper sculp- 
ture, but traditionally she’s limited herself to 
no more than one or two colors, leaving 
shapes, textures and antiques to glory in the 
limelight. Spaces that require historical ac- 
curacy are sometimes the exception to her 
two-color rule. 

Fabrics are uncomplicated, too. “I love 
plain linen and plain cotton,” Braithwaite 
says. “I like to mix them with more expen- 
sive fabrics and put the expensive fabrics in 
the focal areas.” She is stingy with pattern, 
because “it confuses the eye.” The little 
pattern she does use includes historically 
correct prints, such as toile de Jouy, or an 
old-fashioned chintz that looks as if it’s been 
in the house for years. 

In addition to the new pastels creeping 
into Braithwaite’s swatch stacks, she’s play- 
ing with bolder fabrics like burlap. Her up- 
holstery materials feel as big and sturdy as 
the pieces they cover, but there is an unmis- 
takable softening and loosening up showing 
through in her latest work. 

“T almost always try to do what is not 
expected,” Braithwaite says. “For example, 
I'd hardly ever hang a picture over a fire- 
place.” But she might lean a framed picture 
against a bookshelf or wall. Or stack logs 
tepee-style in a fireplace. Or place a painted 
Baltimore-style child’s chair before the fire- 
place in an otherwise formal living room. 

Rarely does she choose exotic plants and 
flowers, preferring big bunches of a single 
species such as spray roses or Queen Anne’s 
lace—arrangements that look as if they came 
from someone’s garden. 

Ventures Levison, who understands how 
clients vary, “Nancy is not for everybody. 
You've got to be pretty sophisticated to un- 
derstand what she does.”

BIKING AROUND PUGET 
SOUND THROUGH OLD 
FARMS, SEASIDE TOWNS 
AND HISTORIC 
VILLAGES BRIMMING 
WITH VICTORIANA

rom the beginning it was clear to all 
of us that bicycle touring would 
make conventional travel hard to go 
back to. In our helmets and bicycle 

shoes, we looked and felt like adventurers, 

not tourists. Our conspicuous, cheery group, 
taking part in Bicycle Adventures’ tour of 
the Puget Sound, provoked smiles and 
waves from passersby. Everyone we talked 
to on our tour of Port Townsend, Whidbey 

Island, the San Juan Islands and Victoria, 

B.C., wanted to know how far we had gone 

and where we were headed. 

Our group of six women and two men— 
strangers at the start—had arrived early one 
afternoon at the Seattle airport. We were 
met by a big silver-gray van with rooftop 
bicycle rack that would go along with us— 
loaded with food, water and repair tools— 
every mile of the trip. “Supported” bike 
tours like ours are becoming more and more 
popular in the United States and Europe 
(some even go to the Far East), and they 
range from luxurious trips with an emphasis 
on top-notch accommodations and five-star 
restaurants to mountain bike trips on which 
travelers camp out at night. Our trip was in 
the middle range of creature comforts. 

Our first ride of the eight-day trip was a 
late-afternoon jaunt to test the bikes provid- 
ed for us. As we pedaled down the wide 
streets of Port Townsend, past gardens land- 
scaped a hundred years ago and dressed with 
picket fences and latticed arbors, residents 
waved to us from porches and yards. We 
pedaled past the magnificent, renowned 
Starrett House, built in 1889 and loaded 
with painted filigree. Next to it was a tiny 
Christmas-tree—green bungalow with a 
bright red door and window boxes. Its 
neighbor was a grand gray-blue Italianate

villa topped with a widow’s walk. Cottages 
and mansions were everywhere, and it ap- 
peared that each had a million-dollar view of 
Puget Sound and the distant peaks of Mount 
Baker and Mount Rainier. 

Pedaling around this picturesque north- 
west town, we saw Victorian detail every- 
where: decorative trusses and cornices, fini- 
als, spindlework, friezes, columns, and 
towers with conical roofs. Port Townsend, a 
boomtown that went bust in the 1890s when 
the railroad terminated elsewhere and 
dashed its hopes of becoming a major West 
Coast port, has been blessed with decades of 
loving restoration. Its abundant Victorian ar- 
chitecture glows again. 

The Ravenscroft Inn, which was our 
home for two nights, fits in comfortably 
with its imposing historical neighbors  al- 
though it is nearly new. Built in the Charles- 
ton single-house style, it has piazzas running 
the length on two stories, the perfect place 






for watching the sun rise over the water. 

After breakfast on the first day, served in 
front of the inn’s blazing fire, we cycled 25 
miles down the peninsula from Port Town- 
send, across two bridges and islands to the 
Fort Flagler State Park. From there we could 
look back across the water to Port Townsend 
perched on low bluffs rising from Puget 
Sound. We could see big redbrick buildings 
from the late 1800s lining the main street at 
the water’s edge and, up the hili, the ornate 
1892 courthouse with its 124-foot clock tow- 
er, which stands as a landmark to mariners. 

As she did each day, Sharon Trimble, our 
guide, sped ahead in the van to set up a 
picnic. This day she spread a_ proverbial 
groaning-board lunch with Black Forest 
ham, smoked turkey breast, assorted breads, 
fresh fruit, cookies and boilin s hot water for 
tea in Fort Flagler State Park 

We were not responsible for any detail of

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planning or operating the trip. Our only task 
was to pedal down smooth country roads, 
past breathtaking ocean views into historic 
forts ahd villages, following well-mapped 
directions. Ferry schedules, lunch stops, bi- 
cycle routes, inns—everything had been 
worked out in advance by Bicycle Adven- 
tures, and the only gear we carried was 
snack food and a spare inner tube. 

Ferry boats, which link the evergreen ar- 
chipelago of the San Juan Islands to Canada 
and the state of Washington, imposed the 
only deadlines. Starting at Port Townsend 
on the Olympic Peninsula, we made a loop 
with ferries, continuing on to Whidbey Is- 
land, San Juan and the Orcas Islands, then to 
Canada’s Vancouver Island and back to the 
Olympic Peninsula. 

Though Port Townsend, our first stop, 
was the most concentrated and spectacular 
of the Victorian towns we visited, we came 
to count on turn-of-the-century charm. Ev- 
ery day’s ride took us through historic vil- 
lages, past long-established farms and mani- 
cured seaside settlements. 

Seeing the countryside from the seat of a 
bike rather than through a car windshield, I 
was able to study my surroundings. Gliding 
past dairy farms and woodlands on Whidbey 
Island, I spotted a giant weathered barn in an 
untended field. I had time to notice that the 
design was unmistakably Dutch, and to 
think about the late-19th-century Dutch im- 
migrants from the Midwest who had helped 
settle this island. By day three of the tour, I 
had already decided there was no better way 
to travel than at a leisurely 10 miles per 
hour, with salt air in my lungs. 

I hadn’t started out quite so sanguine. | 
had looked forward to the sights, and I was 
eager to challenge my muscles. But I won- 
dered whom I would be spending the week 
with and how much togetherness would be 
required. And I wondered whether everyone 
else would be an aerobic wonder. 

When our group—from San Francisco, 
New Jersey, Oregon, New York, Chicago 
and Denver—gathered at the Seattle airport, 
I noticed that everyone looked fit, but I was 
comforted to find that most of the others 
spent their days behind a desk just as I did. 

Although some people in the group were 
experienced and energetic cyclists, no one 
was unduly competitive and I felt no pres- 
sure to perform. 

By the second night any fears I might 
have had about spending a week with strang- 
ers had vanished. Our dinner conversation 
was lively and interesting. By night four we 
were telling family jokes and planning our 
next vacation together. In a self-congratula- 
tory way, we agreed it was no wonder we all

got along. We were the kind of people who 
would choose a cycling vacation: easygoing 
folks with an adventurous spirit, no fussbud- 
gets afraid of breaking a sweat. 

That didn’t mean, of course, that some of 
us weren’t accustomed to city comforts and 
standards. When Sharon was briefing us on 
one day’s ride, she pointed out an optional 
trip up Mount Constitution on Orcas Island. 
“It’s about two thousand four hundred feet,” 
she said. Then one of the Chicagoans asked, 
“Could you tell us how many stories high 
that would be, so we could put it in perspec- 
tive?” I know a kindred spirit when I see 
one, and there she was. When it came time 
to take the turnoff for Mount Constitution, 
that city kid and I pedaled right on by so as 
to have plenty of time to explore the crafts 
shops in the next town. 

Though all the islands draw artists and 
craftsmen, we did most of our crafts shop- 
ping on Orcas, stopping at Orcas [sland Pot- 
tery, down a dirt road at the water’s edge, 
where functional stoneware and_ porcelain 
have been sold since World War II. 

After buying a heavy teal-colored platter 
glazed in finger-paint strokes, I discovered 
yet another advantage to having Sharon and 
the van along: I could deposit my purchases 
with her and pedal away parcel-free with an 
alert eye for more studios. And we found 
them: Glassblowers, silkscreeners, weavers, 
potters and painters populate the rural island 
and hang out shingles. 

Midway through the week we pedaled the 
length of San Juan Island to explore Roche 
Harbor, developed around lime quarries in 
the mid- to late-1800s. Today, hidden in a 
protected cove, the hamlet is a low-key re- 
sort anchored by the richly ornamented Vic- 
torian Hotel de Haro. 

From there we cycled back to Friday Har- 
bor, our headquarters on San Juan Island. 
Isolated by water and attitude as are most of 
the other island towns, Friday Harbor is 
satisfyingly weathered, showing just enough 
chipped paint to indicate that it is a place for 
real people instead of a postcard-perfect 
tourist destination. 

At the end of our trip we ferried through 
Canadian waters to Sidney on Vancouver 
Island. Passing through customs on our 
bikes, we pedaled along country roads past 
white picket fences and waterside cottages 
reminiscent of those in the Cotswolds. Our 
destination was the famous Butchart Gar- 
dens, a 50-acre showplace that has been 
drawing visitors for more than 80 years. 
Perhaps nowhere else in North America is 


the British passion for gardening expressed 
as heartily. A highlight of the week was 
gliding into those glorious gardens to join 
Sharon, who had spread our customary pic- 


nic in front of a tall stand of pampas grass, 
cosmos and marigolds. 

Traveling by bicycle left me‘feeling I had 
truly experienced the places we visited. I 
know the road and the smells, have felt 
damp early mornings, paid attention to road 
signs and landmarks, gotten myself lost and 
found again, and become convinced there is 
no better way to travel than on two wheels— 
as long as the support van is close behind. i

WAKING A SLEEPING BEAUTY 


A‘ HOUSE MAY, LOOK BAD AT FIRS? SIGH BUF 
SOMETIMES BENEATH LAYERS OF WRONG-HEADED 
“IMPROVEMENTS” LIES A WONDERFUL CHARMER 
WAITING TO BE RESTORED

he disguise was a good one: Few 
who saw the homely little house in 
Englewood, N.J., have 
guessed how it once appeared—or 


could 


how handsome it would soon look again. 
The problem was a familiar one. In the 80 or 
so years of its existence, the house on Jane 
Street had seen many well-intentioned but 
remodelings. The dining 
room was no longer beside the kitchen. The 


wrong-headed 


clapboard and other exterior detailing were 
obscured by drab cementboard shingles. 
Simulated-wood paneling, vinyl tile, layers 
of paint, and other do-it-yourself applica- 
tions obscured countless interior details. 

Marjorie Anderson, a book-publishing art 
director, and Richard Bennett, an architect 
with the firm Loeffler, Johansen, Bennett, 
bought the little house and carefully undid 
all the harm done to it over the preceding 
decades. Anderson and Bennett weren’t in- 
terested in a slavish, inch-by-inch restora- 
tion; the 1906 house had always been a 
modest dwelling. Yet the story is an almost 
perfect paradigm for the intrepid homeowner 
who perceives an opportunity beneath all 
those later layers 


Undoing What’s Been Done 
If you are determined, as Anderson and 
Bennett were, to undo the harm done to a 
house by too many remodelings, try to fol- 
low these guidelines. 
@ Discern the chronology. Just because it 
looks bad, don’t assume everything in sight 
is bad or is a later addition. Houses are 
sculptural essays that always reflect changes 
made by the people who have lived in them. 
Understand that five minutes after you move 
into a house, you've changed it by your very 
presence—so 5 or 25 years later, thousands 
of things are different 

Before starting any program of renovation 
or restoration, do a top-to-bottom study of

the house as a whole. Try to learn what 
happened, in what sequence and why. A 
second street entrance may mean an attorney 
once practiced at home; a bedroom over the 
garage may mean Granny lived there. 

®@ Find the finest work. This is a corollary 
to the first rule. It isn’t an issue of when but 
a matter of how well. There is nothing sacro- 
sanct about the oldest parts of a house unless 


they are extremely well crafted or made of 


superior materials. Most likely, some as- 
pects of different remodelings at different 
stages will be worth saving. 

®@ Remove what doesn’t belong. Call it the 
“removal rule” if you wish, but it 1s usually 
a good one to follow when approaching an 
extensively remodeled older house. Once 
you have distinguished the good-quality 
work from the bad, you can make some 
decisions about what has to be saved and 
what can be shipped off to the landfill. 

® Don’t repeat mistakes of the past. You are 
eager to obliterate that ill-conceived, sec-

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renovation the last owner did, 


ond-rate 
right? Don’t forget that bad renovations gen- 
erally fit into two categories: those perpetrat- 
ed by people whose primary concern is sav- 
ing money and those done by people with 
blinders on—homeowners who never con- 


sider the overall impact of the changes they 
want. Make sure you don’t fall victim to 
some of the same thinking. 

The misplaced-thrift: category includes 
renovations in which second-rate materials 
are used or the owners—whether skilled or 
not—insist on doing the work themselves. 
Using the most costly materials doesn’t 
guarantee success, of course; on the other 
hand, second-rate goods and an untrained 
eye usually do produce a shoddy result. 
When buying materials or labor, consider 
what seeming savings can mean later. 

Blindered thinking is a matter of igno- 
rance: Making changes that don’t suit the 
existing house is another route to.an unsatis-

Working 
with materials or proportions unsuitable to 
what is there may undermine what you are 
trying to do. 

@ Make it suit your style. Don’t minimize 
what you need and want. Consider carefully 
what you have to undo, but make sure your 
needs are met, too. 


Home-Buying Caveats 

If you are buying an extensively remodeled 
house and expect to return it to a semblance 
of its former quality, beware. Not every 
house can, at reasonable cost, be stripped 
and refitted. Inspect the house thoroughly 
before writing that binder check. 

Look at the original details. If the house is 
more than 50 years old, it almost certainly 
has some original details of quality. Perhaps 
it is the banister. Or a cornice in the dining 
room. Or fine millwork, such as doors, win- 
dows or kitchen cabinets. 

However, if the moidings are all small 
and lacking in profile; if the doors are all 
unpaneled veneer; if replacement windows 
are arranged in a strange, asymmetrical pat- 
tern and clash with the geometry of the 
house; if the kitchen cabinets are of some 
characterless plastic finish with hardware 
best suited to the era of Beaver Cleaver, then 
the chances are that much—perhaps too 
much—remodeling has been done and all 
the original good detail has vanished. 

More often, as was the case with the 
Anderson-Bennett house, almost everything 
is still there but buried under an accretion of 
layers. But if the best of the original detail is 
gone, think twice about your purchase. 

Remember as you look that sometimes 
what you are looking for is right under your 
nose. Anderson and Bennett found the origi- 
nal brick hearth buried in the kitchen, and 
the original bathroom sink, complete with its 
(working) faucets, in the backyard. It was 
standing on its very own pedestal, the most 
popular birdbath in the neighborhood. 


Discoveries to Be Made 
@ The exterior. “Studying the house, we 
had a really strong indication of what it 
could look like,” says Richard Bennett. 
“But still, I took the shingles off with trepi- 
dation.” He uncovered good news: The sid- 
ing beneath it was in remarkably good con- 
dition. “Apparently it was saved by its 
cementboard shell for about forty years.” 
The original siding was also a good deal 
more intricate than the couple had realized: 
There were corner boards, trimwork includ- 
ing a range of decorative shingle patterns on

© The kitchen. Inside there were other finds 
as Anderson and Bennett sought to eliminate 
the residue of intervening remodelings. 
Wanting to reconnect the kitchen to the din- 
ing room, they probed the connecting wall 
and uncovered an old doorway. Bennett also 
found the original archway between the liv- 
ing and dining rooms, its framing complete, 
buried beneath later wallboard. 

On another wall, the remains of a brick 

hearth were found. Bennett and Anderson 
discovered crumbling bricks and mortar be- 
hind fake wood paneling, once part of a 
serviceable chimney for a wood cookstove. 
Together with beaded wainscoting and other 
trim, the restoration of the brick hearth gave 
the kitchen a period touch. 
@ The finishes. Elsewhere in the house, as 
many as four layers of flooring, vinyl tile 
and other coverings were removed. “The 
living room was the worst job,” says Ander- 
son. “The vinyl tile was glued directly to the 
floors. To avoid gouging these floors, we 
used a propane torch and a scraper. It took 
weeks.” Yet the result was worthwhile. Un- 
derneath were handsome pine floors that had 
a dark, mellow color when sanded. Beneath 
thick yellow paint, the staircase, with its 
beautiful oak baluster and newel posts, was 
found to have an enduring elegance. 

Lighting changes, too, made a significant 

difference: The fluorescent fixtures in the 
kitchen were removed and replaced with re- 
cessed lights. Throughout the house, period- 
style fixtures, bought new and at salvage, 
were also installed. 
@ Other discoveries. The owners made 
their principal structural change upstairs, 
cutting into the attic to add a cathedral ceil- 
ing in the bedroom. “The old master bed- 
room had a claustrophobic feeling,” says 
Bennett, pointing out the eave walls on two 
sides of the room. They redid the bath, too, 
removing vinyl floor covering and the plas- 
tic shower enclosure. They even restored the 
garage, having found it was a Sears, Roe- 
buck kit building with a plaque on the door 
that included the Sears catalog number. 

One day they found a handful of Indian- 
head pennies on top of a girder in the cellar, 
a reminder of earlier lives lived in the house. 
This, no doubt, was back before any major 
renovations had even been contemplated. @

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Replace a lawn 
with a meadow 
that rarely needs 
mowing and 
gives you 
wildflowers in 
bloom from 
spring to fall

If you take seed-mix packages at face value, 
you might think there’s nothing to growing a 
meadow. Products named “Meadow-in-a- 
Can,” “Scatter ‘n Grow” and “Ready, 
Shake, Grow” make meadow growing seem 
easy. A meadow garden actually may be the 
easiest type of “flower garden” to create, 
and it does require less time to maintain than 
a lawn. But if you’ve ever sprinkled seeds 
on the ground in hopes of having a field of 
blooming wildflowers, you know how futile 
such efforts can be. Establishing a meadow 
planting takes diligence, but once done, it 
will get by with little care: occasional water- 
ing and one annual mowing. 

A meadow is a field left to grow natural- 
ly—as wildflowers, hay or tall grass. In 
nature, a meadow is a forest’s first step in 
appropriating open land. After the seeds of 
grasses and “forbs” (nongrass herbaceous 
plants) take hold, tree and shrub seedlings 
grow up through them, shading out the 
smaller plants. Eventually a woodland ap- 
pears. To halt this process you have to mow 
the meadow or pull out the woody plants. 

You don’t need a huge backyard to have a 
meadow. It can be 10 feet square, contained 
perhaps by a simple mowed border or a 
split-rail fence. I’ve also seen front yards 
converted from lawn to meadow, but this 
can be troublesome: some neighbors may 
object, and many townships have ordinances 
limiting grass height. Check local restric- 
tions and make sure to share your plans with 
people on the block. 

Sowing a meadow 1s a lot like starting a 
lawn. When buying a prepackaged seed 
mix, be sure to read the label. There are 
blends created for every climate and soil 
condition in the country. A good mix will 
cost about $8 an ounce, enough seed for 250 
square feet. 

Make sure the blend you buy includes 





annuals as well as perennials. The reason: 
Perennials can take up to three years to 
bloom—and to become established enough 
to crowd out unwanted plants. Annuals, on 
the other hand, will bloom the first year, and 
many reseed in place to bloom year after 
year. No matter what blend you buy, I rec- 
ommend enriching it with more annuals— 
California poppies, corn poppies, bachelor 
buttons, cosmos and calliopsis—so you have 
a substantial display from the outset. 

Be aware that although some prepackaged 
mixes contain inert seed-hull filler for easier 
spreading, others contain up to 90 percent 
grass seed—a cheap way to extend expen- 
sive seed. You may design a field of flowers 
but end up with a two-foot-tall lawn. 

Prepare your site as you would for a new 
lawn. The ground must be turned over, or at 
least scratched so it is open to accept the 
seeds. If you have time before planting, 
water the ground to encourage weed seeds to 
germinate. When seedlings sprout, turn the 
soil over or rake them out. 

Before sowing your meadow, test the 
soil’s acid content (use a soil-testing kit 
from the garden center); add ground lime- 
stone as needed, following package direc- 
tions. Broadcast the seeds by using a lawn- 
seed spreader or by casting them evenly over 
the open ground. Rake, then water. Keep 
the soil wet until seeds germinate and plants 
are at least two inches tall. 

Many homeowners mow their meadows 
in autumn, right after the first frost. But J 
like the look of the brown, gold and tan 
plants swaying in the breeze. My choice 
would be to mow in spring, before new 
plants emerge. A heavy-duty power mower, 
which you can rent, may be needed. When- 
ever you mow, consider cutting a path 
through the meadow to give you continual 
access to the wildflowers—to pick for in- 
door decoration or just to enjoy in nature.

windows the Jansens found in Somerset. The transported windows 
look out toward mountains and, with their delicate veining, provide a 
welcome contrast to the heavy dark furniture and beams. Not surpris- 
ingly, the space is a favorite for dining. “It’s wonderful to sit in there 
and listen to the rain on the roof,” says Shirley. 

Though the Jansens had the architectural reconstruction planned 
and had a good knowledge of English antiques, they. still needed 
someone to pull it all together. The task fell to Santa Barbara interior 
designer Ann James. Explains Shirley: “It’s easy for a house with all 
this dark wood and brick to become dreary and fusty. That was Ann’s 
job—to keep the fusties away.” In the kitchen, admits Ann, it was an 
easy task. “The orangery cried out for big chairs and a table. A settle 
was natural against the one wall, and blue and white were the obvious 


Once 
the decorator had identified their needs, the Jansens set off for 
England to look for pieces of furniture to suit Ann’s suggestions. 

In Yorkshire, they discovered 19th-century Windsor chairs for the 
orangery. The chairs had just enough height and weight to hoid their 
own in the large, open space. A gateleg table with a Biblical tale 
carved in the top made an ideal side table. When just the right piece 
couldn’t be found, the Jansens had it made in England from their own

The kitchen of a Spanish colonial—period house honors

Z s eflecting a native culture influenced 
by a succession of invaders, Mexi- 
can houses are a mosaic of texture 
and color, a creative mix of simple 
forms and lively wit. This kitchen is 
in Cuernavaca, part of a 17th-centu- 
ry house filled with heirlooms that 
reveal generations of family—and

cabinets he helped revive 


harles Smallbone, founder of Smallbone Kitch- 
ens, has always been resourceful. “When the 
British Civil Service wouldn’t give me a job, I 
realized I'd have to work for myself,” he says. 
So he set about renovating and dealing in an- 
tiques, then teamed up with Graham Clark to 
establish a kitchen company in 1975. 

Smallbone’s first design, which he called “the Old Pine 
Kitchen,” was an immediate and brilliant success. In contrast to 
slick kitchens with built-in laminate units, this Smallbone kitch- 
en offered a rustic look combining traditional elements with 
modern labor-saving equipment. People loved the idea of a fitted 
kitchen with a country style, he recalls. (Fitted is the British 
term for built-in cabinetwork.) 

At first, all Smallbone kitchens were made from reclaimed 
pine, weathered and seasoned for over a century. Later they 
were available in oak, chestnut or hand-painted pine. Next came 
the innovative Unfitted Kitchen, a Johnny Grey design that 
marked a return to an earlier type of kitchen composed of 
freestanding pieces of furniture, each with a specific task. Nei- 
ther hi-tech nor strictly traditional, it combines a pleasing sense 
of texture with logical, thought-through practicality. The con- 
cept sparked another revolution in contemporary living. 

This is an Unfitted Kitchen in the Smallbone family’s home in 
the Foret du Dom national park area near St. Tropez in the south 
of France. With solid-ash cabinets, and cupboards and corner 
oven painted terra-cotta and turquoise, the kitchen is sunny and 
stylish. “It’s very Mediterranean,” comments Smallbone. 

“When we launched the Unfitted Kitchen,” he recalls, “it 
took a while to catch on. People had been brainwashed into 
thinking there was no alternative to built-in cabinetwork. But 
there’s far greater flexibility and a more spacious feel to an 
unfitted kitchen. The concept recognizes that people have their 
own ideas about the way the room should be arranged and how it 
should work. We made it easier to create a personal look.” The 
chunky cabinets appear imposing but not overwhelming, and the 
design unites the elements in unfussy harmony. The feel of such 
a room is practical and farmhouse-comfortable, and pieces can 
assume virtually any regional look the surroundings dictate.

n Smallbone’s kitchen (plan below), some work units are 
capped by teak or granite. An end-grain chopping board 
tops the island unit. The floor is laid with Paris Ceram- 
ics’ antique Parrefeuille floor tiles (available from Small- 
bone showrooms), whose mix of colors works with the 

painted cupboards and clear wood finishes. 
Charles Smallbone is now focusing on kitchen tiling. 
“There’s so much potential design scope,” he says. And during 
his leisure time, he surveys with pride his own Unfitted Kitchen. 
“It may sound like a cliché,” he says, “but my kitchen is the heart

uzanne Varney is a warm, frank woman with 

a playful imagination, and the notion of being 

the subject of “A Room of One’s Own” held a 

special appeal for her. “Being single again 
after a twenty-year marriage, I had to reinvent my- 
self,” she told us, “and I had to create a center for 
tranquillity and renewal. That’s what I use my bed- 
room for.” As president of Carleton V, a New York 
fabrics and wallcovering firm, Varney (above) leads a 
busy city life. She is also the mother of three sons and 
had always made her bedroom a family gathering 
place. Now, with only one teenage child still at home, 
she has redecorated the room for herself—as pretty as 
she pleases and filled with favorite objects. 

This is the first blue bedroom Varney has lived in.

fabric, put down wall-to-wall floor covering and hung 
the windows and bed lavishly.” 

Helping Varney was her friend Emma Eckelberry, a 
decorator who owns a shop in Millbrook, N.Y. Here 
Eckelberry sells decorative objects and runs a work- 
room offering the same kind of drapery and furniture 
treatments she installed here. The head of the work- 
room is a Frenchman with a gift for dressmaker details 
such as the smocking on the chair cushions to the left 
of the pyramidal bookcase (below, right). 

When Varney describes her workday mornings, it is 
easy to see how successful she has been in the pursuit 
of tranquillity. “I see my son off to school at seven- 
thirty, fix a tea tray and bring it back to bed with the 
paper. After a while I close my eyes and meditate until 
it is time to get up—ready for anything.” HH

An Atlanta designer 
honors a local manoir by

The austere, symmetrical facade, tall 
French doors with heavy shutters 
downstairs, a shingled hip roof, and a 
paved courtyard that sweeps right up to 
the building are authentic details that give 
this Atlanta house (above) its French look.

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t's not France, but it certainly looks 
like it. In fact, the stucco house with 
tall French doors and a courtyard 
paved with cobblestones gives visitors 
a jolt. Nothing in the Atlanta neighbor- 
hood they have just driven through pre- 
pares them for the old-world details 
and atmosphere. The owner, a born and bred 
Georgian whose business takes her to France 
several times a year, was so enchanted when 
she saw the house for the first time that she 
decided to buy it even before going inside. “As 
we drove up the driveway I told the real estate 
agent, ‘If this house has a working kitchen, I'll 
take it,’ ” she recalls. Interior designer Nancy 
Braithwaite’s first reaction was similar. “I sim- 
ply gasped,” she says. “The bare bones are so 
beautiful. The house looks as though they built 
it in the nineteenth century rather than the 
1960s, and it was exciting even before we be- 
gan to decorate.” 

Braithwaite’s simple, pared-down decorating 
focuses on the beautiful bones of the rooms 
rather than on what is in them. Following her 
dictum that clutter and pattern distract the eye 
whereas spare arrangements allow everything to 
stand out, the designer used simply shaped, 
dramatic furniture, neutral colors and plain fab- 
rics. Large-scale furniture and accessories are 
essential to the effect. “Not California big,” 
says Braithwaite, “but big enough to have an 
impact. That’s how you avoid clutter. If every- 
thing is powerful enough to stand on its own, 
you can use fewer objects—without adding lit- 
tle bits and pieces. But,” she adds, “it takes a 
long time to learn this. Sometimes people start 
out with things that are too small.”

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fter first-time visitors get

waite lined the rooms on the first floor with mysterious, 
shadowy “noncolors” as she calls them, painting and glaz- 
ing walls and woodwork in rich grays. “I like to keep the 
flow of color consistent,” she says, “although I vary the 
shade from room to room, from walls to woodwork.” 
Braithwaite thinks that using the same color is especially 
important in a house like this, where style and spirit are 
consistent throughout. “If a house is nondescript, you 
might need to play decorating tricks and make all the rooms 
different, but here, the vistas from room to room are more 
dramatic in the same palette,” says the designer. 

Braithwaite, who likes consistency in materials as much 
as she does in color, used simple, inexpensive linens and 
cottons all over the house. Curtains in almost all the rooms 
are organdy with various bandings, and all are simple 
pleated panels designed to emphasize the height of the 
windows. In fact, Braithwaite calls verticality “the critical 
ingredient of decorating,” and emphasizes height wherever 
she can. “When you use something as tall as possible, it 
establishes a new line of vision and pulls up the whole 
room,”she says. The canopy bed (following pages) is a 
good example of this. >

By SUSAN ALLEN TOTH 
think I want something like an En- 
glish country cottage,” I said 
thoughtfully. “Very cozy. Cute.” 
My husband, a modernist architect, 

nodded. We have been married long enough 
that I knew how to interpret that nod. Mod- 
ernist architects do not, of course, design 
English country cottages, or anything 
“cute.” But James’s nod meant “I know 
what you want; I'll take it from here.” 

As soon as we bought a wild, wooded 
piece of land high on a Wisconsin bluff 
overlooking the Mississippi River, I began 
dreaming about a weekend house where I 
could walk, think and write. I did not want 
an actual English cottage. Fake Tudor would 
have looked plenty weird in the middle of 
Wisconsin farmland, not to mention what 
midwestern winters would do to thatching. 
But I envisioned a house that would nestle 
unpretentiously into its site, a retreat that 
would be both sheltering and welcoming. 

Although we did not argue about the 
shape and plan of Wind Whistle, we did 
each have different (and initially unshak- 
able) passionate desires. That may be one 
definition of marital compromise: making 
respectful room for each other’s obsessions. 
My main one was my study. “I want to be 
absolutely alone,” I specified. “Do you 
think maybe I could have a separate little 
one-room building somewhere else on the 
lot?” I was again thinking of something En- 
glish, the kind of small outbuilding that is 
sometimes called a “folly.” 

James patiently explained that our lot 
wasn’t big enough for a folly, and besides,

very expensive. “Okay,” I said graciously.

Sheets give us what we all crave—high-style 
decorating fabric on a shoestring budget 







ou’ve probably heard it all 
before—that sheets are the 
most manageable and least ex- 
pensive of decorating materials. 
But what you may not have heard 
about is the amazing range of choices avail- 
able today, from bold, bright patterns to 
tender melting florals, from sophisticated 
stripes in subtle shades to coordinating 
checks and plaids. As manufacturers look to 
architects and fashion designers to create 
new patterns, sheets become even more so- 
phisticated and colors even more elegant— 
like the white-rose-and-trellis sheets in this 
living room, designed by award-winning ar- 
chitect Robert A.M. Stern for Martex. 

One thing about sheets hasn’t changed: 
Decorating with them is still a great way to 
experiment, to try out your wildest dreams. 
With these prices (sheets for sofa slipcovers 
here cost under $177), you can afford to 
make a mistake. You might experiment, for 





example, with roses in a formal 18th-century 
living room as we did here. Romantic florals 
are not always appropriate in a fine neoclas- 
sic room, but here they give a light-hearted 
look, and the soft gray-blues and whites 
don’t overpower the delicate colors of wood- 
work and walls. For the sofa use four queen- 
size flat sheets in the rose pattern, two twin 
florals for the window seats. Rose borders 
were used as chair skirts, with five solid 
queen flat sheets for chairs. 


pe To avoid too many flowers, cover 
chair cushions and backs in solid 
sheets, then use floral border as a skirt. 


pe Skinny welting in contrasting colors 
gives a finished look to chair covers. 


pe Don’t wash sheets before sewing. A 
crisp finish makes them hang well.

mages of white 
mansions, wide ve- 
randas and gardens 
filled with summer roses, 
Confederate jasmine and 
magnolias come to mind when 
we think of Natchez, Miss., the old- 
est settlement on the banks of the 
mighty river and site of some 500 restored 
antebellum houses. 

For author and designer Lee Bailey, 
Natchez also recalls childhood visits to Aunt 
Freddie’s and the good things that came to 
her table. In his most recent book, Southern 
Food (published in April 1990), Bailey re- 
turns to Natchez, this time on a culinary 
journey that takes him through a score of 
historic houses with romantic names like 
Elgin, Dunleith and D’Evereux. Here the 
mood is set for the book’s wealth of contem- 
porary menus that Bailey devised from old 
family recipes and traditional local favorites. 

Historically, this area’s cuisine “is essen- 
tially unassuming, based not on sophisticat- 
ed or complicated techniques but on great 
natural abundance,” Bailey explains. 
“When you are blessed with what appears to 
be an inexhaustible supply of ripening fruits 
and vegetables, game, river fish, and sea- 
food brought up from the Gulf, it seems 
almost inevitable that good eating is the fo- 
cus of practically every occasion.” 

With his customary flair, Bailey turns this 
bounty into tempting feasts that rely on un- 
complicated, sensible recipes—good news 
for those of us whose culinary repertoires 
are in need of freshening. These dishes are 
an inspiration. Some are long-standing fa- 
vorites—corn and oyster chowder for in- 
stance. Others, such as peach and meringue 
“shortcake” and black-eyed-pea salad with 
champagne vinaigrette, are new creations 
that draw on familiar southern foods. 

Most important, these recipes are good 
southern dishes that will work for you, no 
matter where you live. Bailey adapts dishes 
within the realistic limits of convenience and 
availability with no loss of authenticity. 
Hard-to-get ingredients (dewberries, any- 
one?) may be replaced by those that are 
more easily found (blackberries or strawber- 
ries). And when it makes sense, Bailey sub- 
stitutes one traditional element for another to 
create a new dish that preserves the spirit of 
the old. (Cat-head biscuits instead of rice go 
with creamed shrimp and chicken.) 

So cook up a hurricane. These recipes are 
sure to bring pleasurable feasting and are a 
fine introduction to the new glories of old 
southern cooking.

GOOD CHARDONNAYS FOR 
UNDER $10 FROM 
CALIFORNIA, FRANCE 
AND AUSTRALIA 


or many American wine lovers, chardonnay is 

a French word meaning classy white wine, 

and usually this is accurate. Not all 

chardonnay is created equal, but at its best we 

love a dry chardonnay for its rich, 

mouthwatering tropical fruit or apple or pear 
flavors along with layers of buttery character, toasty oak, 
nutmeg or citrus. Chardonnay has even acquired something of 
a healthy dining image, since it matches well with lighter 
dishes such as fish, simply prepared chicken, and non—tomato- 
sauce pastas. 

Not surprisingly, chardonnay has soared in popularity, and 
prices have followed, obeying the law of supply and demand. 
The world’s most-sought-after chardonnays come from the 
Burgundy region of France, and the top bottles offer a level of 
creamy, sensuous pleasure you wouldn't have thought possible 
in a white wine. The real shock, though, is in their price tags: 
$50 a bottle and up for Le Montrachet, $20 and up for a 
Meursault or Chablis. Even in California some producers 
commonly receive $25 for their best chardonnays. A bargain 
chardonnay is a good thing to know about, and there are still 
plenty of delicious bottles on the market for $10 or less. 


BEST BETS 


In America most of the bargain chardonnays come from 
California. This is a category so competitive that inexpensive 
wines made from premium varietal grapes are known in the 
“fighting varietals.” Chardonnays in the fighting-varietal 
ring go for around $5—$7, though there are some tasty wines 
that sell for somewhat less, such as Bel Arbors (nonvintage ) 
Chardonnay produced by Fetzer, Monterey Vineyards 1988 
Classic Chardonnay and Paul Masson 1988 Chardonnay 
“Vintners Selection.” 

Glen's 1988 Chardonnay offers bright, well-focused 
fruit, Glen Ellen’s so-called “Proprietor’s Reserve” Chardonnay 
for softness and fruit character; Bandiera’s 1988 
Chardonnay has some of the Carneros region’s tropical-fruit 
characteristics; and Fetzer’s 1988 Chardonnay “Sundial” 
provides nice body and a touch of richness. 

Spending $7—$10 will land you some very flavorful wines, 
including the full-flavored Kendall-Jackson 1988 Chardonnay, 
Vintner's Reserve; the round, fruity Raymond 1987 Chardonnay, 
California Selection; the floral, round La Crema 1988 
Chardonnay, California; the rich, broad-textured Christian 
Brothers 1987 Chardonnay; the bright, silky Estancia 1987 
Chardonnay or the forward, easy-drinking Chateau Souverain 
1988 Chardonnay. 
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The land that made 
chardonnay famous still offers 
quite a few affordable bottles, 
including those from the 
Burgundy area and south, in the 
region of Macon. From the $6— 
$8 range, try the Henri Meurgey 
1988 Chardonnay Bourgogne with its crispy acidity and 
fruit intensity; the fleshy, toasty Domaine Henri Burger 
1986 Macon-Villages; the fruity B&G 1987 Chardonnay 
“St. Louis”; the firm, clean-finishing Mommesin 1988 
Chardonnay “La Chantée”; or the smooth Louis Latour 
1987 Chardonnay (from the Coteaux de |’Ardéche). 

Few chardonnays provide more luscious flavor than those 
from Australia. Among my favorites: the rich, floral-scented 
Lindemans 1988 Chardonnay, Bin 65; the toasty, flavorful 
Chateau Reynella 1987; the broad Montrose 1988 Chardonnay; 
the full-flavored Wyndham Estates 1988 Chardonnay, Bin 222; 
and the rich, fruity Len Evans 1986 Chardonnay.

PINK-GRAPEFRUIT SORBET 





Remove and discard peels from 3 large 
pink grapefruits. With a sharp knife cut into 
segments, making sure all white membrane 
and seeds are removed. In a 2-quart micro- 
wave-proof dish place segments in a single 
layer and freeze 3 hours, or overnight until 
solid. Microwave on defrost 2 minutes. 
Break up pieces; place in a food processor 
and pulse until finely chopped. Add 3 table- 
spoons honey and process until smooth. 
Scoop into bowls or serve on top of fresh 
fruit salad. For a spicy note, sprinkle with 
freshly ground pepper, if desired. Serves 6. 
Note. If not serving immediately, place in 
freezer.

So he designed a winding staircase that 
leads up to my study, which is the only room 
on that level of the house. When I am work- 
ing there I feel quite securely tucked away, 
because no one else has a reason to come 
upstairs.

Looking 
for the perfect place for his sauna, James put 
a ladder in my study that ends in a rooftop 
sauna just above. So my room is not com- 
pletely private. But as compensation, when I 
want to take a break from writing, I climb 
the ladder for a breathtaking river view. 

We also had very different ideas about 
color. I have always loved all kinds of col- 
or—except beige. When I married James, 
his house was an understated harmony of 
natural wood, beige-white walls, sandy car- 


pet, brown leather furniture and unobtrusive 
dark red accents.

SHRIMP AND CHICKEN 


You might substitute crawfish tails for the shrimp 
if you have them. 


Ys cup (1% sticks) unsalted butter 

‘2 cup chopped green onions, including some 
green tops 

teaspoon dried tarragon 

cups coarsely chopped chicken-breast meat 
cups thickly sliced fresh mushrooms 

cup chopped sweet red peppers 

cup dry white wine 

cups small peeled and deveined river shrimp 
(or any very small shrimp) 

tablespoons flour 

cups half-and-half, scalded 

Salt and freshly ground white pepper, 

to taste 

Dash nutmeg (optional)

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In a large saucepan melt 4 cup butter. Add 
green onions and half of tarragon. Sauté over 
medium-low heat about 5 minutes, until onions 
are wilted. Add chicken, mushrooms, red pepper 
and 2 cup wine. Increase heat to medium high 
and sauté about 5 minutes, until chicken is 
opaque. Add shrimp and remaining tarragon. Sau- 
te 2 minutes, tossing constantly, until shrimp turn 
pink.

When butter bub- 
bles, sprinkle flour over it and whisk to mix well.

Flavor with remaining 
Ys cup wine, salt, pepper and nutmeg. Continue to 
cook, whisking, 2 minutes. Do not let boil. 

© Meanwhile, bring chicken-shrimp mixture back 
to a simmer and add sauce. Season to taste. Serve 
hot on a split, buttered biscuit (recipe follows). 
Sprinkle with paprika. Serves 6 to 8. 


CAT-HEAD BISCUITS 


These are actually called “Carrie Bass’s Cat- 
Head Biscuits” whenever they are mentioned. 
2 cups all-purpose flour 
1% teaspoons baking powder 
12 teaspoons sugar 
4 cup solid vegetable shortening, cut into 
walnut-size pieces 
1 cup buttermilk 
Unsalted butter, melted 


oi In a food processor combine dry ingredients and 
shortening. Process until mixture resembles 
coarse meal. Add buttermilk and process, using 
pulse motion, until mixture is moistened. (This 
can also be done by hand, using 2 knives to cut in 
shortening.) Turn dough out onto a floured sur- 
face and knead lightly 3 or 4 times. 

Divide dough into 10 small pieces: roll and 
flatten each into a -inch-thick round (“about the 
size of the average house-cat’s head,” to quote the 
lady herself) and place on two lightly greased 
baking sheets.

In the 1850s the 
invention of 
malleable iron 
that could with- 
stand stress and 
vibration made 
it possible to 
bw lids arom 
bridges, build- 
ings and furni- 
ture. At’ the 
same time, peo- 
ple were becom- 
ing interested in 
gardens. Iron 
was a popular 
material for garden ornaments, including urns, fountains, fences and 
furniture. The “romantic” garden was designed with hidden paths 
and vistas. The rococo design of your chair was popular around 1870, 
usually in formal gardens. Cast-iron chairs are still being made in 
many of the old designs. Old chairs like yours can be worth $250 
each; the newer versions sell for about half as much. 





L] Does my old table have a special name? When was this style 
popular? —M.H., Thibodaux, La. 


You own a tavern table in the William and Mary style. In the 18th 
century rooms were small and furniture was kept near the walls. 
When food or drink was served in a tavern or a house, a small table 
was pulled out for the guest. Your table is more elaborate than most 
others because it has a drawer and a drop leaf. The wooden drawer 
knob, turned legs, straight stretchers and overall style were used from 
about 1700 to 1750. Your table was probably made in New England. 
The style has been copied many times. An 18th-century example is 
worth over $2,500.

A 
similar pitcher, marked with the 
name of the Herculaneum pottery of Liverpool, was made about 
1800. The value is well over $4,000.

EVERYONE'S 
FAVORITE GARDENER 


Vita Sackville-West’s glorious Sissinghurst is a must 
for American travelers, a wellspring of take-home ideas 


or most tourists, #e great 20th-centurv English garden 
is Sissinghurst in Kent, which Vita Sackville-West and 
her husband, Harold Nicolson, created in the 1930s and 
1940s. True, Gertrude Jekyll’s Munstead and Lawrence 
Johnston's Hidcote came first and undoubtedly influ- 
enced Sissinghurst’s White Garden, cottage plantings and progres- 
sion of outdoor rooms. Yet AMericans going to England with time 
to see just one garden almost invariably pick Sissinghurst 
One reason for Sissinghurst’s fame is our fascination with Vita 
Sackville-West herself: a nobleman’s daughter, best-selling novelist 
and intimate of Virginia Woolf. Another reason is that Sackville- 
West immortalized her garden in weekly articles written for the 
London Observer from 1946 to 1961 
Chatty, personal and sprinkled with literary allusions, the col- 
umns were read by gardeners and nongardeners alike. Sackville-

West offered careful observations (coronillas are scented by day, 
not by night), advice (to deter sparrows, scatter splintered phono- 
graph records, ‘preferably Bing Crosby”), likes (old Bourbon 
roses) and dislikes (terra-cotta-colored pots). Always mindful that 
her readers would have humbler resources than her own, Sack- 
ville-West shared ideas that could be adapted by modest cottagers. 
And they often were 

Selftaught gardeners, the couple (he did the design; she, the 
plantings) never considered themselves anything but amateurs. 
They stuck by a few firmly held principles: Plant informally within 
a formal plan. If a plant doesn’t work for you, “hoick it out” 
Choose old, familiar flowers over new, exotic Ones. And experi- 
ment, experiment, experiment. These guidelines and the glorious 
garden itself, now maintained by the National Trust and attracting 
166,000 visitors last year, continue to inspire us all. @

tereotypes that describe parts of our 

country are romanticized versions of 

reality and they enrich our national 

personality. Think of Texas—larger- 
than-life exuberance as well as 10-gallon 
hats. Or southern hospitality, midwestern 
small-town friendliness, the creative energy 
of New York City... 

And then there is California, which is on 
my mind at the moment as we finish a 
special California Style issue conjuring up 
the image of wonderful free-spirited Califor- 
nians breaking the rules and inventing their 
own versions of the good life. 

How do we picture the stereotypical Cali- 
fornian?

Some of those California ideas will blow 
right over our heads and out to sea, but some 
will surely take root. Many already have. 
The hot tub on a deck in Cape Cod; the stand 
of bamboos in the living room of a Chicago 
skyscraper apartment; the all-year garden 
rooms that are popping out behind and be- 
side suburban houses everywhere; the natu- 
ral rattan, reed and wicker furniture once 
relegated to the porch but now designer liv- 
ing-room furniture—these are successful 
California lessons wherever they have been 
applied, and they have enriched our lives. 

Nancy Goslee Power, whose Santa Moni- 
ca house opens this issue, is a New York 
decorator transplanted to California and 
turned garden designer. Gardens have al- 
ways been her passion, and her new home 
state gave her the chance to devote herself to 
them. On her own property, Nancy has 
made sure that every room now opens to a 
garden area. In place of a flat expanse of 
common grass, she made for her family and 
herself a live-in courtyard: walled, paved, 
furnished, planted with pretty vines, and 
including its own fireplace where they grill 
food and keep warm on cool evenings. 
“When I moved to California, I moved out- 
side,” she says happily. 

Every once in a while I need a big dose of 
California, and I think almost everybody 
does. Visiting one of those dazzlingly sunny 


houses . . . eating the freshest and most 
gorgeous fruits and vegetables for every 
meal in one or another enchanting garden 
spot... plopping into those California 
oversized, overstuffed, natural linen-cov- 
ered chairs Michael Taylor made the whole 
world love... drifting indoors and out- 
doors without noticing whether or not there 
is a roof over my head . . . then I focus on 
the California lifestyie. 

It seems natural when you’re there to 
think about pleasure, health, comfort and 
good friends. The essence of the California 
spirit seems to be a letting go of convention, 
a floating above stress, a concentration on 
the enjoyable moment. In a way, I think of it 
as a deep sense of spirituality. 

That’s the spirit I try to bring home with 
me—especially in the country, especially in 
the summer. As a child in the Midwest, | 
used to think that spring and summer were 
rewards you earned by enduring the winter. 
In the virtually endless summer of Califor- 
nia, I think residents casually accept all the 
delights a warm, sunny climate allows.

hen I was a young wife I upset 
my mother-in-law, Agnes, by 
not jumping up and down with 
joy when she gave us an Orien- 
tal rug. It had been hers and, before that, her 
mother’s. But as she had just bought a love- 
ly Portuguese rug, she gave us the Persian 
To her it was a treasure that should be kept 
in the family. To me it was an eyesore. 

But my taste changed, and the rug still 
covers our library floor. Now I don’t know 
what I would do without it. Especially in 
winter, when it is my putting green, my golf 
retreat. This year I’ll conquer the sport! 

I stand at the border of the rug and putt 
toward a center medallion that looks like an 
art nouveau sunflower. And I’m getting bet- 
ter! Little did Agnes know that her gift 
would be part of my local golf circuit. 

When spring comes to Thornhill I practice 
from the front lawn, chipping into the apple 
orchard. (Balls retrieved by younger mem- 
bers of the family are worth a nickel each.) 
From the back of the house I try to pitch the 
balls beside the rose garden. Often I over- 
shoot and they land in the stream where the 
watercress grows.

When I put on those golf shoes and hear the 
cleats on the walk, hope springs eternal. 

Hope is the word, as my hitting has a long 
way to go, even though Curtis Mabry, our 
patient pro at the Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Club, has done his best. But as I play only 
with good pals, it really doesn’t matter, ex- 
cept to me, how I hack it. 

Golf has taken Tom and me to distant 
lands, and that is part of the allure. A tennis 
court looks like a tennis court no matter how 
you site it, but every golf course is different, 
each has its own view. One of my favorites 
is a public course in northern Vermont that 
was once a dairy farm, the pro shop still a 
cow shed.

icture Jack Nicholson, the consum- 
mate actor, using action rather than 
words to describe the set he wants 
to live in. No script, no director, no 
camera—this time it’s for real. Crumpling 
up an old fedora, Nicholson tosses the hat 
onto a nearby chair. “I want my house to 
look like that, Jarrett.” 

That was interior designer Jarrett Hed- 
borg’s introduction to working with celebri- 
ties 14 years ago. Challenged, he immedi- 
ately started translating Nicholson’s cryptic 
message. His goal was to understand Jack 
Nicholson, not Garrett Breedlove in Terms 
of Endearment or Charley Partanna in Priz- 
zi’s Honor, not the persona fans recognize 
but the person, off-camera. Hedborg’s first 
reading on the hat: comfortable, familiar, 
unstudied, unpretentious, lived-in. 

Today that uncanny ability to capture each 
client’s mood and style in three dimen- 
sions—leaving the client's unique stamp on 
each room, not his—has made Jarrett Hed- 
borg one of the most sought-after interior 
designers in Los Angeles, especially on the 
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LIGHTS, ACTION, DECOR 


When Hollywood interior 
designer Jarrett Hedborg

Hollywood celebrity circuit. In fact his cli- 
ent list reads like the dinner-at-nine crowd at 
Spago: Nicholson, Bette Midler, Anjelica 
Huston, Jeff Bridges, Michelle Phillips, Joni 
Mitchell, one big name after another. 

Far from cultivating the “designer to the 
stars” image, however, Hedborg is as unim- 
pressed with himself as his rooms are im- 
pressive. “I don’t want people to look at a 
room and say ‘Jarrett Hedborg did this.’ I 
will never have a signature look. The fun of 
my job is seeing what ‘home’ is through my 
clients’ eyes.” 

But when it comes to design, being a 
chameleon and an interpreter takes effort, an 
investment of time, and plenty of intuition. 
Hedborg spends hours getting to know the 
person, extracting as much information 
about personal style as he can—a process 
that demands serious looking and listening. 
Not every client can telegraph something 
special about himself or herself merely by 
tossing a hat, movie stars included. 

With Bette Midler and her husband, co- 
median Harry Kipper, for instance, Hedborg 
took cues from unpredictable, revealing as- 
pects of their lives: their continual dialogues 
about books, their fascination with the turn- 
of-the-century Austrian Secession style, 
their love of Swedish paintings and architec- 
ture. When he accepted their commission in 
1986, Hedborg also observed the couple’s 
devotion to their little daughter, Sophie, 
now 3. The result is a house filled with 
conversation spots, rich with Scandinavian 
yellows, reds and blues; simple wood furni- 
ture and walls, both hand-painted by Nancy 
Kintisch, juxtaposed with patterned uphol- 
stered pieces; checkerboard tiles “wherever 
they worked”; flowers everywhere; a world 
as welcoming to children as adults. 
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Capturing the mood of his clients—the 
intellectual but lighthearted Midler or the 
contemplative, relaxed Nicholson—means 
Hedborg, 40, draws on his original occupa- 
tion as a painter, where communicating 
mood is primary. While he was teaching 
painting and fine arts at California State 
University in his native Orange County, de- 
signer friends urged him to paint residential 
wall murals. He found he enjoyed working 
with clients and was able to create the mood 
they sought. So with a new career goal in 
mind, he left the classroom, eager to make 
his mark in interior design. 

Within a year, his obvious talent, a little 
luck and a few key connections led Hedborg 
to Nicholson. That the designer could share 
the actor’s fascination with fine art solidified 
the match and they were soon working to- 
gether, turning a rambling ranch house in 
Beverly Hills into a crumpled fedora. 

Hedborg describes the place as “a back- 
drop for Jack’s art collection, which is part 
of him. He’s not into the status of his paint- 
ings. He collects with the eye of an artist, 
not the eye of a collector. He has a highly 
developed visual sense.” Where does the hat 
fit in? Hedborg’s selection of comfortable 
modern chairs covered in old-rose velour; a 
durable aubergine pigskin sofa; a scheme 
that allows Nicholson to move his paintings 
at will. “Arrangement and juxtaposition are 
important to him, so he’s always thinking 
about rearrangements,” Hedborg notes. 
“Jack has this image as a sly dog and a 
terrific actor, and he is those things, but he 
also has a gift for collecting art, and that’s 
what the whole mood of his home is based 
on,” the designer explains. “There’s noth- 
ing grand about it—it’s just a comfortable 
house where he can absolutely relax.” 

More than a dozen years later, the house, 
says Hedborg, is still evolving: never fin- 
ished, yet never seeming incomplete, a lot 
like Nicholson. When curious outsiders ask 
when the Nicholson project will be done, the 
designer balks, as if he and the actor never 
think in those terms. “Houses are organic,” 
Hedborg explains. “‘They go through 
changes the same way people do. There’s 
something very dead about a house that’s 
‘finished.’ ”

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Academy Award-winning actress Anjelica 
Huston, Nicholson’s long-time friend, came 
to the designer fully understanding his phi- 
losophy but in search of a totally different 
look—her own. An inveterate collector, she 
was overwhelmed by her own treasures, 
which needed organization and structure. 
Collections of angels, English allegorical 
paintings, and the fact that “she’s a sucker 
for anything mother-of-pearl or antique 
gold-leaf” were all messages for the designer. 

“She has this image of Bertolucci ele- 
gance, but in truth she’s much more the 
country gentlewoman,” says Hedborg. “She 


-needs land, a garden where she can nurture 


flowers and then bring them indoors. She 
has a romantic nature.” 

So in her house, angels are a recurring 
theme: A dramatic oil of pre-Raphaelite 
cherubs dominates the living room, an Ital- 
lan carved-wood putto flies quietly over her 
bed, an unrestored 19th-century gold-leaf 
mirror edged with whimsical angels reflects 
the warm tones Hedborg used throughout. 

“Bette and Anjelica share many quali- 
ties,” says Hedborg. “They’re both very 
feminine, nurturing people. They both need 
to garden. They love things that are roman- 
tic, and they’re very intelligent. And while 
those qualities come through in each place, 
the houses are very different in mood.” 

One major reason for the difference, Hed- 
borg acknowledges, is that Midler’s is a 
family home, made for Sophie as well as for 
her parents, while Huston’s Los Angeies 
house is designed for an individual, “so it 
can be a bit more esoteric, a bit more pre- 
cious.” But, he emphasizes, neither is un- 
touchable. “Once a house has areas that 
can’t truly be lived in, the designer has been 
misbehaving—he’s been getting caught up 
in his design rather than his client’s needs.” 

Hedborg cares far more about the mood of 
the interiors he designs than about incorpo- 
rating new, commercial trends. Consider the 
design associations he elicited from Nichol- 
son in one early, searching conversation: 
Will Rogers’s house in Pacific Palisades 
with its cowboy furniture and ponyskin rugs, 
Zane Gray and his tales of the American 
West, of Arizona highways and the land- 
scape of the Southwest. Another designer 
might have suggested a Santa Fe look for the 
actor’s house, but not Hedborg. “Santa Fe 
style never came up for us,” he explains. 
“We let his American West paintings fill the 
rustic need, and then used textures like pig- 
skin and suede to project a masculine feel- 
ing.” Trends, he says, are too fleeting. 
“They don’t express an individual.” 

Santa Fe style might have worked for Jeff 
Bridges and his wife, Susan, too. But Hed- 
borg took a more timeless approach when he 


began their house in 1987. “They’re out- 
doors people. They love wide, open spaces, 
but they’re not trendy types. They are very 
family oriented,” Hedborg says. So the cou- 
ple and their three young daughters live in 
an old Santa Monica estate that overlooks 
the Pacific, filled with everything comfort- 
able, colorful and child-proof. Combining 
mattress ticking and Oriental rugs may seem 
contradictory, but they help capture the 
country spirit Hedborg was after. 

Jeffs father, Lloyd, walked in one day, 
eyed the hand-painted murals on the walls, 
the custom Miro-style light fixtures, the eye- 
let coverlets, the painterly color scheme, and 
commented, “But nothing matches.” He 
was right, Hedborg recalls, “and that was 
exactly what we were trying to achieve. 
Nothing in nature matches either.” 

In his own house in southern California’s 
sprawling San Fernando Valley, Hedborg 
fancies Hawaiian quilts and paintings. He 
combines tropical fabrics in unusual ways, 
draping windows in pareos and covering 
floors with Lahala matting, then coupling 
the tropical look with an art nouveau table or 
a Louis XV chair. Parked in his garage is a 
white 1955 Chrysler convertible (“my emo- 
tional car”) and a Volvo station wagon (“my 
intellectual car”). Honey, his golden retriev- 
er, helps set the mood of the property, romp- 
ing and nuzzling guests. “But these are part 
of my personality, not the spirit that will 
turn up in my clients’ houses. These things 
say me.” 

Today the designer still turns to painting, 
but now more as hobby than career. His 
professional horizons are expanding with the 
recent introduction of his own furniture de- 
signs for Nancy Corzine and are available 
nationwide: chairs, tables and upholstered 
pieces with spare, clean lines. He sees his 
work load lightening, by choice, “so I can 
spend more time with fewer clients. Creativ- 
ity needs to cook awhile. Fast-lane thinking 
is the antithesis of creativity; I have to work 
with people who understand that.” 

Singer-songwriter Joni Mitchell obviously 
knows what he means—her house is Hed- 
borg’s current work in progress. “We’re 
both Scandinavian and our creativity seems 
to meld. We’ll end up making a house that is 
vibrant and very, very blue and white.” An- 
other ardent collector, Mitchell has treasures 
from the South Pacific and the American 
Southwest as well as art nouveau antiques, 
all pieces Hedborg will incorporate into her 
rooms. “What ties all of these things togeth- 
er is her own very personal visual sensibil- 
ity,” he adds. “That’s the joy of working 
with highly creative, talented people. I push 
them to be more creative, and they in turn 
push me.” 

Hedborg calls himself a creativity junkie. 
No two of his spaces look alike, but he

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credits that entirely to his clients. “I talk to 
them in terms of creating and they respond. I 
tell them we'll do only what their heart of 
hearts really wants. It always works.” @

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ON PERSONAL STYLE 


Jarrett Hedborg is constantly asked how 
an individual can determine his or her 
own Style. This is his advice. 


®@ Go through design magazines and cut 
out pictures of rooms you love. Pick 
them out as a child would—with aban- 
don. Then evaluate them as a doctor 
would—carefully and analytically. Look 
for similarities. You should find consis- 
tencies—perhaps all the upholstery is fat, 
or all the floors are hare or carpeted or 
painted. Pay attention to the brightness in 
the room, whether it is light or dark. 
These are what you respond to and can 
capture when you decorate. 

@ Be flexible about color. “If you want 
warmth in the walls, you don’t have to 
agonize over choosing an exact shade of 
pink or peach; off-white paint tinted with 
a bit of sienna will bring the warmth you 
are looking for.” For more color, look at 
several paintings by a favorite artist and 
copy the combinations. “Take a Matisse, 
match his colors and the room will come 
off well.” 

@ Pick furniture as you would: pick some- 
one to marry. “Go for love, not for 
something you think you should have. If 
you love 1959 Danish modern, go find 
the best examples you can. If you have 
several favorite looks, choose your fa- 
vorite two or three and use them togeth- 
er. If you love them, they will fit in 
somewhere in your house.” 

@ When collections are to be displayed, 
as they are in Huston’s home, use a sim- 
ple, dependable formula: tailored walls 
and furniture to provide a backdrop. 

@ Consider pattern on pattern if you 
aren’t creating a backdrop for collec- 
tions. In the Midler-Kipper home, aw- 
ning-stripe chairs and flounced floral- 
chintz sofas are mixed with Provence- 
print pillows and flowery rugs. “ I was 
able to use more pattern and more intri- 
cate design here because books and flow- 
ers are the only essential accessories.” 

@ When budgets are a constraint, “get 
the shell right—an expensive sofa won't 
save a bad paint job; if a window doesn’t 
need a covering, don’t put one on.”

WITH MORE THAN 2,600 
GARDENS OPEN TO THE 
PUBLIC, HOW DO YOU 
CHOOSE WHICH ONES 
TO VISIT? A GARDENING 
PRO LEADS THE WAY

ew Americans go to England these 
days without visiting at least one or 
two gardens. Because English gar- 
dens are the source of many of our 
gardening dreams and aspirations, horticul- 
tural sightseeing has become as important as 
visiting cathedrals and stately homes—and 
it’s just as easy. In England there is a long 
tradition of garden touring; more than 2,600 
of the country’s gardens are open for sum- 
mer visits. Over 100 of these are important 
historic gardens owned and operated by the 
National Trust, and the rest are privately 
owned gardens listed on the National Gar- 
dens Scheme. (These private gardens are not 
open every day but generally have two visit- 





. ing days during blooming season. ) 
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[i is almost impossible to drive through an 
English village between May and September 
and not find at least one garden to tour, but 
driving through the countryside is not al- 
ways the best way to find the finest gardens. 
A better way is to talk to someone who goes 
often. We asked Deborah Nevins, an Ameri- 


can landscape designer who makes an annu- 
al pilgrimage to England in the summer. 


Nevins, who designs mostly residential gar- 
dens and also recently designed the shrub 


and perennial borders along the esplanade at 


Battery Park City in New York City, studies 
English gardens—plants, plant combinations 
and design—and brings home ideas for cli- 





ents’ gardens and her own. Nevins took us 
on her garden tour last summer and along 
the way told how she adapts English garden- 
ing ideas to the American climate. 
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ENGLAND 
IN BLOOM 


Five gardens were on our agenda—five 
gardens where Nevins would walk pad in 
hand, camera over her shoulder, stopping 
often to take notes, snap a picture or pace 
out the dimensions of a herbaceous border. 
And when we were lucky enough to find 
gardeners in residence, there was a nonstop 
rattle of Latin botanical names. 

This was our itinerary: The Museum of 
Garden History in London; Cliveden in 
Buckinghamshire (an hour to the west); then 
on to Gloucestershire to see the Priory in 
Kemerton. From there we drove northwest 
almost as far as Birmingham to Stone House 
Cottage. Then we wound south again 
through the traffic jam of Stratford-upon- 
Avon and the charming villages of the Cots- 
wolds, skirted London and visited Sissing- 
hurst in Kent. All these gardens are open to 
the public and can be visited most days from 
April through October. With the help of 
road maps and garden guide books, you can 
duplicate this tour exactly or, better yet, 
think of it as a framework around which to 
build your own journey. 


A Knot Garden in the 17th-Century Style 
The Museum of Garden History is smack in 
the middle of London, diagonally across the 
river Thames from the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. Located in a deconsecrated church, 
the museum is administered by the Trades- 
cant Trust, which took its name from the 
two John Tradescants buried in the church- 
yard. The father was gardener to Charles I 
and traveled the world to collect unusual 
plants; the son carried on the collecting tra- 
dition, sailing to the coast of Virginia among 
other places. In the churchyard, a knot gar- 
den planted in the 17th-century style in- 
cludes many -plants associated with the 
Tradescants; all would have been available 
in the 17th century. 

The museum garden is a good place to 
begin a tour, for this is what the gardens of 
England looked like before Capability 
Brown and other 18th-century landscape de- 
signers swept many of them away in order to 
make romantic “natural” parks. The entire

churchyard behind the museum measures 
only 70 by 75 feet, and the knot within it, 
formed by closely planted English boxwood, 
is about 30 feet square, yet you feel envel- 
oped by a world that manages to be both 
ordered and sensual. 

“The formal design is especially good for 
a town garden,” Nevins was saying as she 
paced out the dimensions of this ornate knot. 
The structure created by the box hedging 
looks lovely in spring and summer, and it is 
especially beautiful when filled with snow. 
If Nevins wanted to create a knot like this in 
America she would probably modify some 
of the choices made by the Tradescant Trust. 
For example, the use of English box would 
be very expensive. “I would probably use 
Newport Blue instead,” she says. “It’s not 
only easier to come by but it’s hardier, too.” 

In addition to its year-round attractive- 
ness, a knot garden has other virtues. “It 
allows you to use lots of different kinds of 
plants without having the garden look like a 
hodgepodge,” Nevins explained as she 
made notes of what was planted within the 
two dozen gracefully curved open spaces of 
the knot. And there certainly are lots of 
different kinds of plants tightly packed into 
this one—lady’s-mantle, Lychnis coronaria 
in white, wine red and a red-and-white com- 
bination, lavender, Rosa gallica (including 
the flamboyantly striped Rosa Mundi), Mar- 
tagon lily, poppies and, as the centerpiece, a 
charming variegated holly clipped into the 
form of a small pyramid. 

While it is common to line a path with 
hedges, it is lovely to line one with hedges 
of sweetbriar roses as has been done here. 
Lovely, too, was the use of a mixture of 
variegated hollies banked in a dark corner. 
The pale edging of the leaves would stand 
out by contrast with their dark centers any- 
where, but here in the shade they appear to 
be in a spotlight. 


The Grand Gardens of Cliveden 
The next stop could hardly have been more 
different from the Museum of Garden Histo- 
ry. Cliveden, too, is on the river Thames, 
but here in Buckinghamshire the river curves 
through unspoiled countryside and the grand 
house is set high above it in a park of almost 
400 acres. The grandeur of Cliveden seems 
a world away from the contained delights at 
the Museum of Garden History, but it made 
a perfect second stop because Cliveden rep- 
resents a transition between the formal knot 
gardens favored in the 17th century and the 
landscapes of Capability Brown that came 

into fashion a hundred years later. 
“There won't be anything to take home 
from here,” Nevins said with a resigned

laugh as she looked from the terrace outside 
the house to the formally planted parterre 
and the artfully created wilderness beyond. 
But of course there was: The sense of histo- 
ry—and the context it provides for gardeners 
of today—is just one thing a great traditional 
garden gives the visitor. And within minutes 
as we entered the woodland, Nevins’s note- 
pad was out again. 

“Look how that tree is held up,” she said, 
catching sight of a tilting ancient oak being 
propped up by thick, long logs. “In America 
we cable trees instead. This method of sup- 
port, using a crook, is so much more pictur- 
esque.” You needn’t have an entire wood- 
land in your garden to make good use of this 
technique. Top-heavy flowers, like peonies 
in borders, can be supported by branches 
pruned from, say, a lilac bush once they 
have been firmed up by drying them out. 
The result is a great deal less intrusive than 
store-bought stakes. 

At first we felt we had happened upon the 
rose garden. There was no path terminating 
in the gate to the garden. Instead shrubs and 
trees seemed to hide the entrance. Yet once 
we found it, we could see that there were 
actually four such entrances to the circular 
rose garden, and each entrance was of con- 
siderable size—framed by gated, tall wood- 
en arches in an almost Oriental curving 
shape, all robin’s-egg blue. The clear, bright 
blue color sets off the green of the rose 
leaves that cover it—resulting in a particu- 
larly lovely effect at twilight. 

The house at Cliveden has become a luxu- 
rious country-house hotel, and guests dine in 
a formal room overlooking the parterre and 
the Thames. Many say it has the best view 
of any restaurant in England. Visitors to the 
garden, owned by the National Trust, can 
eat in a long glass-roofed restaurant that was 
previously the orangery. As is true at many 
of the National Trust’s other properties, the 
price is right and there are plenty of health- 
ful things to eat—as well as sinful sweets. 
We stopped for tea. 

On the way back to the parking lot we 
came upon the Italian garden, screened by a 
row of tall hedges. Among the cleverly 
planted swirling borders stand marvelous 
18th-century Italian statues of Columbine 
and Pierrot and other characters from the 
commedia dell’ arte. And what topiary! 
There are tall, almost surrealistic spirals and 
more representational peacocks, too, carved 
from yew trees. “You know,” Nevins 
mused as she viewed this lyrical fantasy, 
“you could make topiary with faster-grow- 
ing privet. And you could use wire to train 
it... .” English gardeners take the long 
view. Americans are in a hurry.

The Priory’s Jekyll-Style Borders 
Compared to Cliveden, the Priory in 
Gloucestershire, our next stop, seemed al- 
most pocket-size, though it is actually four 
acres in all. Major Peter Healing has been 
making his garden here for more than 40 
years, with only one man to help him. “It’s 
a lesson to Americans that you don’t need 
ten gardeners to do the job,” said Nevins. 
But you do need to be willing to spend a lot 
of time and hard labor if you want a garden 
as ambitious as this one. The two herba- 
ceous borders for which his garden is so 
famous are each 20 feet deep and are more 
than 100 long. 

Each of the two big beds curves up along 
a rise in the land just beyond the house. Both 
illustrate a Gertrude Jekyll theory of color: 
Start with white, then go to colors of ever 
greater saturation until you come to the mid- 
dle of the bed; descend from there to colors 
that are ever paler until you are back at 
white. Healing moved from white to pale 
green to pink, blue and violet in one bed, 
then back again. In the other, the white 
moves to pink, then yellow, orange, red and 
then follows the same sequence in reverse. It 
is an outstanding display of perennials. 

But it was a different bed that made Nev- 
ins get busy with that notepad. Nearly as 
large as the other two and planted at a right 
angle to them, this bed was a display of one 
color only: red. Red-leafed shrubs in front of 
red-leafed trees—copper-leafed hazelnut, 
copper Rhus cotinus and copper-leafed ber- 
beris. Among the red flowers one was a 
standout. “What is that dahlia called?” Nev- 
ins asked, clearly smitten. 

“It’s the Bishop of Llandaff,” Healing 
replied. The dahlia, tall even for the species, 
has deep red leaves and a mop of ruby port- 
red petals at the top. 

“It's much trickier to get a hot border 
right than one all in soft colors,” Nevins 
said. Soft colors tend to blend into one an- 
other whereas reds—from the orangy ones to 
those that are nearly purple—can be hid- 
eously jarring. 

Called to tea by Mrs. Healing, we were 
directed to the crook in the arm of their L- 
shaped house. We sat at a wooden table and 
looked out onto a garden more intimate in 
scale than what we had seen so far. At about 
15 feet wide and-60 feet long, and blessed 
with a stream, this garden, designed by Mrs. 
Healing, is closer in size to what a suburban 
gardener might have to work with. Mrs. 
Healing had an eight-foot-square fountain 
sunk at ground level just beyond the arbor 
under which we were sitting; farther along, a 
lily pond had been dug. 

“From the fountain there are only a few 
steps down to the lily pond,” Nevins ob- 


served, once again at work even over tea and 
biscuits. “But that small change in level is 
all you need to make this garden seem much 
larger and more interesting.” 

The Healings’ square fountain absolutely 
captivated Nevins. “It’s just brilliant,” she 
kept repeating. “The way the water from the 
spout hits that rock on its way down. . .” 
The simple jet was separated from the sur- 
face of the water by a flat rock at least 12 
inches square. As the water spurted up and 
then came down again it hit the rock and 
made a resonant plonk, pionk, plonk. 

On the way to the car we passed a wall of 
yew hedges that had been cut into the shape 
of a buttressed wall, and in the middle rested 
a handsome white-painted garden bench. A 
brass plaque had been fastened to it, en- 
graved with the Healings’ initials as well as 
the dates 1935-1985, a memento of their 
golden wedding anniversary. 

“It’s a lesson that couples can have this 
kind of adventure together,” Nevins said as 
we drove out of the Priory’s gate. It was a 
lesson to be underlined at Stone House Cot- 
tage Garden and nursery the next day. 


Rare Plants at Stone House Cottage 
Major James Arbuthnott and his wife, Lou- 
isa—tall and youthful-looking—give smil- 
ing evidence that gardening together can be 
a very pleasant adventure, indeed, though 
one that takes a lot of planning and hard 
work. The Arbuthnotts began to make their 
garden 15 years ago, when the major pre- 
pared to leave the Black Watch Regiment. 
Their idea was to get a house, create a 
garden full of unusual plants, and add a 
nursery in which visitors would be able to 
buy all the plants they had been coveting. 

Behind their pink-painted house in 
Worcestershire lies a garden of only three 
quarters of an acre, yet it has been designed 
and planted so inventively that it seems a 
great deal larger and is much talked about in 
the English garden world. Mrs. Arbuthnott, 
some say, is the new Gertrude Jekyll. The 
garden is packed with such a variety of 
uncommon plants that the nursery’s list fills 
four single-spaced pages and doesn’t include 
every single thing on view and for sale. 

Says Louisa, referring to the garden’s 
small size, “It’s quite good to have a limita- 
tion like this. If you want to put something 
in, you’ve jolly well got to take something 
out that’s not earning its keep.” Ruthless- 
ness of this kind can be profitable even for 
the gardener of a windowbox. 

“There’s nothing like this in America,” 
Deborah Nevins was telling the Arbuthnotts 
as they showed her around. “Imagine, a 
garden open to the public where you can buy 
all the plants. And what a collection of un- 
usual plants! How jealous I am that you 
don’t have to move heaven and earth just to

ays Nancy Goslee Power, 
“When I moved to Cali- 
fornia I moved outside.” 
Twelve years ago the 
New York interior de- 
signer, her husband and 
their , Oliver, uproot- 
ed themselves and moved 
out west. With her relo- 
cation came the pursuit of a new area of 
design: gardens. Under the tutelage of Philip 
Chandler, an eminent horticulturist and 
landscape designer, Power learned quickly 
and well. Today, she designs gardens for 
clients throughout California, in the East and 
as far afield as Australia, and she is working 
on a book called California Gardens (to be 
published in 1992). Here we can see in 
Power’s own house the West Coast stamp 
she has given both the outdoor and indoor 
rooms, and the all-important connection she 
has made between them. 

In Santa Monica, the small and precious 
parcels of land on which many houses stand 
challenge an owner to get the most out of 
limited space, yet, Power says, “Unfortu- 
nately, most people have landscapes instead 
of gardens.” By “landscapes” she means “a 
boring putting-green of a lawn with routine 
foundation planting.” The sequence of se- 
ductive outdoor rooms she has created are 
very different from landscapes—more beau- 
tiful, more interesting, more useful.

he center of life at the 
Powers’ house is the 
courtyard Nancy created 
in place of a flat lawn (see 
preceding page). An area 
naturally enclosed on two sides by the 
stucco walls of the house, the courtyard 
now has many of the elements that make 
any room comfortable: a tile floor, pastel 
chairs and skirted tables, and a fireplace 
for cooking and for warmth on desert- 
chilly Santa Monica evenings. To provide 
privacy from the street, Power designed a 
pink-washed stucco wall with applied col- 
umns and a vine-covered pergola—some- 
thing one might find near Rome; one of the 
attractions of Power’s new home town, she 
says, is its resemblance to Italy. 

Inside the house, the rooms adjacent to 
the court relate to it in different ways. 
French doors open from the outside into 
the living room’s breezy mix of styles and 
shapes. The doors’ green-blue trim is 
picked up by a pair of silk pillows on the 
sofa, effortlessly integrating an outdoor el- 
ement into the thinking of the room. In- 
spired by a garden, the room’s palette—an 
umber velvet sofa and mottled clay-red 
desk, the light checkered floor, the shell- 
pink walls, the textile touches in gold and 
acid green—is of the earth but light in 
spirit. Power points out that the colors are 
the same “forties shades” she favors in 
gardening, and are in harmony with the 
vintage of the 1930s house. 

The dining room opens to the courtyard, 
too, with a small porch offering a transi- 
tion to the outdoor space. Here, Power 
juxtaposes the light feeling of an outdoor 
room with a gutsy vermillion for the walls, 
creating a glowing nighttime interior. A 
colorful collection of pottery is reserved 
for courtyard use, but she prefers English 
china and silver in the dining room. Dark- 
stained furniture, a deep-colored tablecloth 
and candle-burning fixtures make dinners 
cozy for guests. Rustic floor matting takes 
the edge off the room’s urbanity and ech- 
oes natural textures outside. > 
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ne theme that links 

the outdoor and in- 

door rooms is Nancy 

Goslee Power’s use 

of checkerboard as 

pattern. In the par- 

terre garden, seen 

from a bedroom 

door (right), gray 

and green santolina planted in alternating 

squares gives the impression of a billowy 

carpet placed over a sandy floor. The bed- 

room’s painted floor repeats the motif. 

Checkerboard surfaces appear elsewhere in 

the dining-room rug, painted living-room 
floor, and clay-tile floor of the courtyard. 

Color is one of Power’s favorite decorat- 

ing tools. She has been aided by the eye of 

her “color collaborator,” Bill Strom, who 

has a background in fine arts. There are few 

opaque surfaces in the house. Most walls— 

the unevenly shaded exterior stucco, mottled 

vermillion in the dining room, overscale 

pointillism in the bedroom—are composed 

of more than one tone, for depth and texture. 

This is a living house, where green open- 

air spaces replenish the spirit and interiors 

capture the same freshness. “My own house 

is a kind of experimental station for my 

work,”says Power. Judging from the re- 

sults, the experiment is a great success: no 

further testing necessary. @

he lush landscape of north- 

ern California’s Sonoma 

wine country is dotted with 

wood-frame farmhouses, an 

occasional Victorian cottage 
and an Italian villa or two. In this setting, a 
strong, modern house should not be too hard 
to spot, but this one suits the site so well that 
you have to watch for it. 

Perhaps it is the distraction of the white 
fence or the little red farm buildings nestled 
along the property at the side of the road, but 
on a first visit, it fs possible to miss the 
home of art-store owners Philip and Toby 
Flax. An unassuming gravel drive winds up 
the hillside to the striking 4,300-square-foot 
house that rambles across a knoll and pre- 
sides over the owners’ 22-acre vineyard. 

On one side, an expanse of windows 
looks over row after row of plump chardon- 
nay grapes and the Russian River below. 
The rest of the house is for the most part 
windowless on the exterior, though open to 


numerous courtyards with- 
in—like a Mexican hacien- 
da. Rectangular forms are 
clustered together to 
achieve what the architect, 
Don Sandy of Sandy & 
Babcock, Inc., architects 
and planners in San Francis- 
co, describes as “a village- 
like feeling.” The shapes 
are simple and the exterior 
materials are equally unpre- 
tentious: stucco wall sur-

faces and few roughhewn 


wooden doors. But the dramatic angles of 


walls and roofline create an ever-changing 
play of light and shadow that varies daily 
and seasonally. 

Never intended to blend into the scenery, 
the house is nonetheless subtly situated on 
its lot between two grand old oak trees. 
Other oaks were added by landscape design- 
ers Katherine Lee and Jane Singer of Garden 


Design. In addition, they used ornamental 
grasses of varying heights and hues to en- 
hance the architecture without distracting 
from it. In the spring, wildflowers—Califor- 
nia poppies, lupine, clarkia, alyssum, baby 
blue-eyes, nemophila—sprinkled through 
the native grasses wrap the house in a 30- 
foot band of delicate color. Large boulders, 
part of the site, complete the landscape. >

he house has a very intro- 

spective spirit,” architect 

Don Sandy points out. “You 

get inside and feel really 

warm and comiortable.” On 

the main floor, only the liv- 
ing and dining rooms have windows with 
any sort of exterior view. This strategy fo- 
cuses attention on one of two places—out to 
the vineyard or inside to the home itself. As 
a result of this inward focus, and the honest, 
simple furnishings, the house has a coziness 
that belies its severe exterior. “I think you 
tend to see the house differently once you’ ve 
been inside. You have different expectations 
viewing it from the outside,” says Toby 
Flax, who did the interiors and has her own 
design firm in nearby San Francisco. 

On gray days or blustery nights, the living 
room can be closed off from the outdoors. 
Sandy devised an unusual electronically 
controlled barn door (a new take on old 
European shutters) to slide across the outside 
of the window. In the absence of traditional 
windows, light monitors (roof towers topped 





by skylights) and interior courtyards bring 
sunshine into the two-bedroom house. 

Avid art collectors, the couple also enjoy 
entertaining and are actively involved in 
their vineyard, which produces 5,000 cases 
of chardonnay each year—sold under the 
Flax label to wine shops in California, Texas 
and New York. The house reflects their life: 
Neutral walls are a backdrop for paintings.

Built-in shelves cleverly open on both sides 
for viewing collections of pottery and sculp- 
ture. Downstairs, a large studio proves the 
perfect place to exercise their own artistic 
inclinations (Philip paints and Toby weaves) 
and an adjacent cellar, tucked into the hill- 
side, provides a naturally cool, dark envi- 
ronment for wine storage. 

The master suite and guest bed and bath 
all disappear behind closed doors; the rest of 
the floor is open to accommodate the Flaxes’ 
casual, comfortable entertaining style. Par- 
ties here tend to revolve around the open 
kitchen and a rustic antique English trestle 
table—the one piece of furniture purchased 
for the new house before it was even de- 
signed. Contemporary teak dining chairs, 
chosen for comfort, are the same as those 
used on the outdoor decks. ~The minute 
people leave the dining-room table the whole 
flow of the evening is interrupted,” observes 
Toby. “So my desire was to make the area 
as intimate and comfortable as we could.” 

A philosophy of simplicity and restraint 
characterizes the house both inside and out. 
“The architecture really spoke to me and 
told me what I should do with the interior; I 
didn’t apply any preconceived decorating 
concept to the architecture,” says Toby.

he words “romantic,”

“With well thought out 
lighting and multiple natural sources, 
there’s the feeling of sunshine even on 
gray days.” Luxuries include clever 
planning (below left) and comfort— 
“these days we need a chaise in the bath- 
x room,” says Rowe.

ood Morning, Miss T.!” says London antiques dealer 
John Allsopp, bustling forward to greet the sensibly 
dressed lady with the kindly face who steps into his 
Pimlico Road shop. There is gepuine warmth in his 
greeting, for Imogen Taylor (whose scanning eye has 
already been caught by a painted pedestal table) is a leading designer 
and a director of London’s legendary decorating firm Sibyl Colefax 
and John Fowler, the design house that first defined the comfortable, 
understated English country-house look that is so popular today. 
Although other designers also interpret this style, Taylor has inherited 
the most distinguished mantle of all: From 1954 until 1966 she served 
as assistant to John Fowler himself, the man who refurbished so 
many of England’s finest country houses after the war, awakening 
them with his fresh sense of color and easy elegance. 

Under Taylor’s touch, weekend cottages, stately homes and high- 
ceilinged town houses spring to life with sunny chintzes, fine but 
unpretentious 18th- and 19th-century English antiques and glowing 
needlework rugs. The effect is one of lived-in luster, an inherited 
accumulation spiked with personal charm. And since many of her 
clients—an increasing number of them in the United States—are 
these days acquiring rather than inheriting, she rarely drops in on her 
favorite London antiques shops without a mental wish list of some 20 
to 40 just-right items. 

ll the best things in Britain end up in London sooner or 

later,” notes Taylor, adding that some of her favorite 

dealers—on trendy Pimlico or Fulham roads, or on the 

wrong end of kicky Kings Road—often buy at country 

sales, enabling her to spot desirable pieces on arrival in 
London before they are traded up from dealer to dealer. 

This crisp morning, accompanied by her assistant, Colin Orchard 
(he now has his own firm), and his well-mannered Jack Russell 
terrier, Bugsy, Taylor has sallied forth for a whirlwind shopping tour. 
She has the needs of several projects in mind—a whole town house in 
Chicago, an apartment in New York, a country house in Westchester 
County, N.Y., another in Devon, England. Like all of her other 
favorite dealers, John Allsopp knows “Miss T.” and her tastes 
well—her fondness for painted furniture, porcelain lamp bases, grand 
mirrors, and shapely antiques with a touch of whimsy about them. He 
also knows better than to take up her time with idle chatter. 

“Colin, what about this painted piece as a tea table in Devon—you 
know, pulled up to the drawing-room window overlooking the gar- 
dens? Nice original black paint. I love these roses on top.” Barely 
murmuring that the round table might be too small, Colin whips out 
his tape measure, notes price, and photographs the piece as Taylor 
turns a puzzled gaze on a gilded mirror with a classical scene painted

above the glass. She is now visualizing the private elevator foyer of a 
New York apartment, thinking of the console table already bought 
and of this mirror above it.

(And 
Colin, thumbing through his detailed room plans, 
agrees.)

In a breathtaking 20 minutes, Imogen Taylor and Colin Orchard 
have scoured the shop, lingering over a delicate writing table that 
might suit the Chicago lady’s French-paneled, parquet-floored dress- 
ing room (the table is a bit too deep, declares the omnipresent tape 
measure); and rejecting for the same spot a sturdy Regency desk as 
being “too masculine.” But the two then seize with instant glee upon 
the bare-bone frame of a chaise longue discovered half-buried in Mr. 
Allsopp’s cluttered downstairs room, and Miss T. comes to a dead 
halt, running her fingers lightly over the chaise’s satiny painted 
wood. With its curved back, dull green color and supporting cross- 
pieces with old tack holes, it doesn’t look like much. But she couldn’t 
be more delighted: A puzzle with a missing piece has just been

completed. The chaise will soon sit at the end of an English four- 
poster bed dressed sumptuously with striped pink-and-white silk 
curtains lined with a tiny pattern. The bedspread, an antique quilt, 
can be rolled back at night onto the chaise, or one can simply sit on it 
and have a bedside chat. The chaise fabric should not compete with 
the silk—perhaps a small floral print, perhaps in taffeta. All this she 
sees in her mind’s eye, studying the stripped-down wooden frame. 
funny thing about color,” Taylor muses as Bugsy tugs 
her back out onto the street. “The subdued colors I love 
look wonderful over here, but in America they can 
appear washed out. It has something to do with the 
light, I suspect—soft in soggy old England and so clear 
and dazzling in America.” 

Fashionable Pimlico Road is not exactly bargain country (particu- 
larly in these pound-high, dollar-low days). The antiques shops that 
cluster here are strong in decorative pieces of good, if not grand, 
pedigree and condition, along with just the accessories everyone must 
have to look Sloaney and well bred: nicely framed botanical prints, 
antique porcelains, stools covered in old needlepoint. Taylor often 
finds unusual 18th- and 19th-century European furniture at Ross 
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Hamilton, and wonderful English paintings of dogs and horses at 
Lane Fine Arts, both on Pimlico Road. She likes Ossowski for gilt 
furniture and mirrors, and will stop into Westenholz when seeking a 
piece with grand scale. “Then there are shops I pass by because | 
know I won’t find anything at all.” 
oday they dash into Trove Antiques and promptly fall in 
love with just the sort of offbeat decorative piece young 
Londoners die for: a small black chest, late 18th- centu- 
ry, with the original paper covering its upper shelves and 
a grid of gilded chicken wire fronting the lower cabinet 
(“For air circulation,” Orchard explains.) Miss T. is charmed but has 
no place in the many rooms in her head for this piece, which is tagged 
at about $1,000.

mirror with original glass and a gilded wooden frame carved exuber- 
antly with seashells and oak leaves. It will be perfect over the living- 
room mantel of the formal Chicago town house, with its views of 
Lake Michigan. “Mantels,” Taylor believes, “should be important. 
And symmetrical. They are an eye-level focal point and deserve your 
best stuff. People make mistakes by putting silly little objects on the 
mantel that are all out of scale. If you don’t have lovely Chinese 
vases or a nice oil portrait, matched pots with plants in them and a 
wonderful mirror can create the right effect.” 
ine period fireplace surrounds can still be found in Lon- 
don, she claims, if one is willing to prowl a bit. Taylor 
discovers them along with delightful garden objects, at 
Crowther’s on North End Road, and at Thornhill Galler- 
ies and J. Crotty, both on New Kings Road. Completing

hearth and offers a cozy perch. For summer days, she might add an 
antique embroidered fire screen, or a wooden one hand-painted with 
flowers, made by Colefax and Fowler and found at the firm’s own 
irresistible showrooms at 39 Brook Street. 
n this historic Mayfair town house, where John Fowler 
worked, and his onetime partner, Nancy Lancaster, greeted 
stately-home owners in the grand “yellow room,” Taylor has 
her pleasant upstairs offices. Other floors of the house are 
crammed with colorful chintzes in new and historic patterns, 
fringes, made-to-order carpets, chairs and decorative items—all sold 
at retail by Colefax and Fowler Designs Limited. On any day, the 
cozy town house is acrawl with stylish London ladies and their 
decorators, poring over fabrics and consulting their measurements. 
Hallmark elements of the English country-house style can be acquired 
here, where Taylor always shops first, but when the home supply of 
quirky antiques runs out, she visits her dealers. 

Fulham Road, threading through the stylish Knightsbridge-Chelsea 
residential area, is another happy hunting ground for Taylor. Also 
shopping there are those affluent Londoners more likely to hang an 
original John Gould Birds of Great Britain print than either a Jasper 
Johns (too modern) or, for that matter, an original Turner (too 
precious). Not so many years ago, the tony shops here featured 
ponderous clubby furniture in mahagony and walnut—what Taylor 
dismisses with a distasteful sniff as “brown English.” But Fulham is 
now “with it,” and dealers like O.F. Wilson, Robert Dixon, Charles 
Saunders and Michael Lipitch tempt shoppers with a lighter, more 
European touch: from the simple (without missing a beat, Taylor 
nabs a small French farmhouse commode with mirror—charming 
between twin beds) to the important. 

ne wonders, observing the ever-tasteful but often blithe 

eye of this designer in action, what, after all, is so 

quintessentially English about Swedish mirrors, French 

tables or the rustic French chandelier of white-painted 

metal she and Orchard are now considering for a country 
dining room in Westchester County. The Taylor look is interpreted 
differently for different clients in their own landscapes and spaces. 
But it is always an eclectic, ultimately homey harmony she is after 
(even as the English 18th century was eclectic), with room for the 
kooky as well as, yes, the occasional handsome English brown 
mahagony focal piece. 

If her clients have truly deep pockets, Taylor may drop into august 
Mallett’s in Mayfair, whose New Bond Street shop holds magnificent 
18th-century antiques you could swear belong in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum—only best-of-class specimens here. Partridge’s on 
New Bond Street is a similar temple of “the grand, the rare, the very 
fine,” as Taylor puts it. If such a thing as a set of twelve Hepplewhite 
dining-room chairs in superb condition still exists in the world, one of 
these emporiums will have it. But this afternoon, after a brief 
collapse over some pasta and salad, Imogen Taylor is off to find, 
instead, a rug fit for a queen. 

. John, by appointment to Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
Il,” reads the sign over a glass-fronted showroom on 
quiet South Audley Street. Within, superb quality car- 
pets stand tightly rolled against the walls. “! like Mr.

decorators for years,” Taylor confides. The challenge today is to find 
just the right carpet for the new dining room of the Chicago town 
house, which has dark green paneled walls with Chinese figures and a 
parquet floor with a defined border. Taylor is happiest when she can 
start with a carpet and build her room around it. The dining room, she 
feeis, is the one room where strong colors are effective 
n this case, the perfect rug doesn’t need to be unrolled at all— 
it lies open in the shop’s window: a rare Directoire Aubusson 
with dark greens and blues bordering a pattern of glowing 
oranges. Miss T. and her assistant are smitten. “i nearly drove 
off the road when I saw that in the window yesterday,” says 
Orchard. “The price is about a hundred and twenty thousand dol- 
lars—too high even for her wealthy Chicago clients.” 

Nothing Mr. Sassoon suggests next—a Persian Zeigler carpet at 
$60,000, an Agra at $85,000—can rouse Miss T. from her downcast 
mood: She is in mourning for the Aubusson. At last the assistant 
unrolls a lively Portuguese needlework carpet with bold blue and 
green swirls on a yellow field. Size: perfect. Price: $24,900. Period: 
1920s. Taylor’s blue eyes dance. “You see! You’ve come up with 
it—a twenties carpet for a twenties house on a twenties block. it will 
look as though it has always been there.” 

t the end of a productive day’s shopping as Taylor, 
Orchard and the patient Bugsy head a bit wearily back 
to home base at 39 Brook Street, one realizes that the 
Imogen Taylor talent is no simple matter of swagged 
chintzes and Staffordshire dogs.

Every May, gardeners from around the world make a pilgrimage 


to London’s Chelsea Flower Show—and come home inspired 


here was a time when the 
Chelsea Flower Show, now 
in its 77th yeer, rivaled 
Royal Ascot in the elegance 
of its spectators. On Mem- 
ber’s Day (the opening, re- 
served for those who belong 
to the Royal Horticultural Society), men 
would stroll through the grounds of the Roy- 
al Hospital in London in top hats and striped 
trousers, and the finery of the ladies equaled 
the splendor of the flowers themselves. 
These swells would hardly recognize the 
fiower show today. With 23 acres of floral 
displays and demonstration gardens to take 
in, most visitors choose comfortable clothes 
and sensible shoes, and there is very little 
strolling. Spectators must maneuver through 
crowds, because even on Member’s Days, 
40,000 people come to the show. 

But if the elegance of the spectators has 
diminished, the glory of the flowers has not. 
The spectacular arrays of roses, lilies, peo- 
nies, delphiniums and auricula still over- 


whelm the senses, and the anticipation of 
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new plant introductions traditionally made at 
the show fills the air with excitement. 
Known officially as the Great Spring Flower 
Show of the Royal Horticultural Society, 
this four-day extravaganza has been called 
the Chelsea Flower Show ever since it 
moved to the grounds of the Royal Hospital 
in the Chelsea section of London in 1913. 

Unlike our own big flower shows, held in 
convention centers and exhibition halls, 
much of Chelsea takes place out of doors. A 
huge tent covering three and a half acres is 
set up every year to protect fragile flowers, 
shrubs, fruits and vegetables shown by nur- 
serymen. Everything else is exhibited out- 
side: greenhouses, garden tools, ornaments 
and the demonstration gardens. The parklike 
setting makes the demonstration gardens real 
and appealing to owners looking for ideas 
for their own backyards. 

The Chelsea show differs from our own in 
another important way. Whereas the best 
shows here attract nurserymen from their 
immediate areas, Chelsea draws the best 
growers from all over England. > 
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Of the hundreds of flowers at the show 
that are new and exciting to Americans, 
none seems more exotic than the 
auricula (left). Difficult to find in most 
parts of our own country, they are a 
favorite with English gardeners. A few 
nurseries in the United States carry the 
plants, and you can bring seeds back 
from England to start your own. The 
auricula in this basket are clearly 
labeled, as are all the other plants in the 
show. Not all growers in the tent 
specialize in colorful flowers; others, like 
Ramparts Nursery, concentrate on 
subtle displays (right). Ramparts has 
chosen plants for leaf shape and texture, 
mixing greens with pale flowers. 
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As famous as it is for the debuts of new 
plants each year, Chelsea is equally well 
known for the numerous small gardens 
set up outside The Great Marquee, as 
the central tent is called. Many, like the 
gold-medal winner of 1989 (above), are 
laid out by leading landscape designers, 
and many are designed to be duplicated 
on an ordinary property. David Stevens, 
winner of seven Chelsea gold medals, 
designed this garden to fit the average 
plot in England—35 by 75 feet. But even 
in such a small space Stevens managed 
to include a patio of brick and York 
stone, a pool with stepping stones, a 
summerhouse built of old brick, and 
colorful flower beds. 








Outside the tent are acres 
of displays from 
manufacturers of tractors, 
ornaments, greenhouses— 
even Wellington boots. 
Americans always notice 
gadgets and innovations we 
do not have at home—like 
this Gothic-shaped vine- 
training structure (top) 
from Agriframes.

t’s like trying to see the National 
Gallery and the Tate in one day,” 
says Nancy McCabe, an Ameri- 
can landscape designer. McCabe 
has been to eight different Chel- 
sea shows, but she still feels 
overwhelmed when she walks in. 
What amazes Americans most is to see 
so many plant and flower specialists all 
gathered together. We have specialists at 
home, of course, but they never show 
their plants all in one flower show. Tent 
displays McCabe is especially fond of are 
the silver and gray plants at Ramparts 
Nursery, the violas and violettas at Low- 
er Dalton Nursery and the auricula at 
Brenda Hyatt’s. Americans will want to 
look for David Austin, a name familiar to 
U.S. rosarians because Wayside Gardens 
and Yesterday’s Rose carry his roses. 
Among Austin’s current favorites are 
Graham Thomas, Heritage, President de 
Seze, Constance Spry, Queen of Den- 
mark and Paul’s Himalayan Musk. 
McCabe never travels to the show 
without a special permit from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture that allows 
her to take plants back home. “Customs 
will allow seeds and certain bulbs with- 
out a permit,” she says “but not shrubs 
or plants.” This landscape designer also 
joins the Royal Horticultural Society 
each year. The membership, which costs 
£23 (about $41), is essential these days, 
since the RHS declared that all tickets 
must be bought in advance. This innova- 
tion does keep the show from becoming 
unbearably crowded at peak hours, but 
the best way to go in relative calm is to 
buy a ticket for the Gala Preview, a 
champagne reception, on Monday night. 
Many garden lovers feel it is worth the 
£100 (about $177) preview price to be 
able to wander at leisure through the ex- 
hibits. And because the gala benefits one 
of Princess Diana’s favorite charities, 
you might also catch a glimpse of Her 
Royal Highness. @

he first thing many people 
do when they change their 
eating habits or go on a 
diet is cut out dessert. | 
want to change that.” So 
says Tracy Pikhart Ritter, 
executive chef of the re- 
nowned Golden Door spa in Escondido, 
Calif. Her desserts, brilliant renditions of the 
classic seductions found on any four-star 
dessert trolley, satisfy the sweet tooth of spa 
guests without inflating the day’s calorie 
count. How about 87 calories for raspberry 
cheesecake? Or a delicious strawberry short- 
cake pared down to 62 calories? “Something 
sweet is an important finale to a meal,” says 
Ritter, who feels there is no need to forgo 
dessert even when watching cholesterol, cal- 
orie or fat intake. The Golden Door, a pio- 
neer in healthful low-sodium, low-cholester- 
ol, low-calorie eating for the past 31 years, 
has been home to Ritter for almost two years 
now. What she saw lacking on diet menus 
were “desserts that promised real satisfac- 
tion—not pale substitutes like fruit-flavored 
gelatin and carob, the abominable ersatz 
chocolate.” It was time, she says, to do 
pastries and prove it a myth that they have to 
be fattening. She started with a classic 
sponge cake—a genoise—and used it for 
shortcake, cobblers and roulades. Phyllo 
dough is lubricated with a vegetable spray 
instead of butter, cutting its calories dramati- 
cally yet losing none of its basic appeal. The 
true sensation of buttercream comes from 
the inspired substitution of drained yogurt 
cheese. Dessert time here has been sweet- 
ness and light ever since. &

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or Tracy Pikhart Ritter the big challenge in creating 
desserts for the Golden Door spa has been finding 
ways to replace sweeteners and fat and to modify 
the traditional techniques she has honed over the 
years as a chef, albeit a young one. Her love of 
baking comes from her mentor, Albert Kumin, 
America’s preeminent pastry chef, who served at 
the White House under President Carter. Her pastry chef, Jill 
O’Connor, is another great asset. O’Connor invented the luscious 
yogurt cream, which gives so many of the spa’s desserts the 
richness of real cream at 19 calories a serving. Together they have 
come up with a slew of substitutions that pare down calories 
without losing rich flavor. Dry-curd and cream cottage cheese, low 








in fat, replace butter and cream. A créme anglaise, traditionally 
made with egg yolks and heavy cream, is made with low-fat skim 
milk and thickened with low-fat cottage cheese and cornstarch. “A 
traditional créme anglaise is ninety per cent fat. This is under thirty 
per cent and about one eighth the calories,” says chef Ritter with 
pride. Dry-curd cottage cheese is substituted for half the shortening 
in pie doughs, and apple-juice concentrate is the gentle sweetener of 
fruits. Decorating the dessert plates is another of O’Connor’s labors 
of love. She coats each plate with a thin layer of fruit coulis, using 
fresh or frozen fruit sweetened with a little honey and strained of 
seeds. Then, squeezing yogurt from a squirt-top bottle, she creates 
a design, sometimes pulling a toothpick through the yogurt for a 
ripple effect. When Deborah Szekely, founder of the Golden Door, 


sees diners eating small portions, she is immensely proud of the 
contribution the spa has made to the nation’s awareness of the 
benefits of moderate eating. “In the early days, whenever I saw a 
runner, I felt a glow all over. Now I feel the same way about small 
portions,” she says. And that goes for dessert, too. These days 
there are always little gasps of pleasure at the beautiful, diminuative 
presentations. It’s just enough to satisfy the desire for something 
sweet. As Szekely says, “Our love of sweets comes from child- 
hood. You eat dinner so you can have your dessert.”” And for spa 
guests who have spent a day repairing the ravages and stresses of 
daily life with exercise and contemplation, dessert is the final

f you dine at La Cité, the convivial new brasserie in 
New York City, you will be offered, in addition to 
champagne by the glass, a trio of champagne-based 
drinks made with strawberries, pears and orange 
juice. In fact, at many of America’s top restaurants, the 
“house drink,’ once based on whiskey, gin or vodka, 
is now likely to feature champagne or another dry 
sparkling wine. There are few restaurants today that 
do not serve such sparkling drinks as Mimosa, Kir Royale or 


the fashionable Bellini. 


ADDING THE SPARKLE 





A purist might hesitate to dilute the delicate taste of fine 
champagne, especially when some champagnes from France 
can cost $15 to $20 a bottle. But the point about these drinks is 
that the main contribution of the wine, which is crisp but light, 
is the sparkle; the color, aroma and flavor of the drink come 
from whatever is added. Some excellent—and less expensive— 
alternatives to champagne are the dry sparkling wines of Spain; 
a number of California sparklers; some of the French

mousseux, especially from the Loire; and several dry spumanti 
from Italy. 


FROM MIMOSA TO BELLINI 





Perhaps the best-known sparkling drink is Mimosa, a simple 
but refreshing mixture of two parts champagne and one part 
orange juice. The trick to this drink, and to all other fruit 
drinks, is to make sure the juice is fresh, since it is the taste of 
the juice that dominates. 

During the 1970s a number of the top restaurants in France 
introduced Kir Royale, champagne with a teaspoon of creme 
de cassis, a sweet black-currant liqueur. The resulting pale pink 
drink was an upscale variation on the traditional Kir, a mixture 
of a light, still white wine and cassis. Some people prefer 
raspberry liqueur to cassis; at the Rainbow Room, for example, 
the Kir Imperiale is made with Chambord, a raspberry liqueur. 
Others add a drop or two of a colorless fruit brandy such as 
framboise or kirsch to heighten the drink’s aroma. More 
recently, the fashionable drink has been the Bellini (created at 
Harry’s Bar in Venice), a mixture of dry Italian sparkling wine 
and peach juice or peach nectar. 

MIX AND MATCH 

It is easy to create variations on the Bellini by pureeing 
raspberries or strawberries in a blender and adding a 
tablespoon of the puree to sparkling wine. When you add 
sparkling wine to pureed fruit, the wine foams up, and if you 
add the fruit to the wine and then stir, you're likely to lose the 
bubbles. Many bartenders stir the puree with just an ounce of 
wine, let the foam subside, then add the remaining wine. 

A classic champagne drink, old-fashioned but enjoyable, is 
the simply named Champagne Cocktail. Soak a sugar cube in a 
few drops of angostura bitters and place it in a fluted or tulip- 
shaped glass. Fill with champagne. The wine feeds off the 
sugar cube and sparkles furiously, which adds to the fun. @

Nineties families expect a lot of their houses, and this beautiful 
revitalized 20s Colonial is ready to oblige 


Even as a child 
growing up in 
Andover, Mass., 
Jean Haley Hogan 
was intrigued by 
old houses and 
the challenge of 
rehabilitating 
them. It was a 
family joke that 
every time they drove past a decrepit old cottage they’d say, “There’s 
Jean’s dream house.” An early career in commercial rehabilitation 
and a master’s degree in architectural preservation eventually led Jean 
to form a business, Nashawtuc Associates, in which she restores, 
renovates and decorates houses. 

The business is based in Concord, Mass., where the Hogans’ 


search for a home for their family—three children then under the age 
of five—as well as a springer spaniel, an old cat, visiting relatives 
and friends, and room for their office took eight years. They finally 
turned up a generously proportioned 1926 Colonial Revival house 
(left) on a secluded site that is just a 10-minute walk from town. With 
numerous fireplaces, elaborate millwork, an intimate library and an 
unexpected Italianate loggia, it was rich in architectural detail but, 
typical of Jean’s dream houses, it required some restoration. It 
seemed to need a new everything—roof, septic system, wiring—and

“You remodel a house for now, for the way you 
want to live in it, instead of bringing it back to the 
year it was built,” says preservationist Jean Hogan 








f you are thinking of restoring or 
remodeling a house, here are some 
tips from the Hogans: 
® Make sure you are pleased with 
the site and the givens: views, light, sur- 
rounding landscape. You can’t alter these. 
@ Look into local property values. In terms 
of resale, a house can be made too expensive 
for its neighborhood. You can change the 
house but not the location. 
@ Be sure to find a reputable builder. Visit 
examples of his finished work and talk to his 
previous clients before making a decision. 
@ Be sure the house is structurally sound. 
@ Be realistic about costs. Get hard figures, 
a clear idea of the time involved. 
© If you plan to have any custom millwork 
done, be prepared to pay a high price. 
@ Try to have most of the work done before 
you move in, especially the floors. 
@ Have any space that is being remodeled 
sealed off from the rest of the house to keep 
out mud, plaster dust, rain, intruders. 
@ If the kitchen is being renovated while you 
are living in the house, you can set up a 
minikitchen with a hot plate, microwave and 
small fridge in the corner of a usable room 
or even in a closet. 
@ Try to take frustrations in stride and main- 
tain your sense of humor.

TURNING A DERELICT HOUSE INTO A TREASURE IS NOT JUST A FANTASY. 
WITH SOUND PLANNING, IT CAN BE DONE

here is probably nothing as satisfy- 
ing as seeing an old house restored 
to its original beauty. You feel the 
accomplishment of preserving part 
of the past. Whether you physically do the 
work or employ others to reach your goal, 
the feelings are the same. So are most of the 
savings, for there is probably no better way 
to save than to take another’s junk and make 
it your treasure. 

Rehabilitation, restoration, remodeling 
and renovation are words that mean close to 
the same thing. Rehabilitation and restora- 
tion mean to bring back. Remodel and reno- 
vate indicate changing something. The word 
I will be using most is restoration. I call an 
old structure that can be made habitable a 
restorable old structure, or R.O.S. 


Finding a Restorable Old Structure 

First, what is an old structure (O.S.)? For 
my purpose it shall be any building that, due 
to old age, neglect or having been used for 
purposes other than habitation, is not suit- 
able for habitation today. 

But how old is old? That is a rhetorical 
question, for anything can become old be- 
fore its time. An O.S. could be relatively 
new but, due to neglect or poor quality, 
seems near the end of its life. More often, 
however, old wiil correspond to an O.S.’s 
age. Don’t overlook any possibilities by 
confining your search to relatively new 
structures, however. Some O.S.’s that are 
100 years old can be in better condition than 
those 20 years old. 


Defining an R.O.S. 
That brings us to the question of what an 
R.O.S. really is. I define it as an O.S. that 


can be restored (rehabilitated, remodeled or 
renovated) at a reasonable cost. Except in 
rare cases, the cost of restoration, rehabilita- 
tion or remodeling, plus the cost of the 


O.S., should not exceed the cost of a com- 
parable new structure

R.O.S. in need of more costly repair, but 
they exist and can be found. Good examples 
of structures suitable for cosmetic improve- 
ment include farmhouses, row houses and 
brownstones, or one-family houses, espe- 
cially in old neighborhoods. 

Why buy an old structure? The obvious 
reason is, of course, to save money. How 
much you save overall will be determined by 
how much you pay for the O.S. and how 
much you have to do to it. Wise buying and 
restoration are the keys to saving. 


Rehab Pros and Cons 
You can make a remodeling, rehabilitation, 
restoration or renovation project as difficult 
or easy as you want. The main disadvantage 
to doing a project instead of buying a new 
property is if you permit the project to be- 
come too complicated. Another disadvan- 
tage exists if previous restoration in your 
selected area has driven up the price of an 
O.S. to a point where restoration is no long- 
er feasible. This usually occurs by neighbor- 
hood, though, not by city. So you merely 
have to extend your search to other areas. 
You may, on the other hand, be the pio- 
neer, the first newcomer (or close to it) in a 
run-down neighborhood. This, on the plus 
side, always means a lower price for the 
O.S. but poses two immediate problems. 
One is security. The other is the possibility 
that no one else will follow your example 
and that the neighborhood will fall into fur- 
ther ruin. This is unlikely, for as the cost of 
new housing rises, O.S.’s everywhere will 
become more valuable. 


Use Your Imagination 
Some people can look at something that is 
unfinished and envision precisely how it will 
look when finished. As a builder, I know 
precisely what a house is going to look like 
before I begin. If you allow yourself to try, 
you will be able to look at an R.O.S. and 
imagine what it will look like restored, even 
if you have never tried before. 

It is not necessary to visualize how the 
interior will look. The inside design will be 


visualized and drawn out in plans by your 
architect or designer. Of course, some 
R.O.S.’s will be in good enough shape that 
no imagination will be necessary. Just don’t 
get turned off by all the filth and trash you 
may find inside or by holes in walls and 
floors, missing windows, ripped-out plumb- 
ing and wiring. That is all relatively minor. 
The best way to look at the inside of an 
R.O.S. is with your eyes partially closed, 
with just a fuzz of light filtering through 
your eyelids, and then use your imagination. 


What to Look For When You Buy 

There are several important items to consid- 
er when you are looking for an R.O.S. First 
is the condition of the structure. The actual 
in-depth examination of an R.O.S. needs to 
be done by an inspection engineer. But there 
are a few very simple things that you can 
look for yourself that will allow you to make 
a quick go or no-go decision. 

The neighborhood can be important, so 
while examining your prospective R.O.S., 
look around. Would you like to live here? 
Better yet, would you or could you, if you 
had to? Who will your neighbors be, now 
and in the future? Will you like them? 

Some of your questions won't have imme- 
diate answers. If people are there who have 
already renovated an R.O.S., talk to them. 
They will be glad to see more potential 
rehabilitation coming into the neighborhood. 
Talk to lenders who may be pushing for 
rehabilitation in the area, and talk to your 
broker if you used one. Most brokers will be 
honest with you; their reputation is at stake. 

Zoning is supposed to mean that what you 
see around the neighborhood today you will 
also see tomorrow. That is a rather flippant 
definition of a serious topic, but it is true. 
Zoning is important, yet some cities and 
locales don’t have it. You (or your real 
estate broker—another reason to have one) 
will need to see if your locale has zoning 
and, if so, what it does for you. Zoning is 
supposed to keep residential neighborhoods 
residential, business neighborhoods busi-

ness, and industrial neighborhoods industri- 
al. But often spot zoning is allowed that 
mixes business with residential. Often this is 
good; often, not. In the country, zoning is 
just as important. Do you want a gas station 
built next to your restored farmhouse? 
Property taxes are usually based on the 
property’s value, so these taxes can be, and 
often are, escalated drastically as a neigh- 
borhood and/or dwelling improves. Some 
locales, in order to encourage rehabilitation, 
promise low or no tax increase. Some do not 
care and tax away at the new value you have 
given (or will give) your R.O.S. Be sure to 


call your county tax agent, or have your 
broker find out what your taxes are and what 
they will be when your project ends. 

If the O.S. is suitable by these criteria, 
you or your real estate broker need only look 
quickly for the very obvious defects that 
could prove costly. Until your inspection 
engineer does a thorough exam, you won’t 
be able to determine actual restoration costs. 
But to keep you from needing to call the 
engineer more than once or twice, first look 
for these obvious defects: serious fire dam- 
age, severe sagging of the roof, severe lean- 
ing of a wall or walls, crumbling or wide 
cracks in the foundation. 


Buy the Worst in the Best Neighborhood 
Why? It is a real estate fact of life that the 
lowest-priced house in a neighborhood ap-

preciates the fastest and is more assured of 
appreciation. You should always think of the 
resale value of a house, and if you own the 
most expensive house in the neighborhood it 
is usually the hardest to sell. So stay toward 
the low- to middle-price range if possible. 
This also means that you will probably be 
purchasing a small R.O.S., making your 
restoration costs lower. 


Architect or Designer? 

Once you decide to undertake major remod- 
eling, restoration or rehabilitation, you need 
a master plan that shows what is going to be 
done to the structure item by item, room by 
room. The master plan includes blueprints 
that show what the dimensions of each fin- 
ished room will look like, and specifications 
that describe the materials to be used. Based 
on cost considerations, the master plan will 
determine what the blueprints and specifica- 
tions will be. 

Theoretically, you could do the master 
plan yourself, but without spending too 
much money you can also get expert advice. 
The expertise and experience of a pro can 
save you more money than it will cost, as 
the two of you determine together what to do

to your R.O.S. If walls are to be moved or 
eliminated, you will need advice from an 
architect or architectural designer as to 
which can be moved without adding struc- 
tural support. If additional structural support 
is necessary either as a result of changes or 
because of an existing bad condition, he or 
she is the person who will design such sup- 
ports. Other structural defects can be reme- 
died on advice based on both the architect’s 
or architectural designer’s own evaluation 
and the inspection engineer’s report. 

The exterior of your R.O.S. will need 
careful evaluation. Here again, an architect 
or designer’s advice can be time- and mon- 
ey-saving. Perhaps you thought you had to 
do more than you really needed. Perhaps 
you will be advised not to spend $10,000 for 
new siding, for example. 

Aesthetics are a very important consider- 
ation in an R.O.S. There needs to be expert

Architects generally work for a fee based 
on a percentage of the project’s cost or by 
the hour. The percentage charged will vary 
depending on whether you want the architect 
to supervise construction or not. Obviously, 
it is going to cost you money for full super- 
vision. Architects generally provide this ser- 
vice as a liaison between owner and general 
contrator. You could have the architect su- 
pervise if you wish, or have supervision on a 
part-time, as 
architect’s job will be finished prior to con- 
struction and will consist of only design, 
consultation, and blueprints and specifica- 
tions. For this the fee would range from 8 to 
12 percent of project cost. An hourly rate 
would be $50 to $100.

An architectural designer is less expensive 
but not necessarily less knowledgeable than 
an architect. He or she will often work for a 
fee based on the square footage of the 
R.O.S. This fee is usually about 50 cents a 
square foot and includes only the design, 


consultation, blueprints and specifications. 
When needed, a designer will also supervise 
on an hourly or percentage-of-cost basis, 
usually at a lesser cost than an architect. 


Inspection Engineer 

Prior to finalizing any arrangements with the 
architectural designer, you will need the ser- 
vices of an inspection engineer who will 
provide the information that enables you to 
decide whether to purchase your R.O.S. 
Conceivably, your engineer and your archi- 
tectural designer could inspect the R.O.S. 
together, but that is unlikely and an unneces- 
sary expense. An inspection engineer or firm 
will, for a fee of $75 to $200, inspect a 
number of items and, most importantly, 
guarantee in writing the condition of each. 
Some inspections are even backed by an 
insurance policy, and I would gravitate to- 
ward those who have such insurance. An 
inspection engineer should also be able to 
give you an approximate cost of repair for 
each of the following items: 

® Foundation—for cracks, settling, water 
problems, crumbling, heaving; 

® First-floor framing sill and plates—for rot- 
ting, termite-damage cracks, settling; 

® Exterior walls, siding, doors and win- 
dows, soffit-and fascia boards—for rotting, 
cracks in veneers such as brick and stone; 

® Roof—for sags, rotting members, life ex- 





pectancy of shingles; 

@ Insulation (a relatively new inspection)— 
for evaluation of the present insulation, if 
any, and for advice as to needs; 

@ Fireplace and chimneys; 

@ Water drainage on lot—especially if water 
damage has been found in the basement or in 
crawl space. 

@ Plumbing—for water pressure, life expec- 
tancy of plumbing pipes, condition of fix- 
tures (lavatory, toilets, tubs, showers); 

® Electrical—for type and condition of wir- 
ing, adequacy of service (power) to structure 
for current and future needs, condition and 
safety of electrical devices (receptacles and 
switches) and fixtures, all panels and their 
fuses and circuit breakers; 

@ Mechanical—for condition and adequacy 
of any and all heating and air conditioning 
equipment and its life expectancy; 

@ Well and septic tank, if applicable—for 
recovery of well (water pressure over a long 
flow period), visible problems with septic

tank (standing water in leech or drain field, 
noticeable odors). 

The foundation inspection can be separat- 
ed from the rest and referred to as a structur- 
al inspection. Often that is available by itself 
at a lesser cost, if that is all you need. I 
recommend the entire inspection if you are 
going to buy. If you aren’t sure because of 
the poor condition of the O.S., then opt for 
the structural portion. If it passes, for your 
purposes, you can proceed with the rest of 
the inspection. 


Partial Renovation 

There is no law of restoration mandating that 
an old structure has to be completely reno- 
vated. It is often economically beneficial to 
make only those changes that will make the 
structure habitable. Some things can be 
fixed later—years later. To start with, you 
can do one room at a time, or even part of a 
room. One important criterion must be met, 
however: The structure must be safe in all 
ways. There is no set answer to what you 
should, should not, could or could not do in 
lieu of total rehabilitation or restoration. 
What is important to you is what will pre- 
vail, governed by your budget and common 
sense (and your inspection engineer’s re- 
port). The need for a master plan is as great, 
if not greater, under these circumstances. HH

Your settee is in the classical revival style, which was popular in 
America from 1815 to 1840. The round arms may have been in- 
spired by furniture designs of Benjamin Henry Latrobe for the 
White House Oval Room. Gold decoration was also popular at this 
time. The heave legs and cutout back seem to indicate a New York 
maker. Collectors would call this a country piece. it is very unusu- 
al and could be worth about $4,500. 











Your vase was made by 
Victor Durand, Jr., who 
was born in France. He 
moved to the United States 
with his family in 1884, 
and with his father began 
making glass in Vineland, 
N.J. In 1924 the company 
began making art glass. 
Glass with the white 
feather design, in the 
Peacock or Feather pattern, 
was popular. Durand died 
in 1931 and the company 
closed soon after. Your 
vase is worth $750.

THI COURAGE 
TOBE COZY 


We have Sister Parish to thank for making 
traditional decorating personal and comfortable 


he calls herself Mrs. Henry Parish II in the 

proper, well-bred manner to which she was 

born, but the design world and its followers 

know her best by her childhood nickname, 

Sister. By any name, she is usually labeled 

the “first lady” of American decorating. This 
tribute does not go far enough by half; she is actually, 
when you think about it, the first person of American 
decorating. Sister Parish’s influence on interior design in 
the past quarter century outstrips that of any man, in a 
field in which most of the leading lights are men. 

Before her work became known through wide publi- 
cation and her generous training of young designers, 
Americans lived in stiff traditional rooms or stiff chrome- 
and-glass ones. It took Sister Parish to show us. that 
traditional rooms need not be pretentious, that all rooms 
can be fresh, feminine, young, romantic and, above all, 
comfortable. Her onetime apprentice Mark Hampton 
says, “Mrs. Parish subliminally injects a cozy, cottagey 
spirit into even the richest room for a totally inviting 
space you never want to leave.” 

Mrs. Parish’s firm, Parish-Hadley, does urbane work 
for people with names like Mellon, Getty and Astor, and 
her showhouse rooms (a famous example, below right) 
allow the public to experience her style intimately. The 
foundation of these rooms is the classic Anglo-American 
aristocratic style but with the Parish twist that makes 
them relaxed and welcoming. Yes, she uses fine English 
and French antiques, but they do not intimidate her. As 
the large picture shows, Mrs. Parish takes a precious old 
needlepoint rug and—under a crystal chandelier— 
blithely combines it with loose slipcovers in an inexpen- 
sive cotton stripe. Assurance in mixing the rough with 
the fine is to some admirers her greatest gift 

Sister Parish also decorates in a frankly farmhouse 
mode, most notably in her own place, once her grand- 
father’s, in Dark Harbor, Maine. The publication of the 
Dark Harbor rooms in 1967 (two details at right) 
launched a country style that is still our national favorite. 

In Maine, Sister Parish sleeps in the same bed in which 
she was born. If you had to place an American socially 
from a single clue, that bed, that symbol of continuity, 
might suffice. It explains her feeling for tradition, but not 
her great and unique creativity, nor the eternal youthful- 
ness Of a woman who began to work in the 1930s. These 
matters are always a mystery.

ho among us has not stood baf- 
fled before gleaming rows of 
cosmetics or ranks of new ap- 
pliances and wondered how on 
earth one arrives at the right choice?

The pleasure we get 
from invention—tossing a hand-knit afghan 
here, or grouping our favorite fruit paintings 
there—has a way of communicating itself to 
everyone who enters the room, as if our 
smile were still hanging in the air. 

However much fun we editors and decora- 
tors have in creating the rooms on these 
pages, the last thing we hope you will do is 
think of them as something to copy, like a 
blueprint or dress pattern. Instead, prowl 
through our pages with a selective eye, per- 
haps in company with your husband, who, if 
he’s like mine, always seems to have other 
plans for a Saturday than wandering through 
furniture showrooms. Then give our Reader 
Advantage program a call and we’ll tell you 
just where to find your choices. No one’s 
dreams belong on hold.

The undisputed champion of the American 
vegetable garden is the tomato. Traditionally 
called the love apple, it was believed poi- 
sonous as recently as 1900, but through ef- 
forts begun long ago by such agronomists as 
Thomas Jefferson, the once feared plant be- 
came a beloved, acknowledged edible. 

Now is the perfect time to set young to- 
mato plants into garden rows. You will find 
seedlings in a host of varieties at your nurs- 
ery or garden center—not every variety, but 
most of the tried and true ones. 

Before you buy, decide whether you 
want determinate or indeterminate tomatoes. 
Determinates stop growing once they reach 
a certain height and then pack their power 
into fruit production. Called bush varieties, 
they are the best choices for containers and 
small gardens. 

Many of the all-time tomato favorites are 
indeterminate types (above)—from vines that 
keep growing taller all season until felled by 
frost. Such plants can be tied to stakes or 
espaliered (grown on strings or wires on a 
south-facing wall), trained to fill tomato 
towers or cages, or allowed to trail along the 
ground on a cushion of mulch. Stems tend to 
develop side suckers that should be removed 
diligently throughout the season. 

Make sure tomato plants get 6 to 10 
hours a day of direct sun, and plant them in 
rich, well-drained soil. The pH level should 
be 6.0 to 7.0; to confirm, use a home soil- 
testing kit available at most nurseries, and if 
necessary, follow the recommendations for 
improvement. If your soil has too much 
clay, enrich it with organic matter. Compost 
and well-rotted cow manure are the best 
additives, but Canadian sphagnum peat 
moss 1s also effective and widely available. 
Moisten thoroughly before you work peat 
moss in, turning the soi) over to a depth of at 
feast 12 inches. Add a slow-release fertiliz- 
er, such as Tomato Restore, or any granular 
product with a high phosphorus level (the

middle number shown on plant-food labels). 
Tomatoes also need a constant and even 
supply of water. As you can rarely rely on 
nature, be prepared to irrigate at least once a 
week. Water deep and well to encourage 
roots to grow into the soil, where they are 
safe from drought damage. Let water trickle 
down slowly. New, automated irrigation 
hoses are helpful, but you can also use a 
one-gallon plastic milk container with small 
holes punched in the bottom. Fill the con- 
tainer and let water seep out slowly. One 
gallon a week per plant is the minimum, but

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THE WAY TO A BEAUT 


SOMETIMES A 
BATH MUST BE 
REMODELED, BUT 
OFTEN ALL IT 
NEEDS IS 
REDECORATING 


By MARK HAMPTON 
f all the remodeling and redecorat- 
ing projects undertaken in one’s 
life, none is more difficult and 
complicated than working on a 
bathroom. Everything about the topic is 
numbing: the design problems, the spatial 
requirements, the utilitarian demands, the 
enormous expense and ridiculous amount of 
time all this punishment takes. To begin 
with, there is the long list of tradesmen 
required to do a proper job (not including the 
two architects and four decorators you have 
no doubt interviewed): the carpenter-builder, 
the plumber, the tile man or marble man or 
both, the floor man, the mirror man, the 
electrician, the painter, and perhaps the pa- 
perhanger as well. Have I left anyone out? 

It is possible and often preferable to do a 
superficial job, working with the good 
points that already exist. Often, however, 
there just aren’t enough good points. Their 
absence is the real reason for plunging into 
the abyss of renovating in the first place. But 
you should be sure of what you are doing 
before you begin tearing up floors and walls 
and exposing all the wires and pipes. This 
surgery takes a lot of thinking, looking and 
planning. I don’t want to go into the utilitari- 
an aspects of bathrooms here, though; in- 
stead I would like to bring up a few architec- 
tural and decorative issues. 

Bathrooms allow us to be more extreme in 
style than we might want to be in the rest of 
the house. In many otherwise timid or con- 
servative establishments I have seen baths 
where overindulgent decorating doesn’t 
seem to bother a soul. What would look 
vulgar in any other room looks great in the 
private precincts of the bath. 

In one wonderful Westbury, Long Island, 
N.Y., house built in the Georgian style 
about 60 years ago, everything is refined

are only slightly larger than average, but they contain many delightful amenities. 





and traditional—old carpets and good En- 
glish furniture in rooms with simple curtains 
and subdued colors. But in the master bath 
the art deco period leaps out at you from 
lacquered walls, a marble floor, and stain- 
less-steel scallop shells applied to the cor- 
nice. The mirrors are bordered with stainless 
steel, and the sink stands on huge legs. The 
toilet is hidden by a steel-and-lacquer fold- 
ing screen. It is clearly the one place where a 
longing for extravagance had won out over 
the stricter viewpoint prevailing elsewhere. 
And so it is with rich bathrooms. They 
provide a place for private pampering, for a 
sybaritic mood that might otherwise be 
frowned upon. Hidden from the scrutiny of 
others, these rooms are secret havens of self- 
absorption. Perhaps this indulgent attitude 
used to be confined to the rich or the racy, 
but with the introduction of steam baths, 
whirlpools, hot tubs and the like, the days of 
self-denial are now in the past. (Let’s not 
even discuss the exigencies of installing tubs 
that are big enough for more than one per- 
son—structural underpinnings for the 
weight, the excessive space consumed.) 


In the 20s, when the plumbing industry 
was new, bathrooms were often clinically 
modern with a stingy sense of confinement. 
To be sure, not all modern bathrooms are 
meager; I have seen some wonderful ones— 
remarkable tours de force of marble and 
steel with perfectly executed plasterwork 
and terribly sophisticated custom lighting— 
but they are impossible to pull off in most 
buildings, and watered-down attempts are 
disappointing and bana!. The ideal to me is a 
room of a certain age with a little fireplace 
and old paneled doors behind which are 
tucked storage spaces and plumbing fix- 
tures. This sort of room is not often avail- 
able, yet the same approach with regard to 
cabinetwork, coziness, visual charm and 
comfort can be applied to the planning of a 
new bathroom. 

Several years ago I remodeled an old 
farmhouse on Long Island for a couple 
whose taste for collecting and decorating 
gives their houses great style and charm. We 
enlarged one of the bathrooms by adding the 
space of two adjoining closets to come up

with a room, albeit a small one, that had 
some architectural possibilities. 

Since it was on a corner of the house, it 
could have two windows instead of the ex- 
isting one, each facing a different view of 
the garden. With a window on each outside 
wall, we were able to place the tub under 
one of them (projecting into the room rather 
than being placed against the wall) and the 
sink under the other. In the corners flanking 
the tub we built two little pavilions with 
mirrored niches inside. In one niche we put 
the toilet, in the other the shower. 

We covered the walls with an old chintz 
in a pattern of Gothic arches and flowers. It 
had come from the walls of a beautiful room 
in an apartment decorated years before by 
Robert Denning and Vincent Fourcade. 
(When a client of mine had bought the apart- 
ment, I retrieved the old chintz and kept it in 
a box under my desk for ages, waiting for 
the perfect place to put it.) 

Using the chintz as inspiration, we glazed 
the new windows with mullions shaped into 
Gothic points. The molding and paneled 
cabinetwork were painted and dragged in 
deep cream and white, and all the fittings 
were finished in polished brass. Old brass 
light fixtures were fairly easy to locate, as 
well as an old brass soap rack for the tub. 

The marble man was able to find a few 
pieces of lovely old tan marble called Haute- 
ville, which we used in the shower stall, on 
the sink top and around the tub. Combined 
with the other elements, the marble contrib- 
uted the look of something built years ago. 
The wall space sacrificed for the windows is 
more than made up for by wonderful light 
and beautiful views. More often than not, 
windows are more important than wall space 
in bathrooms. It is amazing to think of all 
the baths that have no windows at all! 

Another ideal bathroom-design category 
is The Ritz Hotel style, based on the baths of 
the famous luxury hotel chain founded in 
1898. The old bathrooms in the London 
Ritz, before they were yanked out and mod- 
ernized, were sublime. The sinks and the 
huge tubs (they had to be smashed in two to 
get them out of the building) were in one 
area, the toilets in another, and there was 
always room for a painted dressing table, 
chair and small chest of drawers. 

The Paris Ritz has been more or less con- 
tinuously renovated, but its bathrooms have 
never had a bad remodeling. Their wood- 
work and cabinetry show the stamp of the 
true Ritz style. It is nearly always a re- 
strained Edwardian version of the Louis XVI 
period. César Ritz was very smart, after all, 
and he knew that the florid C-scrolls of 
Louis XV might look a little vulgar in the 


bathroom. Along with late-18th-century 
classicism, symmetry 1s always a strong ele- 
ment of the design of these gorgeous baths, 
with paneling and mirrorwork continuing the 
balanced placement of all the beautifully 
executed necessities. Crisp pilasters orga- 
nize the schemes, provided framing for mir- 
rors, niches and cabinets. 

In one of Ogden Codman’s turn-of-the- 
century baths at The Breakers in Newport, 
R.I., where the wall moldings and the archi- 
tectural trim of the room evoke the calm of 
ancient Rome as well as 18th-century 
France, the tub is detailed to look like a 
modern-day version of a sarcophagus, its 
sides decorated with the familiar strigil pat- 
tern. I fully realize that these glamorous old 
bathrooms depended for their beauty and 
luxury on a fairly large square footage. 
There is a contemporary trend, in this era of 
“spa” bathrooms, toward allotting vast 
spaces for the principal bathrooms of the 
house. Where such space exists, | recom- 
mend a fresh study of the bathrooms of 60 or 
90 years past. 

Not many years ago I was asked to design 
an entirely new master-bedroom wing along 
with the necessary dressing rooms and 
baths. What we arrived at was an up-to-date 
version of a well-tested formula that begins 
with an English-looking bathroom for the 
man of the house, with handsome paneled 
cabinets, William Morris wallpaper and a 
large stall shower rather than a tub. For his 
wife we built a large square bathroom with 
four symmetrical elevations and all of the 
details that recall the spirit of the Ritz Ho- 
tels, Ogden Codman and Elsie de Wolfe, 
more or less in that chronological order. One 
wall of this room is devoted to the tub with 
its marble surround and pilasters. Another 
wall at a right angle to the tub is for the sink 
cabinet and dressing table. 

Pilasters serve a triple function here: They 
separate the panels of mirror, they contain 
the sockets for the wall-mounted lights, and 
they are beautiful. The third wall has a 
French window opening onto a tiny walled 
patio, and the fourth has a pair of doors, one 
to the next room and one to the toilet and 
bidet. The floor is made of white marble 
squares with small black marble inserts at 
the corners. There is room for a couple of 
small tiered tables and a pair of Louis XVI 
slipper chairs. All the complexities of con- 
temporary plumbing and electrical work are 
submerged in the tranquillity of a well-or- 
dered plan based on traditional principles of 
architecture and decoration. 

Often it is unnecessary to make any seri- 
ous changes in a bathroom—all it needs is 
decorating. My own bathroom in Manhat- 
tan, for example (see illustration), still has 
its original wall and floor tiles from the 
1930s as well as its original plumbing fix-

MAKE ROOM FOR FAMILY DINING 


IF A PLEASING SPACE 
FOR DINING SEEMS AN 
IMPOSSIBLE DREAM, 
HERE ARE WAYS TO 
SQUEEZE IT IN WITHOUT 
LOSING WHAT YOU LOVE 
ABOUT YOUR HOME

f we lived in Norman Rockwell’s 
America, every home would boast a 
Thanksgiving-dinner—size dining room 
where at least a dozen relatives and 
friends could gather comfortably. But in the 
real world of the 90s, a dining room large 
enough to accommodate a fully extended 
table, a dozen chairs, storage and serving 
units, and with sufficient space so people 
can walk around the table is the exception 
rather than the rule. 

This doesn’t necessarily mean that holi- 
day gatherings or the gracious dinner party 
must go the way of the nickel bus ride and 
the Pet Rock. With careful planning and 
imaginative decorating—and perhaps some 
judicious realignment of interior space—you 
can create a dining area that suits your enter- 
taining style as well as your everyday needs. 


What Is Your Style? 

Probably because it is the least frequently 
used space in the house, people tend not to 
give too much thought to the dining area. 
But there ts a great deal you can do to 
improve existing space or eke out a dining 
spot where none existed. As with any other 
remodeling project, the key to success is 
careful advance planning. 

First, consider how you are likely to use a 
dining area. Be honest and realistic. How 
often will you entertain? How many people 
will you invite? Your answers will deter- 
mine the amount of space to allocate. 

What type of entertaining appeals to you? 
Are your guests usually close family and 
friends who bring pajama-clad toddlers? Or 
do you prefer fancy-dress occasions when 
you get to serve frora crystal and silver? Or 
perhaps you enjoy setting out infornial buf-

fet dinners. Barbecued burgers and im- 
promptu potluck suppers with the neighbors 
do not require elaborate surroundings. 

What is your cooking style? Do you like 
having guests in the kitchen to kibitz with 
while you work? Or is every last detail, right 
down to the chilled salad plates, well in 
hand before the doorbell rings? Perhaps your 
idea of a successful dinner is one that allows 
you to get in and out of the kitchen in an 
hour or less, start to finish. If so, you may 
need relatively little room for food prepara- 
tion and might want to give up space to 
create a dining area right in the kitchen, as 
designer Barbara Ostrom did for a special 
client (top). Or consider moving the laundry 
room nearer to the bedrooms (where most of 
the laundry is generated) and make that 


space a family eating area. 

The presence of children (yours or your 
guests’) will definitely affect your dining 
style. If the children are small and you have 
the room, opt for more than one dining 
space—a formal area for holidays and enter- 
taining, and perhaps a breakfast nook or 
snack counter, in cr near the kitchen, for 
everyday use. Families with older children 
can function more easily with just a formal 
dining space if that is all there is room for. 
Why not screen off a portion of your living 
room, as in this example (above)? 


Where to Find the Space 

New York interior designer Lisa Rose sug-

Do not despair if the kitchen is the only spot in your house for 
dining. It is possible to create a comfortable, even elegant dining 
space in a kitchen, says Blair: “The formality has less to do with 
where you are than with the way you entertain.” And even if you 


do have a separate room for dining, an eat-in option in the kitchen | 


makes sense: When remodeling your kitchen, think seriously 


about creating a countertop eating area. Residential space planner | 


Mary Fisher Knott of San Marino, Calif., suggests another option: 


a pullout table that works in the manner of a pullout cutting board. 3

be careful: Too much water can lead to root 
rot, fruit deformities and disease. 

Transplant seedlings in early evening or 
on a cloudy day—never at high noon. Plants 
for staking should be spaced about 2 feet 
apart. Caged plants, and those that are 
meant to sprawl, should be about 3 feet 
apart. Bury each plant halfway up the stem 
for strong growth. Roots will sprout from 
nodes along each stem. 

A mulch will discourage weeds, help the 
soil retain moisture and keep the fruit on the 
trailing plants dry and clean. Sheets of black 
plastic mulch can be disguised with a layer 
of organic material, such as straw, hay, salt 
hay, pine needles or shredded pine bark. 

Feed each plant whenever you water, 
starting when blossoms appear. Use a half- 
strength 1-2-1 ratio preparation (5-10-5 is 
recommended). Bees will do most of the 
pollinating, but tomato flowers can even 
pollinate themselves. 

These plants do attract pests. Aphids and 
white flies are pandemic but controllable, 
and environmentally conscious pest-control 
methods exist now. Try Safer’s Insecticidal 
Soap. Because it is not as potent as those 
dangerous, old-style chemical poisons, it 
must be reapplied regularly. 

Around mid-August, start looking for the 
tomato hornworm, the worst pest of all. 
Inspect plants daily; pick off these invaders 
and dispose of them in a paper bag. Or use 
Baccillus thuringiensis (BT), which attacks 
all caterpillars—even the gypsy moths. 

For container gardens, select from de- 
terminates bred for this purpose, and use the 
largest container you can find. “Pixie Hy- 
brid,” “Red Express,” “Red Robin,” “Pa- 
tio Prize” and “Goldie Hybrid” have been 
developed especially for small pots (6 inches 
wide and deep—plastic, please, to hold 
For hanging baskets, choose 
small-fruited indeterminate varieties.

used to back the windew shutter grillwork 
and to make the sink skirt is an old chintz. 
The wallpaper, paintwork and chintz have 


lasted for 19 years. The floor has been cov- 
ered with a succession of patterned wool 
carpets or rush matting. 

This only slightly larger than average 
bathroom contains, in addition to the fix- 
tures, a Regency cabinet in the shape of an 
oversize pedestal, a cupboard with 10 draw- 
ers and 2 doors, a hall chair and a towel 
trestle—all in mahogany. The walls are cov- 
ered with brackets and shelves, watercolors 
and photographs. It is a room full of memo- 
rabilia as well as a large range of necessities, 
from socks and handkerchiefs to extra tubes 
of toothpaste and bars of bath soap. Tearing 
it all up 19 years ago would not have im- 
proved a thing. 

The design principles of the past that I so 
often rely on can be just as helpful in the 
design of contemporary-looking bathrooms 
as they are in those with a tradional view- 
point. A friend of mine recently had a bril- 
liant bathroom designed by Robert Bray and 
Michael Schaible. On the one had it seems 
to have grown out of the Bauhaus family 
tree, but on the other hand it conveys a 
mood of balanced solidity and richness more 
evocative of old-fashioned bathrooms. 

All of the hardware is overscale and fin- 
ished in mirrored chrome. The floor, tub 
surround and sink counter are thick gray 
granite immaculately seamed and finished. 
The walls are stark white, and the mirror- 
work, although sleek and minimalist in de- 
sign, is so carefully detailed that it creates an 
atmosphere of sparkling luxury equal to the 
effect of a dozen rock-crystal sconces. 

If I were a psychiatrist, I think I would 
like to inspect my patients’ bathrooms be- 
fore investigating any other area of their 
lives. Your own bathroom should reflect 
you. Why should anyone else have any say 
about it? Along with your bedroom, the 
bathroom is the room you use most regular- 
ly. If you are lucky enough to have a bath- 
room all your own, it should be treated as 
your refuge from the world.

orget period and pedigree. For New York designers Simone 
Feldman and Victoria Hagan, it is shape that counts. After all, 
in their pared-down rooms each and every piece stands out; 
wonderful form is a must. The partners’ search for great shape 
has led them to elaborate 18th-century Spanish beds, stream- 
lined 1940s chairs and, most recently, to Drexel Heritage 
collections. In this pale, luminous room, Drexel’s curvy sofas and shield- 
back chairs, plus a few drop-dead antiques, are brought into high relief. 
For a backdrop that shows off the shapely pieces, the designers chose 
antique white for walls, white-white for woodwork and a pinkish tone for 
the vaulted ceiling. Fabrics in those same whites, but in different textures, 
were found for the upholstery. “If we had used prints instead,” says 
Feldman, “you never would have noticed the nice lines of the sofa and love 
seat.” More textures show up in the sisal rug and linen curtains. 
Without the distraction of pattern, the furniture and accents become 
dramatic punctuation. A gold-leaf ram’s-head bracket gleams, an oval floral 











painting bursts with color. Giving each piece breathing room “means your 
eye catches those beautiful objects and unexpected elements,” says Hagan. 
The designers offer more advice: @ Lighten the mood with a table that 
resembles a stack of books. @ Soften the lines of dark-wood chairs with 
sheer slipcovers that drop to the floor. Here, diaphanous silk organza lends

t’s not often that you see delicate 
painted furniture and pastel print- 
upholstered pieces in a Tudor-style 
room with dark wood paneling, 
casement windows and beamed 
ceiling. Sandy Ceppos explains, “I 
wanted to emphasize the indoor- 
outdoor aspects, because the owner told me 
the room had always seemed dark and unin- 
viting, even with all those windows.” 

To lighten the room and to connect it to 
the garden, which surrounds it on three 
sides, Ceppos chose a leaf-patterned cotton 
in soft blue-greens. The colors echo those of 
the slate floor, which she left uncovered, 
and they also help to tone down the wood 
paneling. But unlike some garden rooms, 
this one does not employ garden-style furni- 
ture. “Twig or wicker pieces can be uncom- 
fortable,” says Ceppos, “but lots of uphol- 
stered seating makes a room cozy.” 





Ceppos found the furniture she needed— 
upholstered pieces plus tables, chair and 
bench with painted finishes—in Lexington’s 
new collection of country furniture. The col- 
lection was designed by Lynn Hollyn, who 
drew upon shapes and details of furniture in 
France, the Scandinavian countries and the 
British Isles. Hollyn was initially inspired by 
a blue-painted curio cabinet she saw in a 
Palm Beach shop five years ago. “That’s 
when I began collecting pictures—photos, 
magazines clips, sketches—of painted furni- 
ture from Europe and America,” she says. 

More decorating ideas for your own 
rooms: ® To make a room inviting, arrange 
furniture in several intimate groups. ® Never 
use a heavy rug or carpet in a garden room. 
It negates the outdoor feeling. @

NA his is an American room with a French 
accent,” says Stanley Hura about the sit- 
ting room, pointing out the Gallic style 
of the sweetly curving provincial desk 
and chairs.

ike a lot of houses in Carmel, Calif., this 
one (above) looks like an illustration in an 
old-fashioned book of fairy tales, thatched 
roof and all (in reality shingles were laid to 
resemble thatch). But there is nothing old- 
fashioned about the interior, and that actual- 
ly presented a design challenge. What we think of as cottage 
decorating—small-scale furniture and cozy clutter—would 
have been lost in this California-size living room (see preced- 
ing pages), with its high ceiling and walls of glass. This 
room calls for over-scale furniture, like the sofa, chaise and 
coffee table from J.C. Penney stores. (Dining room and deck 
furniture came from J.C. Penney catalogs.) Although every- 
thing is large—including accessories—soft colors and worn- 
paint finishes are in the cottage spirit. 

The soaring space of the living room comes as a surprise to 
first-time visitors, who have just seen a deliberately quaint 
exterior, but as owner Don Propstra points out, many of the 
architectural elements of the remodeled house are cottagey, 
too: wood beams and ceiling planks, arched windows, small- 
paned French doors and stone fireplace. Propstra and his 
partner, Rob Lane, bought a “surprisingly unattractive 1940s 
tract house with a low-pitched roof” and asked architect 
Stephen Wilmoth to remodel it. They specified a Carmel- 
cottage exterior, and rooms with the spaciousness present- 
day Californians insist on. Here are some decorating tips for 
giving your own house some cottage charm: @ In a room with 
a soft palette, avoid sharp contrasts. To soften the wood 
tones here, pine ceiling and beams were treated with white 
transparent stain. @ To light up the ceiling, select high win- 
dows for a high room. @ Choose wall-to-wall carpet in a 
neutral color, so you can layer small rugs like the Scandina- 
vian runner in the living room. &

f you can’t afford to commission 
the legendary decorator Mario 
Buatta, who has been serving up 
English country style to society cli- 
ents for nearly 27 years, you can 
still achieve his look. Six Buatta 
collections of coordinating bed lin- 
ens for Revman Industries are a gold mine 
for the enterprising amateur decorator. More 
than just sheets, each collection includes 
draperies, balloon shades, table rounds, 
even decorative pillows. 

Last fall, Buatta created a model room for 
Macy’s Corner Shop Antique Galleries in 
Manhattan, using his Annabel linens and the 
flagship store’s extensive coilection of an- 
tiques and reproductions. His first step was 
to install elaborate moldings and an impos- 
ing chimneypiece. “If you don’t have this 
kind of cornice or chair rail, you could use 
wallpaper borders to add a similar sense of 
architectural grandeur,” he suggests. “Here, 
I even added red ribbon trim to outline the 
sheet-upholstered upper walls.” To hold 
down the intensity of the multicolored floral, 
the dado was painted a matte taupe. The 
dusty rose ceiling could easily have been a 
pale blue or yellow depending on the choice 
of sheet patterns. “The ceiling is the sixth 
surface of a room and no one ever pays 
enough attention to it,” admonishes Buatta. 
“T find white ceilings so boring.” >

he setting is supposed to 
feel very lush, in the grand 
European tradition,” says 
Mario Buatta. This is espe- 
cially evident at the win- 
dows, where the decorator’s 
renowned talent for opulent 
custom window treatments is applied to his 
ready-made Revman draperies; they are very 
generously sized for retail curtains. Full cur- 
tains and a gathered valance, both edged with 
two layers of thick ruffles, front a balloon shade 
(Buatta prefers to call them “festoon blinds”) in 
a contrasting print. Equally exuberant is the mix 
of Annabel florals in an abundant assortment of 
pillows on the bed. “People love the inviting 
look of an unmade bed,” says Buatta. Here, as 
everywhere, the designer’s work is distin- 
guished by a fascination with intricate detailing: 
Tassels dangle from the tester valance, fan- 
shaped trim borders the embroidered polka-dot 
batiste hangings, and heavy shirring covers the 
headboard’s rounded edge. 

Buatta applied the same kind of dressmaker 
extras to the chairs he upholstered in Annabel 
sheeting. Instead of plain buttons, he tucked 
whimsical red bows into the seat back of a 
tufted armchair (not shown), an easy trick that 
upgrades a standard piece. Slipcovers would be 
an easy-maintenance alternative, as the sheets’ 
tight weave is a 60/40 blend of cotton and 
polyester that, with the right trimmings, can 
give the fitted, finished look of upholstery. 

“Pictures should always be hung in slightly 
different ways,” says Buatta. “They should ap- 
pear as though they were hung over a period of 
time, not all at once yesterday.” In some 
places, Buatta simply strung thick tricolor cord 
from the cornice molding to the top corners of a 
frame; in others he added fat loops at the cor- 
nice. He capped French miniatures with delicate 
yellow bows and placed them on the narrow 
strips of wall flanking the fireplace, three on 
one side, one on the other.

GRISTVILL 


The successful campaign to adapt 
a ruin for living today 





et on four sun-dappled 
acres of lush Virginia countryside, the gristmill on Catoctin Creek 
in Taylorstown recalls an earlier, simpler America when mills 
were mainstays of small-town economic life. in 1979, when 
Leesburg-based interior designers Ed Bouchard and Bud Yeck 
spotted the abandoned 18th-century building, they felt they had 
found a window into history. Recalls Bouchard, “We just had to 
have it.” But the pair’s enthusiasm was dampened when they 
realized that their idyllic mill had a crucial problem, namely 
water—too much of it. Mills, of course, are built beside the 
water, and this one, which had been in continuous use from its 
construction until 1958, had been designed to exploit as much of 
the Catoctin as possible. To turn the waterwheel, a channel called 
a millrace ran from the nearby creek through the building. Though 
the waterwheel had long since disappeared by the time the two 
designers came on the scene, the not-so-romantic race remained, 
making serious flooding a problem. To control flooding, which 
had proved to be the undoing of earlier residents, Bouchard and 
Yeck built an elaborate earth island by filling the original 14-foot 
drop-off along three sides of the mill with 50 truckloads of 
landfill. By doing this, they not only banished the worst of the 
floods (they hope), they also gave themselves a gently sloping 
lawn and room for an inviting terrace off the kitchen. 


Ed Bouchard and Bud Yeck have spent the past 
10 years making the inside of the gristmill 
(above left) as composed as the outside. The two 
designers built a stone gate topped by antique 
pineapple finials to create an appropriately 
picturesque entrance (left). By filling in the land 
around the mill, the men gained room for a 
terrace (opposite). The terrace is surrounded by 
trellises that can be covered with plastic sheeting 
to keep out rain and make a winter home for 
potted plants.

fter making 
the mill habitable, Yeck and Bouchard turned 
to the decorating (earlier residents had in- 
stalled a kitchen, bathrooms and bedrooms). 
Although they kept the heritage of the build- 
ing in mind, they were not after period perfec- 
tion. Instead, their design is a fresh mix of 
new and old, rustic and sophisticated. “We 
didn’t feel we had to decorate in an American 
primitive style just because we were in an 
American primitive building,” says Bou- 
chard. The 20-by-50-foot living-dining room 
on the first floor was the biggest challenge. 
With its heavy beamed ceiling and deep, 
small windows, the space had no more 
warmth than a cavern. Because of an early 
flood, the original pine floors had been lost 
and replaced, so Yeck and Bouchard felt no 
compunction about staining the floor platinum 
to counteract the dark ceiling. They replaced 
two small windows with sliding glass doors to 
capture a view of the stream and bring in a 
wash of light. To build a light and airy look, 
they added plenty of white upholstery and 
wicker furniture, and had a decorative painter 
make the walls look like white stone. >

ike many other 
designers, Yeck and Bouchard use their home 
as a laboratory, indulging their whims and 
adventurous, eclectic taste. The second-floor 
library—their favorite space—is a good exam- 
ple: The room stars a wall-hung antique Japa- 
nese screen that coexists with a table that is 
Just an old painted-oak farm piece cut down. 
Accessories include busts of Frankenstein au- 
thor Mary Shelley and her husband, poet Per- 
cy Bysshe Shelley. During the summer, 
plump sofas sport crisp white cotton slipcov- 
ers; when fall comes, they are decked in rich 
paisleys. The guest bedroom has a completely 
different mood. Feminine and cozy, the small 
space invites visitors to relax. Walls are 
sponge-painted a gentle blue to complement 
pretty print fabrics on the window, stool and 
bed. As a reminder of the real ivy that had 
crept inside the window years before, Yeck 
and Bouchard painted ivy around the sill. 
Though Yeck and Bouchard have come a long 
way with the old mill, the “reclamation pro- 
ject” continues. An unfinished third floor lies 
waiting, and the rest of the 260-year-old 
house requires constant attention. But essen- 
tially, Bouchard and Yeck’s mission is accom- 
plished—the mill has become a serene and 
soothing place to live. Says Bouchard, “It’s an 
I’m-glad-to-be-home kind of place.”

are practical, too, providing support for 
climbing plants, adding architectural 
significance to landscapes, and shading 
balconies and porches. 

Roomlike gazebos and pergolas per- 
fumed by webs of flowers are captivat- 
ing focal points for any garden; if they 
are made of latticework, they are even 
more picturesque. Across the motor 
court from a New England house, a 
pergola (above) makes the arrival of 
guests more dramatic. Instead of simple 
timber posts, classical columns support 
the overhead beams. “From the road 
below,” says architect Stephen Patrick 
Judge, “it looks like a temple.” 

While pergolas are occasionally out- 
fitted with a bench or two, gazebos 
offer a more private retreat. Some are 
primitive, with twisted-branch walls 
and thatched roofs; others convey a de- 
lightful sense of old-fashioned fantasy 
with lattice screens and lath roofs. >

attices are an old 
motif in decorat- 
ing: They were 
carved on Chip- 
pendale furni- 
ture. cast in iron 
on Regency ve- 
randa railings, 
and printed as a 
ground on Wil- 
liam Morris wallpaper. This season, in- 
ventive interpretations of treillage lend 
a pastoral look to fabrics, rugs, even 
china. Trompe I’oeil versions of lattice- 
work go far beyond conventional 
wooden slats and bamboo stalks to in- 
clude bands of lush vines and fretwork. 

To set the stage for a romantic gar- 
den room, try hammering lattice 
screens—available prefabricated at 
most lumberyards—to walls for a strik- 
ing architectural shell. Or hire a profes- 
sional artist to paint a faux-lattice 
mural. An easy do-it-yourself solution 
is to apply trellis wallpaper to a folding 
screen (above left), edge each panel 
with a border, then personalize it with 
birds and flowers hand-cut from other 
wallpapers or picture books. Treillage 
moves to the floor on the wool carpet 
crisscrossed by vines. Tiles can easily 
be set in the signature diamond pattern 
of trelliswork. Terra-cotta blocks were 
laid down in a garden room (opposite) 
with clumps of moss to reproduce the 
casual look of an outdoor patio. 

In fabrics as in rugs, patterns with 
white or pale grounds are best for 
bringing indoors the spacious open-air 
feeling of a gazebo or pergola. For fur- 
niture and accessories, choose pieces 
that would be at home in the garden. 
Our choices (shown on these two 
pages) include a twisted-wire settee, a 
metal lamp with a base in the shape of a 
climbing plant, bowls of real and pa- 
pier-maché fruit and vegetables, and 
ceramic dinnerware decorated with a 
stylized trellis border.

he painted wicker chairs here 
and on our cover appear to be beloved old 
family furniture, but they are new pieces 
that resulted from a collaboration between 
House Beautiful and artist Frank Viner. We 
commissioned Viner to make the chairs look 
‘as if they had sat out in the rain for years” 
while remaining fresh and inviting. Here is 
what he did; the process is easy to copy. 

Materials: He used one gallon of Benja- 
min Moore Latex Flat #928 cream, two 
quarts of #798 blue for the base coats and 
one quart of flat gray latex. Also needed: 
one 4-inch paint brush, a 2-inch-thick piece 
of foam rubber for the square pattern, plus 
foam-rubber scraps, bond paper cut into 10- 
inch squares, a charcoal pencil, #80 sandpa- 
per and polyurethane gloss. 

Directions: Viner brushed two coats of 
the blue base color on the chairs, allowing 
each coat to dry. He then created an antique 
look by mixing the blue with the gray, rub- 
bing it into the entire chair with the foam- 
rubber scraps. 

After this coat dried, the next step was to 
apply the pattern. House Beautiful wanted a 
checkerboard design, so Viner cut out 
squares of bond paper and placed them on 
the chairs to determine the appropriate size 
(10 inches) for this piece of furniture. He 
also wrapped paper squares around the 
chair’s top edges and sides where the pattern 
would logically follow. Viner attached the 
their corners with transparent 
tape, and using the charcoal pencil, he 
marked the edges of the squares, then re- 
moved the paper. 

Once the pattern was marked, the artist 
applied the cream-color paint to alternate 
squares using a piece of foam rubber cut to 

ze. After the chair dried, he lightly sanded 
the entire surface by hand. To finish, Viner 
recommends using a polyurethane gloss.

Americas heartland builds 


on uropean traditions 





hey have not yet 
formed an asso- 
ciation; they are 
sull wary of publicity. But a num- 
ber of talented chefs are doing a 
lot to erase the bland meat-and- 
potatoes image of midwestern 
food. Yes, they love meat and po- 
tatoes, but they are also creating 
an array of sophisticated variations 
on traditional heartland food. To 
find out about the special dishes 
they are offering in their restau- 
rants, we rounded up some of the 
chefs who are making news. 
Michael Foley of Printer’s Row 
in Chicago is a_ third-generation 
restaurateur. He is a passionate en- 
vironmentalist and strives to bring 
out the best in the local farmers 
and winemakers. Chef Jimmy 
Schmidt, owner of The Rattle 
snake Club in Detroit, is already 
an American star. Harlan Peterson 
of Tapawingo, a country restau- 
rant in Ellsworth, Mich., used to 
be an industrial designer, but he 
turned to food and achieved his 
best creations. Richard Perry, 
whose signature restaurant is in St.

Louis’s Hotel Majestic, goes back 
to the turn of the century for his 
inspiration—food from old hotels, 
riverboats and great private 
houses. He uses these as a basis 
for all his dishes, including his 
chocolate cake made with mayon- 
naise. Ralph DiOrio’s restaurant, 
Sammy’s, housed in a converted 
warehouse in Cleveland, has an 
adjoining gourmet market. 
“We're very eclectic in our 
cooking,” says Jimmy Schmidt. 
“We are influenced by the cui- 
sines of all our countrymen—the 
grilling tradition of California, the 
classic fare of the Eastern Sea- 
board, the intense flavor of the 
Southwest, the Creole heritage of 
New Orleans.” But most impor- 
tantly the chefs depend on small 
farmers and foragers to bring them 
the cream of the crop. Michael 
Foley sums it up: “I’m trying to 
show off all our local produce and 
offer a more sophisticated style of 
cooking.”

Slowly whisk 
butter into mixture over low heat and add lemon 
juice. Season to taste. Strain sauce, add minced 
green onions and pour over fish.

You own a child’s corner 
chair in a country design that was 
popular about 1750. The arms 
were usually flat, and the top 
crest at the back was applied as a 
separate piece. The name 
suggests that the chair was made 
to fit into a corner, but corner 
chairs also served as writing 
chairs or even barber chairs. The 
chair is quite comfortable if the 
front leg is straddled. The form 
remained popular until Victorian 
times. Your child’s chair could 
be worth about $2,500. 





L] My blue-and-gray Japanese print pictures a huge wave and is 15 
inches by 10 inches high. Please tell me about it. —M.T., Potomac, Md. 


Your well-known 
woodblock print, by 
the artist Hokusai, is 
commonly known as 
“Under the Wave at 
Kanagawa.” The 
print is from a set of 
36 views of Mount 
Fuji created in the 
early 1830s. A re- 
cent reproduction is 
$75. An original 
1830s print in good 
condition is worth 
tens of thousands 

of dollars. 





_] This teapot and covered-bowl set is glazed with tones of 
brown. The teapot is 10 inches high; the sugar bowl is almost 
as large. Can you tell me when and where it was 

made? —L.S., Waterville, Me. 









Your set was probably made in Bennington, Vt., at 
Lyman, Fenton & Company, later known 
as the United States Pottery Company. “% 
This was one of two well-known Bennington 
pottery factories during the mid to late 19th 
century; both were out of business by 1894. 
The flint enamel finish was most common in 
a brown-mottled glaze, with yellow, blue and 
green accents. Bennington pieces are rarely ¥ 
marked. They can best be identified by 
comparing them with known marked pieces. 
Your set appears in several Bennington books, 
valued at $850. 

















This huge pine cupboard has iron hardware and 
paneled doors. It is about 7 feet high. When and 
where was this style popular? 

—F.J., Clearwater, Fla. 


The cupboard, or kas, is a type made in Pennsylvania in 
the early 18th century. A very similar cupboard is found 
in Wallace Nutting’s 1928 book about American 
furniture. Perhaps your cupboard was copied from this 
well-known piece. A Pennsylvania kas made before 
1750, even in poor condition, is worth over $50,000. If 
your cupboard is authentic, it could be worth much 
more. Try to get an expert to take a close look if you 
feel your piece is old. 











My glass lamp has a 4 
pewter top with two brass 
wick holders. My mother 
said it was a Sandwich 
lamp. How was it used? 
—M.S., Champaign, II. 
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Your lamp held burning 
fluid, usually a mixture of 
alcohol and turpentine, and 
was made by the Boston & 
Sandwich Glass Company 
in Sandwich, Mass., about 
1825-88. Bases and tops 
were made separately, so 
many different combinations 
were possible. Your lamp has 
the pressed octagonal standard 
and pressed loop- or leaf- 
design top. A clear lamp in 
this pattern is worth about 
$200; in blue, $1,500.
